'How you today Mama? Warmin* up^a 

bit. About time.'* 

"Yesum, but it was cold last night all the 
same." 

"I stayed with Mam-maw last night; we 
had the heat on grandmaw. * * 

"Where was your mama last night boy? 
Sally Lee, where was that daughter of 

yours?" 

"She was home Mama, The boy Just 

wanted to stay over. " 

Sally Lee Brown's family lives near her — 
all in tenement housing on West Van Buren 
Street. Sally Lee, who is 53 (will be 54 June 2) 
lives at 406 W. Van Buren. Her mother liv« 
in 402 and her daughter in 409. 

The four generations help each other out; 
all are trying to get by with no money and 
many problems. Sally Lee has "bad nerves." 
She had a nervous breakdown in 1971 and 
has been "nervous" ever since. She lives by 
herself but looks after her daughter's two 
children and her mother. 

"All of the problems of poor families are 
interrelated and interdependent, as are the 
causes of those problems," said Dr. Barbara 



White, a specialist on poor families with 
Florida State's School of Social Work.

**One of the aiost severely imfMicted 
groups is female-headed families/* said 
White. Poverty has increased most in this 
area and by the year 2000 this will be the only 
group growing poorer, according to Sanding 
Smith, director of Tallahassee's Center for 
Creative Employment. 

Child care, transporiaiion, cniploymcni. 
stress, housing, and other problems of the 
poor weigh heavier on the family which has 
three or four societal strikes against it: she's 
black, a woman, has children out of 
wedlock, and is poor. These women aiul ihcir 
families are banished to the projects; is^^t of 
all women-headed families live in 

governmeni housing projects, according to 
Smith. 

The women have little education, few job 
skills, and no way to get either because of the 
lack of child care, transportation, and 
incentive.

Affairs Bob Leach. "Hopefully, the Alumni 
Association will now open its 
communications to all aspects of the 
university so as to be more representative of 
the university as a whole . ' ' 

Freddie Groomes, assistant to the 
president for Human Affairs,agreed that the 
Alumni Association should better represent 
the diversity of the univeristy. 

"I think what happened is a reflection of 
insensitivity, not any deliberate negative 
intent. They were not sensitive enough to 
what the issues surrounding this trip mean to 
others," Groomes said. "They did it 
innocently, but it is a naivete born of a sterile 
^ivironment. We live in a diverse community 



and all our agencies should be representative 
of that. Our acts and behavior should reflect 
the rights of all people." 

Sliger's statement, issued yesterday, 
reaffirmed the university's commitment to 
non-discrimination, and to upholding the 
constitutional rights of citizens. 

It described the Alumni Association as an 
"independent, non-profit organization. . . 
which has provided many valuable services to 
the university." The stateinent went on to 
say, **However, the administration of this 
university does not necemrily endorse aH of 
the actions taken by the Alumni

because we're taking away from one of the 
areas the president can veto. " explained 
FSU student body president Rob Auslander. 
"For once and for all, we're going to get 
Activities and Services out of Athletics." 

Presently, a university president has direct 
veto power over three important areas of 
student government's budget — Athleltics, 
the university's Health Center, and Student 
Academic Programs. Of the three. Athletics 
is by far the most expensive. Last year, FSU*s 



student government gave $411,000, almost a 
fifth of their total budget, to Athletics. SG 
had no choice in the matter — Florida biw 

mandates that SG must supply Athletic^ at 
least the amount paid the year before, if the 
Athletic Department requests it. In addition, 
a university president can use his veto power 
to force SG to fund even more to Athletics. 

Under the regents' plan, all that would 
change. Athletics would be completely 
separate, receiving no funds w hatsoever from 
SG. Students would fund Athletics only 
through the direct Athletics fee. That fee, 
based on A&S fundings to Athletics in the 
1979-1980 fiscal year, could not be raised 
without a student referendum granting 
majority approval to a fee hike.

••As a university. wrlMve no control over the personal 
travel plans of any student^ faculty member or an alumnus, 
imleis it is official travel funded by the university. There 
have been instances of students, faculty members and 
alumni traveling personally to countries jirhich espouse a 
way of life that is abhorrent to many. 
""Personally. 1 deplore racism m any form and believe 
that racism is contradictory to the basic purpose and 
commitment of Florida State University. That applies 
equally to the racist policies which exist in South Africa. 
The other administrators at Florida State with whom I have 
talked in recent days join me in deploring those racist 
policies. 

••The racist policies which exist in South Africa" were 
brought to the Alumni Association's attention in a protest 
action by the Black Student Union, the Center for 
Participant Education, and other concerned students and 
faculty. The protest was brought to the Alumni Association 
Executive Committee on December 5, 1980, when those 
organizations urged the Association to discontinue its 
sponsorship of the trip. 

In a 1 51 vote, the Executive Committee decided to 
continue support of the trip, but to add a disclaimer to the 
„ INTRAV tour brochure. INTRAV is the St. Louis based 
travel firm coordinating the trip. The disclaimer stated 
that the description of South Africa as a ••progressive and 
democratic country" did not reflect the c^inion of the 
Alumni Association. 

The disclaimer, as well ascopiesof an FSU position paper 
drafted by BSU President Elijah Smiley, a newspaper 
article detailing the actions of the Execntive Committee, 
and a Fkmbeau editorial, were maicci to travel participaitts 
on January 6, llWit. 

Since then, the Student Senate voted unanimously to 
urge the Alumni. Association to ''reverse its decision to 
continue sponsoship of the 'South Africui Adventuve' 
tour/' 

''My feeling m this time iste k is unfor^^ 
is happening.*' said Ckoomes.

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Student casualties 

Through Secretary Educatkm T.H. BcU, the Rc»gan 
Administration sent a ws^ing to the state university systems around 
the country that no longer would the federal ^vemment imure 
them ot overflowing classrooms. Adhering to Reagan's campa^ 

promise lo shift the responsibility for education to state ami local 
governmenis. Bell announced a proposed massive reducticm in loans 
and grants for college students. 

Bell said the Administration would propose cutting back on both 
the Basic Education Opportunity Grants and the numerous loan 
programs now available to students. 

Currently, the Department of Education is spending $2.6 billion 
on need-based grants to college students and $2.2 billion more, 
mostly in subsides, on loans to low-, middle- and some upper- 
income family students. 

Since these support programs are the fastest-growing area of the 
department's budget, the Administration has decided to seek 
changes in the existing laws to stem their growth. 

This should come as no shock to Florida, though it does bode iU 
for the state, which has never been known for its financial 
committment to quality education. 

Schools in the state depend on student headcouts for legislative 
appropriations, with many of those students there because of the 
availability of federal grants and loans. With Reagan cutting off the 
money flow, Florida's legislature must decide if it will pick up the 
s^ck or not. 

For the students depending on federal grants, the up coming 
legislative sessiop will be of utmost importance. If the legislators are 
unwilling to offer more student financial aid, then many students, 
especially those from middte-income famities, which is where the 
Administration plans to make the most severe cuts, wUl be 1^ out 
in thecold. 

Putting more responsibility fix education in the hands of the stale 
of Florida does hot spark much optimism; traditionally, the » 
Legislature has been stingy with education appropriations, opting 
instead to place the burden on the students through higher tuition 
rates. Before Reagan, the students could turn to the federal 
government for help. Now, many of those students may become the 

first casualties of the Reagan A^mviistration's austerity plan. 

Political resurrection 

Politically, the Democratic Party may be dead. But there is one 
dead Democrat who is alive and kicking — politically speaking. 

S^gio I^asollo* an incumbent representative in the Vormont 
House, died nine days before the dection November 4, and the state 
had no time to get his name off the ballot. 

Though death was widely-publicized, Pasetto still defeated his 
Republican opponent, wfeo immediately challenged the results. 
Lauren Levitt, the Republican, claimed Pasetto's victory was 
unconstitutional, that since Pasetto was dead he was not a "person" 
and therefore could not win an election. 

But legislators in Vermont upheld the election, which Pasetto won 
by a 2-1 margin. 

Of course there is a method to this madness. Pasetto was expected 
to coast to victory over Levitt, a 25-year-old college student who 
served as his only opposition. After his untimely death, the Vermont 
Democratic Party urged voters to elect him anyway, thus giving the 
staters Democratic Governor the right to appmnt someone to serve 
out Pasetto's term. 

Following the reconunendation of a Dmocratic caucus, VemK>nt 
Gov. Richard Sdietling appaimed Democrat Gmo Sassi. 

Among Southern good-ol'-boy poiitidans there is a time-tested 
axiom that goes something like: Never get caught ii^bed with a dead 
wdman or a live man. 

In Vermont, though, a clause should be added to the quip: but it's 
OK to die before the election. Voters just love it. 
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Edwards to do Big Oil's biddim

Reagan energy czar James Edwards would no 
doubt warm the cockles of the Florida State 
Alumni Association's collective heart. When 
Governor of South Carolina, Edwards traveled to 
South Afrk», and <mi his return offered this 
sagacious profundity: "The Wack influence in 
American politics prevented the white South African 
government from getting its fair share of sympathy 
and uncterstanding." 

Ok, Guv, we'll buy that. Of course we may not 
be quite as disheartened by it as you, but we've 
always welcomed the black influence in American 
politics — what little there has been. 

Edwards' Neanderthal view of race relations 
around the globe is no longer a primary concern. As 
Reagan's chief man over at the Energy Department, 
the k>wly Edwards takes on a new and much more 
hideous tint. ^ . 

Edwards likes to hang his leathery head and offer 
an "aw shucks, I just want to dismantle the 
Department of Energy like the good minimalist 
Reagan wants and then head on home to Carolina." 
More likely. He will serve as the cutting edge of 
Reagan^s free market e^gy polides, niaking sure 
the IX^ never interferes in the slightest jwith Big 
Oil's forthcoming profit drive. 

Just last week, Reagan cKsp^ehed his Energy 
mink)n to announce the premature abolHion of all 
controls on oil and natural gas. Not an unexpected 
move — the regulations would have withered away 
naturally by September as Cffiter planned — but 
more importantly the first step in a 4-year march 
toward total unsuxoumabihty for the Seven "Sisters 
of ^ Oil. Considering the responsibility of Exxon, 
Texaco, Shell and the like in the past, such laissez 
faire policies are qiiite frightening. 

And. with Edwards protecting the public energy 
interests, the whole show shifts quickly toward self- 
parody. Consider some Of his pithily expressed 
energy axioms while govcroor of South Carolina. 

•On pollution laws: "They are liot needed here in 
South Carolina where we have nice breezes^o carry 
off the emissions and dissipate them." 

•On opposition to nut^v reprocessing plants: 
"It's like saying no to another Alaska |»peline." 

•On Three Mile Island: "That conjures up a 
company that's in trouble and iKcds some help. But 
the accident showed that the system works."

Three ex-hostages are CIA agents: Paper 



LONDON (UPl) — Documents found by Iranian 
militants who stormed the U.S. Embassy in Tehran 
November 4. 1979 named three Americans there as CIA 
agents and gave a rare glimpse of the tricks of the spy trade, 
the Oibiserwr reported yesterday. 

Observer reported Ian Mather said he was among a 
handful of Western journalists in Tehran at the time of the 
takeover to receive photocopies of the documents which 
appear to show the three seized as hostages — Thomas Ahem 
Jr., Malcolm Kalp and William Daugherty — were CIA 
employees. 

None of them was available for comment on the report. 

Mather said he saw the original documents being 
photocopied. He also said he had a photocopy of eight pages 
of instructions to "Timmermans" on how to activate a fake 
passport and vaccination certificate. 

The Iranian militants claimed they found a fake passport 
in Ahern's desk, with the American diplomat's picture on it 
but in the name of Belgian business owner P|ul 
Timmcrmans. 

Mather says the documents suggest Charge d' Affaires L. 
Bruce Laingen knew the CIA was about to launch a new 
offensive in Iran and that the embassy had considered 
helping agents of the shah's secret police, Savak. 

But '*the documents do not demonstrate that the 
Americans were seeking to undermine the Iranian 
Revolution," Mather wrote. "Neither do they justify the 
taking of hostages or the subsequent maUreatment of them. 

*'They do explain why a group of unsophisticated 
militants, obsessed with hatred of the United States and 
believing that CIA plotting lay behind all Iran's troubles, 
should have convinced themselves theyliad uncovered a *nest 
of spies*." One document sent by Laingen to the State 
DefKirtment in Washington said efforts were being made to 
limit knowledge of CIA activities in the embassy. 



"That effort applies particularly to Daughety, pursuant 
to a new program of which he is a product and about which I 
have been informed," Laingen reportedly wrote. 

Laingen warned of the "great sensitivity locaUy to any hmt 
of CIA activity" and asked that *'cover be the best we can 

come up with.**

MOSCOW (UPI) — The official Soviet press yesterday 
accused President Reagan of waging a "campaign of Ues and 
^poprisy* * about alleged Kremlin support of terrorists and 
smd the CIA was the biggest terrorist organization of all. In a 
10-page dispatch full of angry denials and angrier 
accusations, the official Tass news agency asserted the CIA 
was responsible for the murders of Aldo Moro in Italy, 
Patrice Lumumba in the Congo and Martin Luther King and 
John and Rf^Tert Kennedy in the Umted Stat^. 

Tas^ also charged that Washington's denunciation of 
terrorism — a theme of the Reagan admmisdrs^mi's first 10 
days in of flee — was being used as an excuse to justify 
interference in £1 Salvador.

The loss of Knowles, followed by 
the possible resignation of Mills- 
Groninger, would leave Video Center 
equipment manager Guy Kathe as the 
only Center worker with any 
technical knowledge or experience. 
The loss of Knowles and his technical 
knowledge has already hurt the 
Center, Kathe said, and if Mills- 
Groninger were to resign Kathe 
himself would have to reconsider 
staying on at the Center. 

**As in any job, it would be very 
hard to work under conditions where 
the person in charge does not 
understand what my job involves,*' 
Kathe said. 

The possibility of a Levine 
directorship also drew fire from 
Media Production Club President 
Peggy Davis. Davis sent a letter to 
Auslander opposing Levine, and 
requesting that Auslander take 
technical knowledge under 
consideration when he makes his 
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Jerrod Levine 

nomination. Levine, who said that 
his strengths lay in organizing and 
motivating personnel, admitted he 
has little technical know-how. 

Auslander still has to interview 
several candidates for the 
directorship, including Mills- 
Groninger and Kathe, before he 
nnmimitfs a director.

Black women arc not the only ones finding themselves in 
I he room with no doors, which is poverty.

The Griffin's trailer and all their 
possessions, including their new Christmas 
gifts, burned on December 29. The family 
was left in poverty. 

Debra and Ashley Griffin and their three 
children escaped with their lives but very little 
else. After spending a week living wherever 
they could, the Griffins moved into a rental 
trailer owned by Henry Cotton, a field 
supervisor with the Tallahassee Police 
Department. ^ 

In the middle of January Cotton informed 
the family that he had sold the trailer and 
that they had 30 days to fmd another- p^ce, 
according to Debra Griffin. 

Cotton says he told the family they had 30- 
60 days to leave and they had told Itothtt 
they were going to move anyway. 

"They're not what IwouldcaU poor,*'said 



economic lines, at least in Leon County, according to 
Farnham and Paul Entzminger, who handles probation and 
parole for juveniles. 

"The needs of children are the same; they don't change 
based on family income,'* said Entzminger. **lf Mom and 
Dad aren't there the child's the one that goes begging. Kids 
don't need material benefits as much as they need the 
parent." 

Delinquency often occurs when children try to convert 
goods into money for things they want or when kids express 
hostility and frustration at their parents who say "don't be 
like us." Children are faced with the impossible task of 
rejecting their parents and living with them, according to 
Entzminger. Both of these problems which are acted out by 
juveniles exist in the richest and poorest families. 

"Killeam is not a neighborhood," said Entzminger. "It is 
fragmented and full of new transient people. Kids get passed 
over. They have a fragmented peer group. It is a high crime 
area in that a lot of kids who commit crimes live there." 

The desire to change is the same in poor families, but the 
lack of resources may get in the way of making those changes 
according to Farnham, who works to change family 
dynamics in cases of child abuse and neglect.

What messes up Shrinking Woman, though, is a gross 
and unimaginative script. Instead of intelligent social satire, 
we get crass jokes and stupid visual gags. 

This same fault weakened Nine to Five, but in The 
Incredible Shrinking Woman it's much grosser. It's the 
kind of lowest-common-denominator humor you see on 
TV, only made worse because you can get away with much 

more in movies. 

Even the middle-class caricatures are so overdrawn the 
effect is lost, and the result is a kind of Used Cars with a 
message: it's a contradiction that won't work. 

Director Schumacher has put out sharp social comedy 
before {Used Cars), but this time the overall 
unimaginativeness of Jan Wagner's screenplay, is too much 
for him. Wagner (director of the disastrous Moment to 
Moment) is Tomlin's longtime friend and collaborator, and 
while I don't know how much of Tomlin's past intelligent 
humor was Wagner's and how much was Tomlin's, Pm 
willing to bet if this screenplay is any indioiticm,' Wagiwr's 
contribution wasn't much. 

While not the worst of the bunch. The Incredibk 
Shrinking Woman reflects the current depths to which fiin 
comedy has sunk. Good, funny dialogue is getting to be a 
rare commodity these days, and what we often get instead is 
the infantile potty humor of a Caddyshack or the rehashed 
Neil Simon of Foul Play. (There are demons: . Wooc^jr 
Allen movies — it's easier to write for the same character 
every time — and Airplanel, where crassness, subtlety, 
tempo and sheer quantity all hi4>pened to jell.) I'm 
beginning to agree with those Kkc MoBy Haskell who say

Transportation is probably the second biggest worry of 
poor citizens in Tallahassee. Many have trouble walking 
bloc ks to get to a bus stop and fewfBMtf^ford cars or are able 
to drive them. The SSPC runs H^BB service to transport 
senior citizens, but "we can't se^^mybody," said Miles. 

Isolation and loneliness are major problems for most 
elderly Americans. If you can't get out and around, you 
become isolated. If you're isolated and inactive, you become 

sick. It's all connected, according to FerguMm. Poor xmors 
feel these things especially. 

A third concern for most senior citizens is the way society 
views them. Society's stereotypes of senior citizens are 
extremely harmful and frustrating, according to Ferguson. 

"We don't prepare people for aging," said Ferguson.

ICM;.jCetting beat up is already a paradigm 
for rape, even at 8 years old. Psycho was a 
very important movie for women — no 
American woman can take a shower in peace 
anymore. The Roman and Eastern traditions 
of group baths evolved into the American 
[radition of solitude — cheap white rooms 
that used to be the only place in the home 
that was truly private — even from Mother. 
Now the murder movies have taken all that 
away. But you never have your shillelagh 
around when the bad guy shows up. 

Group: Apart from home safety, we still 
haven't been able to get improved lighting 
here on campus — everybody here says they're 
working on it, but nothing ever gets 
accomplished. 

KM: You need to have strong vocal protest 
then — it's ail just scare tactics to keep us in 
our place. We ourselves have to be our own 
St. Joans. . .nobody's going to help us but 
ourselves. We are responsible for our own 
existence. . .we must be a coherent political 
force. 

Group: Are you really optimistic? 

KM: Well, yes— because I remember what 
it used to feel like to be a woman. We're 
living in a time when it's exciting to be 
us— there are more opportunities. We should 
remember the faith in possiblity of our 
childhood. . .because we're saved by our 
fantasy lives, our aspirations, our 
determination to get it together somehow. To 
be an artist is already kind of crazy, but that 
makes us free. We're the only people in 
America who are not expected to make sense. 
We're free of the American ethic of 
* produce! " Saints and scholars are better 
than insurance salesmen... 

• • • 

The art class does not want Kate to leave. 
Her watch is ten minutes slow anyway, and 
even though her next appointment is in five 
minutes, she is in no hurry. She is with other 
women artists, and neither wants to break the 
bond just formed. 

Reluctant, but fervent applause. 

Slowly, with careful attemion to details of 
trees, we make our way through the center of 
campus at the height of the noon crowd. 
Millett has a tree farm in the Mid-Hudson 
valley of New York, and is absorbed in the 
details of the live oaks on the way. 

Late, but mconcemed, Kate realizes that 
her paper supplies have run out, .so we stop at 
the Union ^ore. Quickiy overpiling arms 
with pounds of typing paper, index OHtis, file 
folders and a few notebooks, Kate loads a 
twine-handled shopping bag to the Kmit. 

On the way over to the Women's Center, 
she stops to read the sidewalk graffiti. The 
one that reads "oral sex— 1979" miices her 
laugh.

After lunch, Millett goes to the Florida 
Clearinghouse on Criminal lustice to discim 



women m prisons There are twelve women 
there from various organizations connected 
with the prison system, from Kate they want 
ideas, suggestions, support. They want 
strength and sisterhood. 

Millett has been to countless prisons 
before, has heard the prison horror stories. 
But some of the Florida prison tales shock 
her. Like the one about a fourteen year old 
girl at Loweli servmg four years for armed 
robbery for stealing a woman's purse with a 
leargas gun. And the one about the woman 
■ who died of heart failure at Lowell because 
the owgen tank was empty. The woman 
developed heart problems because of a study 
being conducted at Lowell on the effect of 
iodine in drinking water. Without her 
knowledge, she suffered severe thyroid 
problems because of the amount of iodine 
consumed, which lead to the heart failure. 

Throughout the meeting, Millett mainly 
listens. Finally, she speaks up on the 
im.portance of the external support system 
for women in prison. 

**Unless there's a support structure outside 
the prison system, women are conveniently 
forgotten about. Mental hospitals are the 
places that most of us get locked up ' 
in— prisons are second on the list."'

"Fated. All moments between that one 
and the end of consciousness are just a drama 
of cornering or suffering in which one hopes 
to be lucky. Hopes not to be raped too. Not 
to be tortured first. Not to suffer long. To 
cooperate, to assuage, to hold out the hands 
to be tied. To beg quietly. Not to scream 
because it. will make him angry, because it 
will make him strike you. To mimic every 
gesture of submission even as in animals, the 
dog rolling on its back. Even as in women. 
To be "feminine. "

After the Clearinghouse, she goes back to 
the Holiday Inn to rest and solidify her 
speech. Visibly tired.

The Omni is almost empty as we get there 
for dinner. Millett's relaxed, charming and 
eager to speak. In an act of rash generosity, 
she orders three complete dinners (1 clam, 1 
scallop, 1 shrimp) for everyone to share. She 
orders burgundy, and renoiinds us its 
healthful properties. 

Conversation wanders, as it's just a 
conscious time-fill until her speaking 
engagement in 45 minutes. Laughter, 
glimpses of personalities, more wine. Then its 
time to head for Longmire. 

• • • 

The room in the bottom of Longmire is 
filled with 300 people, at least 50 too many 
for seats. Everyone is quiet before she 
speaks. She's taping herself. 

"What have women done to become the 
world's prey? The crimes against women are 
the titillation of the nation. We die unheard 
and unheard of... You are still a joke when 
the things that are done to you are amusing 
and are atrocities when done to others. We're 
theonly joke that's left. 

She keeps the audience involved, her voice 
carries without a microphone. Millett is an 
orator of magnitude, with the conviction and 
intelligence to make her every belief, no 
Blatter how far from the listener's, appear 
absolutely plausible. Not only 
plausible— true. She has inherited the embers 
of the Irish tradition of speaking skill. 

"Patriarchy is a principle and a last gasp 
fantasy so that you can put 25« in a machine 
md watch a woman subjugated, tied up, 
roped, and beaten. For 25c you can buy a 
slave. Women are the only slaves left, and the 
first, and the best at making silly things into 
dinner. 

They have made phantasmagoria about 
women that would be absolutely 
unacceptable If made about black or

sense. 

Jews— the ACLU would be up in arms... 
what kind of sadism is this country coming 
into? The more I know of it, the more I want 
to Uve abroad. 

What happened to us? When did women 
stop being human beings and become some 
last creature to torment?

What went 
wrong? 

I'm supposed to stay home — for 
safety — why? I only live once. I'm an artist. 
If I stay home I'll have only lived half a once. 

We are the only group that lives like 
political prisoners, even when we have fancy 
cars. 

Millett constantly puts herself to the 
testing point because of her beliefs. She 
doesn't always have the freedom of the artist, 
because she revels in the political thick of 
things.

For too long, student money has bean fumided into the bidgii^ 
oilers of intercollegiate athletics. 

Just last year, FSU students turned over a whopping $411,000 of 
their Activities and Service fees to Athletics. That's about one-fifth of 
the $2.2 million Student Government budget, and doesn't include 
another $170,000 of student f^es earmarked for Women's Athletics. 

Student Government could do a lot with that money. Additional 
^ting on campus and higher quality educational.programs are two 
itms that readily come to mind. There arc of course many more. 

Now the Board of Regatts have come up with a proposal that will 
take SG out of the business of fuiKUnf Athletics^ It will not, howev^; 
oiean that stt^tknts will not km«a foo^ the MU. Hiey will; the money 
wiN just go straight into i^hletics, by way of im Athletics Fee, either 
tlan through SG by way of A&S fees. 

Under the new proposal, which must be approved by the 
Legislature, students would pay the same amount for tuition. Instead 
of paying one lump sum for A&S, then having part of that go toward 
Athletics, the new plan calls for an Athletics Fee as well a^ an A&S 
Fee. Therefore, Athletics would get its money dh-ectly from tuition, 
and SG would see its working budget slashed at its origin. 

Now some student leaders believe this will beneHt students. Because 
tbt university president had veto power over the SG Athletic 
i^ropriation, and always made sure Athletics got the amount it 
wanted anyway, Uiese^tudent leaders fed it's better to never, have the 
BKiney in the first place. 

Maybe so; it wUl end a . l<nig-standing sham concerning student 
government autonomy. The university decided just how much SG 
money would go to Athletics, an^ if SG leaders wanted to grumble, 
that was their tough luck. 

But that grumbling, which has occured in. the past, did help raise a 
few student eyebrows, and did help some students fully imderstand 
just how much of their tmUm mon^ went into Athletics — wh^ho" 
they liked it or not. 

Of course, under the new proposal, nothing of substance will 
dtange: stiKients will still pay for Athletics as they always have. SG 
will no longer serve as the middleman. 

Sure, it does end a sham, and there's nothing wrong with that. But 
don't be fooled by it all. Students are still getting a bum deal while 
Athletics grins and rakes in the profits.

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Fallacies and facts about S. Afric

The truth h that I* vc never been to South Africa. 
I have, however spent most of my life in Miami, and 
consequently, have some knowledge of^ the 
dynamics of racism, poverty, inequality, and 
deprivation. 

I know, for instance, that when the Aluinni 
Association describes South Africa as a vital and 
progressive donocratic country," a "wonderful 
new world," a "bargain," tl^ are only telling 
half the story. And I also know that half the truth is 
no better than no truth at all. 

Arguably, the Alumni Association has seen fit to 
take a second look at the proposed South Africa 
tour, and on December 6 they officially recanted 
from the former language found in the lour 
pamphlet. At the same December 6 Executive 
Committee meeting,.however, the Committee voted 
by a margin of 15-1 not to oppose the South 
African tour. 

The decision oil the part of the Alumni 
Association Executive Committee not to oppose the 
trip was made, apparently, as a gesture designed 
not to unpede the rights to free choice. It was 
thought that to condemn the trip was tantamount 
to censorship. 

But is not describing a country where only \6°/o 
of the population cont^-ols 87% of the land, where 
of aH black childreii suffer from malnutrition, 
wtere calling divestment of U.S. corporations in 
Sbuth Africa is a criminal offense, while 
dissaninating "fake information*' about prison 
conditions where torture is all too common is also 
^nst the law, as "warm and welcoming*' also a 
form of censorship? 

June Strauss of the Executive Committee, who 
was one of the members who voted not to oppose 
the top, based her reasoning on the fact that "FSU 
is a research center and such restraints (in travel) 
amount to censorship." But as J. Bart Abstein, 
also of the conmiittee has made clear, "it was never 
pfesented as an educational tour," and so free 
choice prerogatives simply do not apply. 

What the students of this university, as well as 
several members of the faculty, advocate is not the 
threat of censorship, althougti this notion does 
loom I^rfcr than uiy other, more compelling claim. 
We cto, however, wish to remind those particular 
alumni who toiadoi^ instst on^ tiidr r^hts and 
pnvUeges to visit Sooth Africa, that foresght is 
mfmitely mm valuable a faculty than hindsight, 
aithcHi^ the latter may be sK^tly iiic»^e hidd. and 
much, much easier. "

Despite recent statetnents from Florida 
Stffte administrators critical of the Ahunni 
Association's sponsorship of a **South 
African Adventure*' trip, there are no 
definite plans to reconvene the Exeoitive 
Committee for a re-vote. 

The commitiee met m December to hear 
protests from several university 
oiianizations, and voted 15-1 at that time 
to maintain sponsorship of the trip, 
scheduled to depart from New York 
Fdmiary 1 1 . 

Wayne Rubinas, president of the 
Executive Committee, said he has 
ccmsidered a re-voie in light of President 
Bernie Sliger's statement issued Sunday in 
the unanimous passage of a Student Senate 
resolution urging the Akmiiii ^sociaton 
to reverse the December decision. 

However, Rubinas said he must check 
into Alumni Association statutes to see if 
there is a provision for re- voting via a 
telephone conference call. The next 
scheduled meeting of the Executive 
Committee is March 6, and the distribution 
of committee members geographically 
prohibits an earlier meeting in person. 

Rubinas said he directed Executive

Divorce and family problems are by far the 
biggest civil legal matters confronting poor 
people, according to Larry White, executive 
director of Legal Services of North Florida. 
Adoption, custody, visitation rights, and 
other family disputes, including divorce, 
OMike up a large percentage of Legal Services 
caseloads. 

Legal Services, through non-lawyer 
advocates, represent many poor people in 
Social Security hearings in which benefits are 
to be cut or reduced. 

Poor people's legal problems run the 
gamut of possible disputes, but they do not 
have the money to seek just compensation or 
adequately defend themselves without 
outside help, accordmg to White. 

"If you have a landlord who is going to 
evict you and you don't have an attorney, 
you often get evicted whether due process 
was given or not," said White. "We can*t 

cover every poor person's legal problems, but 



we don't turn people away if they have a 
case." 

White feels' that indigent clients get 
'^excellent representation" throuj^ legal aid 
and Legal Services. *'It is probably just as 
efficient as any firm in town,'* he added. 

Like Legal Services, the Legal Aid Society 
does not handle fee generating cases 
which, if won, would produce a monetary 
award. Both institutions refer clients with 
these types of cases to private attorneys who 
will usually take the case on consignment, 
without fee but for a percentage of final 
judgment. If the Leon County Bar 
Association will not handle a fee-generating 
case. Legal Services will lake the case. 

**Some peoi^ don't have $500-600 to pay 
expenses to an attorney and few attorneys will 
pay these costs." said White. 

Both Legal Services and Legal Aid handle 
poor peopk usually bek>w the poverty tine. 
Any case they aoc^ is basiled for free. 



Employment problems, paternity suits, 
landlord/tenant disputes, consumer 
complaints, prisoner abuses, and 
di^u-imination incidents are all typically 
UliiM i| cwrgfesoes by both institutions. 

Often a phone call from an attorney will 
solve the problem for a poor person, 
according to Jean Bittner, executive director 
of Legal Aid. Where numerous complaints 
from a client have failed, one phone caU from 
an attorney can change the mind of an 
insensitive landlord or stubborn bureaucrat. 

Civil disputes are not the only, or the most 
serious, legal pr<H>lems facing the poor. 
Criminal charges are filid against poor 
people much more often than against other 
economic groups, ace<Mrdiiig' to Sergeant 
Raymond Hemy, an officer who grew up in a 
poor neighborlfeood of Taflaliasstt wd now 
patrols the south side of the city (Bond 
Conrntmity and other low income areas). 
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School Board reverses decision on Bond school

Due largely to the pressure on the part ot the black 
community, the I eon C ounty School Board adopted revised 
rtJroning recommendations that call for Bond Elementary 
School to remam open. 

A crowd of about KXJ. includmg both blacks and v^hiIcs, 
packed the imy television studio in FSL's Dodd Hall uhere 
the school board was meeting. Another 35 waited outside the 
studio, viewing the proceeding on monitors set up in the 
lobby. 

Superintendent C harlcs Couch had announced plans to 
close the school last Friday as part of the county school 
system's rc/oning efforts to achieve racial balance. 

Almost immediately. black leaders expressed 
dissatisfaction with the proposal, saying closing Bond would 
be destroying yet another institution of the Tallahassee 
black community. 

Monday night, over 3(X) people met at St. Mary's Primitive 
Baptist Church to organize opposition to the proposed 
closing. Speakers, including pastors and prominent 
Tallahassee blacks, denounced Couch's proposal. 

But last night, most of those at the school board meeting 
said they were satisfied with the new recommendations, 
which prohibit new schools from being constructed until 
existing facilities are made ''equal in quality.** 

In the meeting, board members said the new 
recommendations meant Bond would continue in 
operation. 

"Tm cautiously optimistic," said Ernest Ferrell, president 
of the Tallaliassee Urban League. ^'Anything can change, 
but I think it's a good sign.'* 

. '*l believe it can work," said Rev. R.N. Gooden, pastor of 
St. Mary's. **We have their (the school board's) oral 
assurance. I think most parei^ can acc^ it." 

In fact, most of those addressing the board seemed pleased 
that Couch had reversed his decinon apparOTtly because of 
the stir it had created. 

"We commend Mr. Couch for having the wisdom to revise 
his recommendations," Gooden tdd the board. **We have 
new respect for him." 

Rev. Bemyce Clausen agreed.

Reagan circulates budget hit list

WASHINGTON — The 
administration has circulated on 
Capitol Hill a preliminary list of 
budget cuts that would reduce 
spending for extended 
unemployment- benefits and f^Kxi 
stamps, congressional sources said 
yesterday. 

The list, described by one 
congressional source as * 'non- 
permanent/' also calls for cutting 
grants to states by 15-20 percent and 
distributing the resit as no-strings- 
attached block gnulls. 

The list, which would pare some 
$50 billion from federal budgets over 
the next three years, calls for 
reductions • in extended- 
unemployment benefits, which 
jobless workers receive after the 
regular 52-month benefits end, 
sources said. 

It also calls for changes in the trade 
adjustment assistance program that 
provides bene^ for workers who 
lose their jobs due to increased 
fordgn impmts, they saic^

nutrition programs about $1 
billion. 

Highway programs and the new 
synthetic fuels program would be cut 
substantially, and federal fimds for 
the national endowments for the arts 
and hURianities wcx^ be cut in half, 
the sources said.

against cold weather. If tenants opened 
doors or windows periodicaHy, she said, 
much of the problem with mildew could be 
prevented. 

Martin said Regency itself would not 
suffer much from a rent strike, since 
Regency doesn't own the complex. She 
added that the city could cut off tenants' 
utilities if they refuse to pay their rent. 

Part of the reason for the problems at 
Alpine ViUage, Martin suggested, is the low 
rent tenants pay. Other complexes in 
Tallahassee have less trouble repairing 
damages because they are larger, have 
higher rents, and have less turnover than 
student-oriented complexes like Alpine 
Village. 

Martin also complained that between 
eight and ten tenants a month skip out on 
their rent, stealing furniture or leaving 
badly damaged apartments behind. 

"Students have the idea that here's a 
huge corporation collecting thousands and 

thousands of dollars in rent," Martin said. 
"In fact, almost every complex in town 
runs a deficit every month. Alpine had gone 
through bankruptcy twice before we took 
over its maimgement . 

"There's no need for a rent strike,'* 
Martin said. "What they need to do is 
address themselves to their own problems." 

But Mary Grace Glasier, who as director 
of Florida State's Tenant Association is 
helping Alpine residents organize the rent 
strike, denied those charges. Glasier said 
her legal advisors have told her Alpine 
Village residents have a good case. 

"We're not trying to play games with 
(Regency)," Glasier told those present at 
Monday's meeting. "All we want is our fair 
share, what we're paying for. Tenants have 
rights as well as responsibilities. They 
(Regency) are violating (the tenants') rights 
right now." 

Glasier said at that meeting that each 
tenant should notify Regency of their 
intention to withhold rent by certified mail 
seven days before the rent is due. At that 
time, she said, the tenants will pay their rent 
into an escrow account, set up either by the 
tenants' association or the court. 

If those legal requirements are followed 
carefully, she said. Regency would not be 
able to evict any of the tenants. If utility 
services are cut, Glasier said, the tenants 
"might open new utility accounts in their 
own names and ask Regency to pick up the 
tab later. Right now, tenants* utility 
payments are taken out of their rent checks. 

"In part, what we're going to be dotag is 
teaching Regency a lesson," she S«ld. 
"Maybe we can inspire other students 
around town. What we're doing in effect is 
starting a project to dean up Tallahassee 
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Stinging Abscam 



Former Florida Representative Richard Kelly may have lost the 
first round m his Abscam battle, but it can't be traced to a failure of 
the imagination. 

When captured on video tape taking $25,000 from an undercover 
agent, Kelly siiii{4y said lie was gathering evidence for his own secret 
investigation. 

A Federal jury in Washington didn't buy that argument, though; 
Kelly and two others wm oonwted of conspiracy and bribery last 
week. 

But even so, prosecutors in the unseemly Abscam case didn't 
come out smelling so sweet either. Though they claimed techniques 
used in the government's **sting" were entirely proper, many civil 
rights experts say the snared Congressmen were "entrapped," and 
that FBI undercover agents went above and beyond the line of duty 
to foist the money on the "crooked" politicians. 

One juror in the Kelly case, interviewed after the verdicts were in, 
said the conduct of the imdercover agents * troubled just about 
everyone." 

Quite obviously, Abscam has served its purpose; nimierous shady 
public servants have been uncovered and publicized, and scwne of 
them may actually go to jail. 

- But one shouldn't be duped by it all. Plied with alcohol and lured 
by the fragrance of easy money, a few Congressional lushes, 
stumbled into a hastily constructed FBI **sting." That doesn't mean 
corruption in Washington is a thing of the past, or even that the 
worst of the lot has been snared. 

Richard Kelly says he will appeal his conviction, as have others 
convicted in the Abscam scandal. Given the nature of his arrest, 
Kelly may eventually beat the rap. But fear not. Richard Kelly is a 
little fish in a big pond, and Abscam only a cane pole baited with 
plastic worms. 

Trimming the fat 

Somewhere down the line, wlwther he wants to or not, David 
Stockman will start kicking folks.that are already down. 
Here's why: 

^ As director of the Office of Management and Budget, it's 
Stockman's job to carry out Reagan's campaign promise of a 
balanced federal budget. Toward that goal, Stockman wanted to cut 
$2.6 billion from the $8 billion budgeted for foreign aid. That money, 
Stockman said, was expendable because it was not earmarked for 
military aid. 

Secretary of State Alexander Haig balked at Stockman's request, 
and eventually convinced Reagan to leave his foreign aid money in 
tact. Though not earmarked for military aid, the $2.6 billion will play 
an important role in helping Haig carry out his foreign policy 

objectives. 

So Stockman is back at square one, swching for fat in the federal 
budget that can be trimmed. 

As was the case with Haig, the Budget director is likely to meet 
opposition at every turn. Special interests won't take budget cuts in 
rhdr areas very kindly, and also like Haig, most will be strong enouiih 
to fend them off. ^ 

Except when ii comes to social programs. The poor in this coumry 
have never earned much clout, and after making the rounds and 
coming up empo handed. Stockman is sure to end up trimming most 

otthe fat from programs aimed at alleviating poverty, feeding the 

hungry and housing the destitute. . • 
^ So if Reagan does imend to balance the budget, it seems inevitable 
he I do It m the way most of his critics fearcd-at the expense of those 
laist abte to protect themselves.

Thev kicked us in the i^roin and pulled our hair 
and scratched our eyes— and we were Just standing 
there doing nothing. . . 

Those are the remarks of Richard Scammon 
quoted on the front page of the Tallahassee 
Democrat's editorial section a couple of Sundays 
ago. It was in one of those "New National Mood" 
pieces that Hooded the media after the hostages got 
back from Iran, and Scammon, who works for the 
non-profit Center for Elections Research in 
Washington, was describing how the hostage crisis 
had generated a "feeling of rage and impotency 
that Americans. . .won't live with." 

Now it's irritating enough that Scammon and all 
those other "public opinion experts" like him are 
so pompous to tell an entire nation what they think. 
It's disheartening to see the media, including 
usually restrained print journalists who'd you 
expect to be a little more reasonable, so eager to 
swallow their bait. I know, firsthand, that there are 
a lot of people, all of whom consider themselves as 
patriotic as anybody, who didn't notice any 
particular ecstacy when the hostages returned, who 
don't share in the fervor to "make America hard 
again." And none of them appreciate some self- 
styled expert's assessment of the way they feel. 

That's all rankling enough. But there's 
something particularly sinister in what Scammon 
said, something bitterly ironic in his choice of 
metaphor. Scammon was speaking figuratively, but 
in graphic language he managed to describe typical 
daily abuse visited upon millions of political 
prisoners around the world, in regimes which, like 
the late Shah of Iran's, enjoy full U.S. backing. 

The taking of the hostages was the "necessary 
result" of the U.S.'s involvement in Iran, in the 
n ords of George Ball, an undersecretary of state 
back in the Johnson administration. From the CIA- 
backed coup that installed the Shah in 1953 until 
his frantic departure (on a "permanent vacation") 
in 1979, the U.S. was always associated with the

You're sitting in front of the TV about niidni^t 
watching Johnny Carson, drinking a beer and 
smoking a last ci^uette before sacking out. You 
doze off just for a minute, and your cigarette drops 
into the unholstery and you wake up when you start 
to smeU something burning. Quickly, yc«i pour 
some water into^ the chair, the smoke disappears 
and, disaster averted, you stumb^ off to bed. 

About four hours later the fire, never really out, 
has been burning as a •*cold fire** for hours, 
emitting deadly gases created when the polyvinal 
chloride in the foam rubber of your chau-,bums.

••On the morning of January 3. I%2 the postman 
delivered to the Supreme Court building hi Washiiq^aii « 
large brown envelope from Clarence Earl Gideon, Raiford, 
Florida, "begins a book by Anthony Lewis on probably the 
most important legal decision for poor people in history. 

Gideon, a 5 1 year-old poor man from Panama City who 
had been in and out of jail for mmor offeni^ since he ww 
14. filed a neatly handwritten seven-page petition in pencB 
with the U.S. Supreme Court. Gideon had been denied 
legal counsel in a felony charge involvii^ breaking and 
entering in a poolhrfl. Florkte had a law that satd courts 
only had to appoint an attorney for indii^ defemlants 
w hen I hey were charged with capital crimes. 

Gideon wis only charged with a felony. 

The Florida Supreme Court refused to overturn Judge 
Robert McCrary, Jr.*s decision not to appoint coimsei. 
Gideon handled his own trial and appeal. ^ 

**Gideon conducted his defense about as well as could be 
expected from a layman/* said Justice Hugo Black. But to 
noavaS. 

He was found guilty and sentenced to five ye^ in state 
prison. 

From Raif<»-d he wrote the U.S. Supreme Court asking 
them to overturn the Florida high court on the grounds that 
wilhout an attorney his constitutional right to due process 
was violated. Even thoi^ the Supreme Court had decided 
in 1942 in Belts v. Brady, a case very similar to Gideon's, 
that poor people accused of felonies did not have right to 
have appointed attorney » it agreed to hear Gideon's case 
and appointed Abe Fortas, a prominent Washington 
lawyer, to represent Gideon. 

"Appointment of counsel is not a fundamental right, 
essential to a fair trial,** said the high court in its Betts 
decision. 

Three states, through their attorney generals, argued that 
poor people should not have the right to have an attorney 
appointed: Florida, Alabama, and North Carolina. 
Twenty-two states and the American Civil Liberties Union 
filed friend of the court briefs strongly supporting Gideon's 
request for an appointed attorney. 

The case, which involved many highly placed attorneys 
and government officials, became a major issue of 
discussion all over the country. If Gideon won he would 
overturn a practice in force since the beginning of the U.S. 
of denying poor people the right to appointed counsel in 
non-capital cases. , 




Poverty in Tallahassee 



What seems like a basic right now was, just 20 years ago, 

a privilege. 

The Supreme Court, in a unanimous landmark decision 
written by the great civil libertarian Justice Hugo Black, 
reversed itself and said that poor people, through the 
Fourteenth Amendment, do have the right to have an 
attorney appointed for them in felony or serious 
misdemeanor cases. 

"In our adversary system of criminal justice, any person 
haled into court, who is too poor to hire a lawyer, cannot 
be assured a fair trial unless counsel is provided for him,'* 
said Black in the court's opinion. "This seems to us to be 
an obvious truth. Lawyers in criminal courts are necessities, 
not luxuries." 

Gideon, a poor man from Panama City, proved that 
despite overwhelming odds, one person with no resources 
can have an impact, can change the world.

Poor people seem to commit more crimes and are certainly 
arrested more frequently, added Henry. Typical problems 
in the Bond neighborhood include: burglaries, family 
disputes, petty larceny, simple assaults, occassional 
gambling, and drug trafficking (on Eugenia St.). 

"There are certain areas (in Bond) I would consider high 
crime: Holton Street, Grahams Bar on Saxon Street, etc.," 
said Henry. "The rest of Bond is pretty moderate, along 
with the rest of the city. 

"Poor people are victimized by poor people. They 
usually prey on each other." 

Residents of poor neighborhoods are often reluctant to 
report crimes because, "They fed the police are not doing 
anythii^ for them," said Henry.

WASHINGTON- college students receiving Social 
Security benefits from death or disability of a parent are 
likely targets for President Reagan's budget-cutters. 

It is not certain that the administration will ask that 
payments to college students be stopped. And if it does, it is 
even less certain that Congress would approve. But if the cut 
IS approved, it will drastically affect 772,000 collegiate 
beneficiaries. 

Many might not be able to afford college, especially if the 
program is not phased out, but eliminated outright without 
provision for those students already part way through their 
college education. 



Nothing official has been said, but two top members of the 
administration cite the program as one that may be in the 
first wave of cuts sought by Reagan to balance the budget. 

Elimination of student payments has an appeal because it 
would not only trim the budget — Reagan's top priority — 
but also free money within the Social Security system to aid 
the aihng retirement fund that faces a money shortage next 
year. But experts point out that eliminating the student 
benefits would not in itself end the retirement funds' 
anticipated cash-flow problem. 

The government pays $2.4 billion to students aged 18 
through 22. Critics say that is wasteful; if students truely 
need the money to attend college they can qualify for 



scholarships. 

Another 4.2 million youngsters under age > 
benefits totalling $8.3 billion, but there »$ t. 
eliminatingihose payments. 

The large majority of students receiving iht ter^ 
which average $228 per month — are incolkfeari 
money to pay tuition and living expenses.

As one faculty memlier phrased it, 
when James Monaco gave the address 
lo Ihe Comiiarative Literature 
Conference, he was like Duke in 
Doonesbury, * 'looking out over an audience 
^f dragons." 

When I first met Monaco at dinner at 
Tutto Bene, 1 was quite surprised. His books 
{How to Read a Film, American Film Now, 
The New Wave, Celebrity, etc.) were 
obviously designed for textbook use. As sueh 
they were exemplary collection^; of detail 
(filmographies, technical diagrams, critical 
lists), which managed to be consistently lucid 
and entertaining. I was pleased to find a 
modest man who mainly seemed proud that 
he had almost eeked out an existence as a 
freelance writer in Greenwich Village. 

The gathering at the Comparative 
Literature Conference cannot in all truth be 
accused of terminal academic stuffiness. Any 
annual conference that is willing to allow a 
faculty member to explicate Herbie the 
Volkswagon si ill has blood in its veins. Even 
though Hcrbic managed to get by the 
dragons of academia, Monaco somehow got 
a prehensile tail snapped in his face. 

The reception that gathered at the Hecht 
House after Monaco's talk was polarized. 
One group seemed to feel that he was "either 
obvious, or wrong." His talk was too 
disjointed and lacking in concrete data. He 
was the slick New Yorker who had not 
bothered to prepare a substantive speech for 
the unsophisticated Tallahasseans. 

Other faculty saw Monaco as a breath of 
fresh air in a conference where entropy was 
more than just a seminar topic. Perhaps it 
was a media problem. Film people could 
relate to Monaco's extemporaneous style, 
while the literature people saw his tangents as 
flippant and unorganized — information 
could be conveyed better if the speaker read a 
well-crafted paper, 

: The reaction seemed a little surprising^. 
FSU has hosted speakers in the past who 
have either had nothing to say or stood firmly 
on the side of popular culture. The 
Conference itself tends to blur the 
(iUstinctions between high and low culture. 
Qne can move from discussions of Bergman's 
Btrsona to Frank Langella*s Dracula without 

any sense of having stumbled into a cultural 
abyss. t*erhaps part of Monaco's problem is 
espousing certain ideas that people in 
tthiversities tend not to bdieve in . 

Monaco has found that his interest in 
media has shifted from aesthilic 
considerations to a concern over the social 
and political impact of media on culture. 

^ "The guy that makes a good fork has mcM^e 
aesthetic effect on the world," said Monaco, 
"than somdxxly who paints a really great 
paimii^. . . Suppose the fork has 1 millionth 
the aesthetics of the painting. He sells 2 
million forks, which is easy, and he's already 
had twice the effect of the painting. I belkve 
that that type of caktilus is possible." 

If the older artistic media have kK effect 
than the new, there are also film directCMrs 
who have benefitttl from academic hype, 
according to Monaco. Facing a group that 
had had six papers examining Persona, he 
said, "In the 60s I was fascinated by li^ar 
Bergman, and I was never aMe to %Mkt 
l|igmar Bergman seriously." 

There are others who have more effectively 
understood the media. "There are a lot of 
electrons and neutrons and protons going 
around here but what's going to remain is 
what remams m the media. That's history. 
Richard Nixon was a hero to my miad »

media terms. He knew that the record is far 
more important than anything else. I'm sure 
it must have been hell to allow those 17 
minutes (to be lost). He understood as no one 
has before or since that the record was more 
important, that he was playing a role, that he 
was an actor on a stage." 

Feature films, which have only recently 
gained respectability in academic circles, are 
dismissed as "a prestigious sideline to TV." 

"There's no way you can look at them 
except as a subcategory of television," he 
said. "The reason we look at them as great 
art now. is because we haven't done the 
necessary ground work on TV, and it's really 
dirty, messy work, you know. Digging into 
the great movies of the 30s and 40s is fun 
compared to watching every episode of / 
Love Lucy or Rat Patrol. " 

How do you preserve national cultures 
when 900 billion person hours are devoted to 
Bonanza'! Monaco seemed to have 
ambivalent feeUngs. Whereas efforts of the 
media to preserve culture can often kill it, 
technological advances have made various 
media cheaper and therefore available to a 
wider base of people. He has himself 
fcninded Zoetrope publications, which relies 
on ^-set pim^^r and is ^thusiastic 
supporter of 8mm film, micro-computer 
chips, and other comparatively cheap means 
of information d^persal. 

"If you're the sort of person who thinks 
only artists should be doing the media then 
I'll arm wres^ with. you oat In the hallway. I 
would fmr, far rtther see people scribMing 
anth a ciaycn on a pa^e than buying one of 




the millions of reproductions of Picasso to 
hang on walls all over the country. It's nice 
that people know who Picasso is, and you 
can't get into a Picasso show. It's nice that 
it's become popular culture. It's also nice to 
play with the pencils yourself. ' ' 

Unfortunately, the nwans of distribution 
have not kept pace with the means of 
production. "Sure you can make movies, but 
who sees them?'^ His interest in this 
question, examined in consiiterable deti^ m 
^ beginnii^ of American FUm Nim, ims 
lead Monaco to begin i^oduction of a film 
based on the novel Ecotopia. 

* 

From a media point of view, theory 
follows technology and economics. "If 
you're under 25 you don't really have a sense 
of the differentiation between .elite and 
popular culture that those of us over 25 or 30 
have. At the same time that elite culture had 
become popular, the popiOsa culture had 
become elite.** 

This operates not oi^ in tains of mass- 
produced Picasso postcards but also in the 
elevation of pop motifs and products. Blue 
jeans were originally durable, practical 
garments. Their scarcity in Eastern Europe 
lent them a certain chic. This aura of status 
made its way back to the West, and designer 
jeans were bom. Monaco was also surprised 
to fmd French students wearing locally- 
produced sweatshirts inscribed with the 
names of non-existent American universities. 

"There is absolutely no difference between 
Europe and the U.S. in economic or cultural 



terms."

Succcsv has its price. 

Last year, the Florida State baseball team won a school 
record 51 games, captured the Metro Conference 
championship, won the NCAA Southern Region 
championship and finished eighth in the College World 
Series. And any student with a validated ID card could get 
in their home games for free. 

But not this year. 

"For students, it'll be SI per game or $15 for season 
^ ticlcets/* explained Larry Pendleton, assisUnt athletic 
director. **! think what's happening is that we've waited so 
kmg before charging that people wiU think we're getting 
greedy. 

"We're not. The costs are just getting so high we have to 
offset this deficit." . 

' Last year, the baseball program was budgeted $S56,5I7. 
Through concessions, advertising (mostly on the wall 
surffoundifig S^inoie Field) some adnussion fees and race 
track money (collected by the state and given to educational 
facilities) it managed to make up almost the entire amount, 
falling only $10,720 short.

While incumbent lames Ford and 
challenger Pat MoCaflirey share some ideas 
about how Tallahassee should be governed, 
they differ on issues like nuclear power and 
prtserving giant trees that line many of the 
city's most picturesque streets and homes ites.

McCaffrey said he can't comprehend how

. "One of tlw things the community has 
been pretty active in lately is trying to recruit 
businesses to come here," McCaffrey said. 
"Right at the top of the list (of things 
businesses look for when relocating) is the 
quality of the environment. Canopy roads 
and trees are an important, highly visible part 
of the quality of Kfe in Tallahassee. " 

McCaffrey considers nuclear power a 
"di^roved technology," and feels the city 
''absolutely should not be involved in 
supporting the development of new nuclear 
fadfities.'* 

Ford opposed city plans to become part 
owner of a nuclear facility in St. Lucie 
County last March, a proposal that failed, 
but said at a commission meeting then he was 
^reluctant to take any action that would 
restrict future commissions from dealing with 
drcumstances tliat might call for purchasing 
part of a nuclear plant in the future.

French said the imposition of 
complex regulations and taxes on the 
higglers have made it difficult for the 
women to continue selling on the 
streets, and in some parts of Kingston 
the number of higglers has degreased 
dramatically. 

According to French it was through 
the efforts of Jamaican women's 
groups like the Committee of Women 
for Progress, which often aligned itself 
with the PNP, that reforms like the 
minimum wage (which raised the pay 
of women working as domestics from 
about $3 a week to $20 a week, and 
later $30 a week) and maternity leave 
including leave for unmarried women 
came about. Now women's groups 
find themselves left out in the cold by 
the new government. 

"There is a women's group in the 
JLP— the Women's Freedom 
Movement — but it exists only on 
paper," French explained. "It has 
never made a public statement. 

And French described how the new 
prime minister's wife has stated she 



plans only to tend to che aff«rs of her 
household, and leave politics to the 
men in the family. 

French, like many Jamaicaiis, has 
her doubts about tkmlff^^mm^ of tlie 
Seaga victory. 

''Strange things )H^>pened. We ciB*t 
exactly put our finger on it." 

She notes with suspicion that many 
seats traditionally considered PNP 
strongholds the JI P won by 
unbelievably large margins. But in 
seats usually won by the J I P, u here 
anyone attempting to rig the election 
presumably wouldn't interfere,, tbe 
PNP made significant gains. 

She also tells of a seat initially won 
by the PNP candidate by several 
thousand votes.

A conservative think tank established by Ed 
Meese, President Reagan's trusted advisor, will 
release a study later this month advising Reagan to 
drastically alter the way the Oval Office deals with 
what it terms "The Imperial Media." 

The Institute of Contemporary Studies, in a 
manuscript to be entitled Politics and the Oval 
Office, theorizes that media management is one of 
the most important duties facing a president in the 
age of telecommunications. Their prescription, 
simply put, is that the president will do a better job 
if the press has little knowledge of what he does and 
why he does it.

and what coverage there is should be closely 
controlled by the president's staff. 
The institute recommends some interesting 

measures: 

• Keep the president e^f television as much as 
possible. Most of the tiinie, when the president 
appears on television it is part of a car^ully 
orchestrated media event. This only reinforces the 
cynicism of both journalists and public alike. 

• Frustrate reporters* efforts to gather news by 
limiting their access to officiak in the White House, 
Cabinet and key government agencies. The report 
will advise officials to assiune a posture of official 
confidentiality, saying the demands of leadership 
require secrecy. 

• Overwhelm reporters with information. 
Government produces a sea of paper work on every 
issue it deals with. By simply swamping r e p o rt e i s 
with all of this paper work, without any 
explanation by knowledgeable officials, it could take 
the media years to sift tfaioi«b the mm matcriid on 
a particular issue.

It was kimi of ironic, Ausley added, that 
he shoukl be accused of parochialism by 
senators, many of whom consider 
themselves paid by their constituents to be 
paroclual. 

**l would Irnpe enough of them would 
fed the need to represent the entire state's 
interests, not just their own 
consti^encies,*' Ausley said. 

**I think they wound up suggesting five 
different locations for a school of 
engineering," he said, and each was some 
.senator's hometown or district. 

Other' board recommendations included 
developing freshmen and sophomore 
IM-ograras at FIU, UWF and the University 
of North Florida and a rigidly enforced 
limitation on university eiu'oUmeiits.

I asi year, only a month before ihe season, 
kaiiicr tans saw long-time coach Ajec 
Triplci resign and accept a coaching job at 
Delaware Slate Having an immediate 
mentor deficit problem, the Rattlers hired 
James "Josh" Giles, a former chief 
recruiter for Stetson, lo lake over the post. 

I iiai first year we mainly tried to get the 
prt)gram off the ground and to get SOmc 
rcspeciibility," said Giles, who was also 
head coach at Shaw College and has a 
careei winning percentage of .667. 

Though his Rattler team did not have a 
record to brag about (a bleak 7-22 mark), 
their third place finish in the Mid-Eastern 
Athletic Conference touniamem brought 
rave reviews. 

**We could have been in the finals but 
lost in double overtime by a basket to South 
Carolina State/* explained Giles, who 
then turned his attentioh toward 
rebuilding; something he has become 
famous for over the years. "We knew if we 
got some good young talent for that 
following year we would imfirove our ball 
club.'* 

Now in his first full year the Rattier 
iKim and with two newly recruited starters 
(Isaac Brown and Paul Adderly), Giles has 
luraed the FAMU program around 180 
degrees, with a 12-7 record and a second 
plac*e standing in the MEAC conference. 

'*Wc don't have an overpowering team," 
said Giles after his Rattler team defeated 
Flagler College 87-75 in a lat^her while 
emptying hb entire bench throughout the 
game and playing his starting ttne up for 
only llmtiMitcs. 

•*We need a game like that one every now 
and then,'* he added. **lt helped us a lot 
because our last couple of games have been 
real tough and in this one everyone got a

chance to play for a good amount of time. 

The Rattler's easy victory was also 
timely, providing a much needed rest before 
going into their most trying road trip of the 
year. Known comnKMily as "Do or die" in 
street jargon, the Rattlers wiU face four 
straight conference foes on the road and 
then meet conference leader Bettiune 
Cookman at home.

Alumni Association 
still gives thumbs up 
to South Africa trip

For the second time, the Florida State Alumni Association 
Executive Committee voted 15 - 1 to maintain sponsorship of 
a controversial "South African Adventure" tour scheduled 
to depart next Wednesday. 

In a speical meeting at noon yesterday called by Fxecuiive 
Committee President Wayne Rubinas, committee members 
voted via tclcpone conference call to uphold their December 
6, 1980 decision to sponsor the trip, despite the protests of 
the South African Solidarity Organization, a coalition of the 
Black Student Union, Center for Participant E ducation. the 
Women's Center, the Student Senate, concerned students, 
faculty, administrators, and community members. 

Citing "freedom to associate" as the reason for the 
committee's decision, affirmed by a margin identical to the 
December 6 vote. President-elect June Strauss of Tallahassee 
said, "You think that by going there, we are endorsing that 
country's government, but we don't think that's true.'* 

In a press conference after the meeting. Rubinas said, "1 
am not overly pleased that the Alumni Association is 
sponsoring this trip. We may need to re-define the goals and 
purposes of the Travel Committee.*' 

As chairperson, Rubinas did not cast a vote, but urged the 
committee to "strongly consider the requests of the South 
African Solidarity Organize loin." 

In opening remarks, he informed commt tee members he 
had received letters from the Black Student Union, the 
Center for Prticipant Education, the Women's Center, the 
Metropolitan Community Church, and Student Body 
President Rob Aoslander urging them to vote to withdraw 
sponsorship of the trip. He then said. **The conduct, 
cooperation, and spirit of this group has been excetaU/* 

Terry Farley, spokesperson for the protestors, was allowed 
to read the protest petition and to field questons from 
committee members. '

WASHINGTON — President Reagan last night 
gave Americans a comprehensive view of what he 
thinks is wrong with the economy but offo'ed 
nothing new on what he plans to do about it. 

The hard part — the specific cuts in spending — 
will have to wait for Reagan's State of the Union 
speech to a joint meeting of Congress Feb. 18. 

His nationally broadcast speech last night 
appeared to be aimed at softening up his audience, 
attempting to convince the people and their elected 
representatives that the problem is so bad that even 
the most sacred of sacred cows must be subject to 
budget cuts; 

The speech was a call to sacrifice, with the 
specific sacrifices to come later. Until that lauAdry 
list of sacrifices is revealed on Feb. 18, it wiH 
easy to talk in general terms. 

But it is at that point — when the Reagan budget 
sKps into the ponderous machinery of the 
con^icmal budget process that the real fight 
will be joined. 

At that point, hundreds, perhaps thousands of 
special interests will begin shooting at the Reagan 
buidget, attempting to show that specific cuts would 
be counter-productive and perhaps cost the nation 
even more in the future. 

The trouble for Reagan is essentially two-fold: 
•Almost every man, woman and child watching 
Reagan Thursday night will discover that they are a 
member of at least one of those "special interests.

Peacock then got mad, and, according to 
Chastain, reached to his right hip and 
reared his hand up with a dark object in it. 
He hit Smetak with this object in the head, 
according to Chastain. George, who was 
closer, said that Peacock hit Smetak with 
his fist in the head causing Smetak'^ head 
to hit the asphalt. Smetak received a cut 
above the left eye as a result, according to 
testimony by Peacock 

Peacock then pui handcuffs on Smetak. 
Some witnesses testified that Peacock had 
hit Smetak after puttmg handcuffs on him, 
according to Corry. 

\ SV Police Sergeant Troy Springer then 
arrived as back-up, according to witnesses. 
An smbulance also arrived. Springer tried 
to disperse the crowd that had gathered. 

He dkso tried to get tbe film that 
Debra Barber of 525 Forty Fifth St., West 
Palmetto, Fl, had taken. 

Barber's film was blurry, but wiU be used 
in Smetak 's suit, according to Corry. 

After being bandaged, Smetak was taken 
to hospital and then booked. He could not 
post the $1750 bond and stayed in jail for 
months, according to Corry. Public 
Detender Thomas Powell defended Smetak 
and won not guilty judgements on October 
17. ' 

Corry said the testimony of witnesses and 
outrage of the jury probably insured the 
verdicts. 



Peacock, in testimony, said he didn't 
know Smetak was drunk until he booked 
him. Witnesses and other officers testified 
that Smetak was obviously very drunk. 

Peacock testified that he lowered Smetak 
down gently after grabbing his ankles. 
Witnesses said he dropped him. 

Peacock said Smetak resisted violently, 
kicking him and hitting him numerous times. 
Witnesses saw no resistance. 

Peacock said he hit Smetak with his 
hand. Witnesses say he hit him with either 
his fist or a dark object. 
The jury decided w ho to believe. 
**Poor drunk guy can't even stop and 
take a leak without getting the piss beat out 
of him by FSU police," said Corry. '^It was 
outrageous. This kind of suit has needed to 
be done for a long time. These kinds of 
things shouldn't be glossed over." 

There have been other questionable 
incidents involving FSU police, according 
to Corry. 

"I would consider this a definite police 
brutality case," said Coble. "Cop ought to 
take you home and let you sleep it off, not 
beat you." 

Smetak woke up in jail not knowing what 
had happened, according to Coble. 

FSU officials refused to comment while 
the case is pending, as did Peacock. Charles 
Ruberg, associate university attorney, 
confirmed the university had received 
-Smetak 's complaint. 

Peacock was put on administrative 
suspension during the case, according to 
Coble. Peacock is now on active duty.

Wilson, who is running on his record, said the city has

Much of the pleasure in Gal Young 'Un 
lies in the details. You never sense that 
director Victor Nunez made any conscious 
effort to put them there; they just seem 
endemic to the backwoods Florida setting 
that serves as backdrop to the' story of three 
country people whose lives happen to 
intertwine.

Shaw's typical comparison of love and 
war is the most interesting of the many 
topics he explores. Even a mere verbal 
debate between Louka and her betrothed, 
Nicola (Rob Pritt) is the quintessential 
male/female dialogue, warlike in nature. 

Fortunately, Dub Croft, portraying 
Bluntschli, is a real actor. The rest of the 
cast stands in a mediocre shadow beside 
him. Croft has a natural self assurance and 
subtlety in his performance that makes him 
not only charismatic, but thoroughly 
convincing. Croft is the salvation of a play 
possessed of otherwise weak actors and 
exaggerated characters. 

Director Valerie Harris has done an 
admirable job of making this dreadfully 
long (three acts and two intermissions 
worth) play flow evenly while retaining its 
laughable quality.

iniorrijptcd her lite. We also see that Elly, the "gal young 
UA?" dumped off by the rambling Trax» is slowly realizing 
the presence of another person. 

Someimies the film displays some striking camera work 
(Nunc/ did his own camera), like in Trax and Elly's. 
moonhghi ride down Daytona Beach, or the shot of Matt 
and l.lly on Mati's porch which bints at their rapidly 
converging predicaments. 

It's casting, that really makes Ga/ Young 'Un work, 
though. Preu is an English professor at Florida A&M, and 
Gal Youna 'Ln was her very first shot at acting. Maybe 
what she does isn't really called acting: Preu doesn't so 
much play Mattie as Mattie becomes her, and it*s what 
makes her performance so arresting. David Peck fits Trax 
absolutely — handsome, seductive, self-assured — even if 
he shows a little too much swagger sometimes, a too-wkie 
gria held too long. J. Smith plays Elly, and while she looks 
the part of , vulnerable waif under flashy flapper curls and 
bHttiant nail polish, the part doesnl really call for much. 
She's a good giggler, though. 

Now there are problems. Sometimes the dialogue turns 
dfdie, as when someone says it's about time to "nwsey on 
along.** Ma and Pa Kettle may have talked that way? but I 
wonder if Floridians in the twenties really did. And even if 
t^ey did, it's too tired a line to belong ki this fihn. The same 
JiOlds true for a mobster's threat that '*there ain't gonna be 



no next tune." Fortunately, such lines don't occur too 
.frequently. Some help writing dialogue (Nunez wrote his 
own script) or a good script editor would have helped 
things. ' 

And the colors that work so well in the exteriors are 
much too lOTlUant in the general store. It's gaudy, too 
quaint, unconviocing. And while the music generally 
works, more of the Lohman-Crozier Trio's jazz would have 
been better than so much upbeat bluegrass. It's not so 
much that the jazz sounds more urban (as some critics have 
said), but it's more haunting, darker, while the Azalea 
Blossom Band's tunes seem just too "down-homey." 

And for viewers accustomed to super-slick Hollywood 
products. Gal Young 'Un might seem a little strange ^t 
first. Some cuts seem too quick. In other places, focus or 
exposure seem unsteady. Of course, such flaws are a matter 
of money (andT experience). That Nunez was able to turn in 
such a complete first feature for so little money (under 
$100,000) is little less than astoundii^. 

And if his dialogue can tend to get a little awkward, 
Nun» still knows how to translate a story into a taut film. 
Gal Young 't/n's formal balance is subtle and satisfying, 
right down to the fiery cljmax that ends with Matt's 
disarming line, "I've set a lot of fires today." The film's 
circle is complete when Mattie takes the role of bearing the 
gun once held by Trax. 

Nunez has akeadiy announced plans to film anodther story 
about Florida, this time a John^D. MacDonald story set in 
the fifties or sixties. With the experience of Gal Young 'Un 
behind him, with a little more money and a little more 
restraint ; he should be able to bring us great things .

Nunez grew up in Tallahassee, but he admits the area 
didn't really do much for him until he left college. 

"It wasn't until 1 would come back on vacations that I 
really noticed the beauty of this area. It's not the kind of 
terrain that makes demands. You have to kind of come' to 
it." 

He adds thai he's worried that growth is destroying much 
of Florida's charm, a concern that grew out of scouting 
locations for the MacDonald project.

Though foreign audiences wanted to know what other 
films the stars of Gal Young 'Uns love triangle would be 
seen in, the local act<^s involved have remained out of the 
kleig lights. 

Dana Preu, who plays the widow Mattie Siles, is head of 
FAMU's English department. J. Smith, the gal young' un 
\\ ho is Mattie's romantic rival, worked for a couple of years 
m the Louisville Children's Theatre, and now works in 
professional theatre in Miami. David Peck, who as Trax, 
the conniving slicker, swaps feigned love for Mattie's cash, 
teaches drama at Tallahassee's Maclay School. 

Also directing Second Stage Theatre's production of 
Max Frisch's Firebugs^ Peck was doing graduate work in 



drama at FSU when Nunez spotted him. Peck's appearance 
in the film led to a trip to last year's Cannes Film Festival, 
where Nunez joined other independent filmmakers in the 
Director's Fortnight. 

•*I loved France, but Cannes was plastic. I enjoyed 
traveling around much more," Peck said. "(But) the neat 
thing was they were amazed to see the film, and that it 
represented something of the US aside from Los Angeles or 
San Francisco. They didn't know there was a place hke that 
in the US." 

*• There was another film at Cannes, The Long Riders, 
that was shot in Missouri. And though that was 
representative of the area, it just didn't catch the flavor. . . 
it had a veneer," Peck explained. 

French audiences used to mega-budget, star-studded 
Hollywood extravaganzas; used to Francis Ford Coppola's 
lavish boat parties, "found something very realistic about 
Victor's film," according to Peck. 

"That's because he loves what he was taking pictures of. 
You were seeing things through his eyes. 1 really think he, 
did justice to Florida.** . 

One of Gal Young 'Un's rare local screenings took place 
in the gym of Maclay School, where Peck and Nunez 
showed it to a group of Maclay students and their parents. 
"To them, the awards, praise and international popularity 
has little effect," Peck said. 

**I don't think they've known about all that until now. 
To them it's all. . .'Oh well'. . .they're a lot more impressed 
that it will be playing at the Parkway and (the PBS series)

Backed-up gripes 

Some gripes v\e have backiogged over here, and would like to foist 
ott on our readers: 

•With Caspar Weinberger, Reagan's Secretary of Defense, who has 
been chonfi|»Rg at the bit lately. Weinberger told the Senate Armed 
Services committee the Reagan administration needed to "re-examine 
t he whole priorty of the nation. " 

According to Weinberger, such a re-exaraination will result in a 
dramatic reduction in the number and size of social programs, especially 
anti-poverty programs, and will justify a "drastic rearming'* of the 
nation's military. 

Weinberg's call for rearming came with an ominous warning: the 
current world situation, he said, may necessitate the use of military 

force to protect U.S. interests. 

A pleasing thought, especially to those between the ages of 19 and 
26. Of course Weinberger's little tirade also bodes ill for the millions 
oi impoverished families in this country, many of which are barely 
able to feed themselves as it is. The scraps tossed their way by our 
iiurreasingly mean-spirited society have been shrinking consistently. 

But Caspar wants it all, and given the rumblings made already 
during the Reagan Administration's infancy, he may just get it. 

And after America rearms, what will Caspar and the boys at the 
Pentagon want then? We're afraid to iEisk because we already have a 
good guess. It starts with a "w" and ends scHnewhere across the globe. 
Like in Vietnam. 

•With Duhy Ausley , chairperson of the State Board of Regents who 
last week claimed a federal report criticizing the state's desegregation 
effort in higher education was a fraud. Ausley said he felt the federal 
report came from a bureaucracy intent on perpetuating itself, and did 
not reflect the good faith Florida has shoivn in its desegregation 
effort . 

Maybe it didn*t reflect Florida's good faith; that's not what the 
r#ort intended to do. It did intend to monitor results, and clearly 
showed that Fk>rida has failed— in good or bad faith. 

What Ausley, the Board of Regents, Commissioner of Education 
Ralph Turlington and Gov. Bob Graham ought to do is quit grousing 
about pointy-headed bureaucrats and get down to the business of 
developing a long-lasting desegregation plan. 

If the failures of the last decade, in which Florida submitted four 
ditterent desegregation plans, prove anything, it's that short-term, 
quick-fix solutions don't get the job done. More long-term programs 
aimed at recruiting and retaining minorities need to be established, 
and for that to happen the state has to commit itself to a 
comprehensive desegregation plan. 

That means a committnieiit from the top. Not petty whining of the 

likes Ausley was given to last we^, but unfettered dedication. 

It's called leadership, something Florida's system of higher 
education needs desperately. 

•And finally, Bob Bruce oi INTRAV, the travel agency used by 
the FSU Alumni Association in sponsoring its controversial * 'South 
African Adventure." When told students and faculty at FSU were 
protesting the trip, Bruce replied incredulously: 

**I don't understand what the controversy is all about. There is 
mere poverty in Houston than South Africa, and public hoi^M^wn

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U.S. fuels the Salvadorean flames

Why did 15,000 West Germans, ostensibly the 
United States' greatest allies in Western Europe, 
launch a massive protest last Saturday, storming 
the streets of central Frankfurt, smashing windows, 
attacking American owned automobiles^ and 
shouting ''Yankees Go Home" and "Americans 
Out of El Salvador"? 

The answer to these questions is inseparably 
linked with the answers to other, perhaps more 
important questions, which seek to explain United 
States presence and involvement in a little known, 

but highly consequential struggle Which consistently 
threatens the very fabric of human existence in El 
Salvador, and in fact the rest of Central America. 

At the heart of the struggle lies the destiny of five 
million people who occupy the country of EI 
Salvador, the smallest of Central America's 
republics, roughly the size of Massachusetts. 

Politically, El Salvador is marked by fifty years 
of military rule, beginning with the defeat of the 
Salvadoran coffee oligarchy in 1932, and ceasing 

only symbolically with the fraudulant election of 
Cotonel Arturo Molina in 1972. Although the 
formal reins of power have changed hands over a 
dozen times, democratic mandates have proved 
only illusory to the Salvadoran people; the bulk of 
wealth, and ipso facto power, still remains in the 
hands of the sixty or so familes who control that 
country. 

One consequence of that power base, however 
illegitimate,' is that 2Vo of the Salvadorean 
population claim ownership of 60<^o of the land. By 
implication, this egregious disparity of wealth has 
maintained a social state whereby 80<Vo of the 
popalation has no running water, electricity, or 
sanitary services; 90% of the population show signs 
of malnutrition; 16% work year round; 40% are 
illiterate, and one out of four children die before 
the age of five. 

From the start. October's ruling Junta was 
plagued by its own contradictions. The Junta was 
offered as a political " center," comprised of 
elements from the Christian Democratic and $ocial 
Democratic parties, allied with young officers 
wUling to opt for refonn. But tlic Junta was divided 
even at its origin, with several key posts remaining 
m extreme-right and mifitary hands. 

Reform programs proved a shua ~ 4% of 
the land was slated for reallocation, mostly to petty 
bourgeois agrarians, while the repression by 
umfonned and para poUoe groiq^ only tntenstfied.

High school Star slain in random shooting

CHICAGO — Steven Watts, a strapping high school 
senior who was named the city's top defensive football 
player, and Kevin Anderson, a bespectabled 12-year-old 
gjrade schooler, had one thing in coBiBMm in the end. 

Deadly bad luck. 

Both boys — in the wrong place at the wrong time — 
were slain in a barrage of gunfire in separate incidents 
within three days of each other. Their stories are becoming 
increasingly common on the streets of the nation's cities. 

Watts, who recently accepted a football scholarship to 
Iowa Slate University, was felled by bullets shot from a 
passing car Friday night while he and two other friends 
were returning home from a dance on the city's South Side. 

His killer remained at large yesterday. 



Anderson, who was returning home from school with a 
friend also on the South Side, was killed Tuesday when the 
boys found themselves in a crossfire between two men 
arguing over a $30 gambling debt. 

One of the participants, Robert Taylor, who was from 
Ohio, was slain in the shootout. The other man, Darreil G. 
Bennett, 25, was charged in the deaths. 

Family members and friends remembered Watts, 17, as a 
strapping kid who knew what he wanted and went after it. 

"He was a kid who had worked all his life, for 
something, and here he was, about to get it,** said Gregory 
Brooks, his coach at Fenger High School. 

"This was a turning point in his life. This was the big 
time. He was going to be with high caliber people. * *

There's a scene in Abel Gance's Bonaparte ei la 
Hevolulion where l-ouis the XVI, a bit unsettled by the 
bloodthirsty cries of the raucous hordes on the streets, is 
advised by his valet to beat it — join Marie Antoinette and 
the Dauphin m the secret passageway and high-tail it to the 
country-side. 

Louis, true, white-wigged patrician that he is, watches 
the dim, flickering torch-names grow brighter, then insists 
on going about his business. "If they storm, we'll simply 
open the gates and invite them in for drinks, we'll sing a 
few songs," Louis decides, unwilling to believe that his 
empire, indeed his palace, was about to crumble in flames 
and falling guillotines. Of course, by the time he realizes the 
gig's up. It's too late, and history marches on. 

There's the same sense of impending disaster throughout 
Max Frisch's Firebugs, and the same incredulous glint of 
fear in the eyes of Gottlieb Biedermann, its bourgeious 
everyman played by Timothy Bass. 

A Greek chorus of firefighters (led by Rick Tcmpcsta's 
lumbering, off-hand persona and Jim Smyth's stCMC voice 
and seen-it-all eyes) roam through Beidermann's suburban 
split-level and give us progress reports throughout the play. 
We know from their appearance at the start that smoky 
fumes will dominate the end.

Of course, when Biedermann — h«r-sHckcd, 
impeccably dressed, the quintessential anal-retentive 
management type — allows the wild-eyed Sepp Schmitz 
(Tim Kelly) to barge in and hang around in his Kvmg room 
past bed-time, thcsituation'sahradyhcadedoutof control. 

Seems Biedermann *s pleasant suburb (not at all unlike 
the tree-lined rows of homes surrounding the drama's 
Meridian Rd. showplace) has been struck by a ctevilish team 
of arsonists. Schmitz, and his cohort Willi Eisenring, are 
the guilty pair. Watching the duo ingratiate themselves with 
the spineless Biedermann provides most of the pleasures of 
Firebugs, From the moment gallon cans of gasotine are 
stacked in his attic until they hit him up for some matches. 
Firebugs is a send-up of middle-class, ordered-lawn 
lifestyle. The inva»on<rf Kelly's Schmitz (unnerving in a 
manner Dennis Hopper perfected) and RoUin Jewett's 
Eisenring into Beidermann's life could be read as an 
absurdist class war. And when happy hostess Babette 
(Bonny Cox) finally realizes what's about to go up, over a 
dinner of roast goose, the level of humor reaches the 
farcical. 

Through it lags in parts^ when it hits its stride. Firebugs 
can be very entertaining. But its charms are less like the 
explosiiHi df a niolotov cocktiul than the slow smoldering 
shock of recognition on Beidermann's face; the gleeful grin 
of the satisfied pyro.

NEW YORK— The widow of John Lemion is rdeasing 
a song this week that she and her husband prepared the 
night the ex-Beatle was slain. In an eraotioaal tribute to 
Lennon, she says on the record jacket, "I hope you like it, 
John." 

Yoko Ono's single, "Walking on Tlnn Ice" — a Lemion 
co-production that iroi^caliy contains lyrics about personal 
loss — will be sinpped to stores this week. 

The release comes shortly after unconfirmed reports 
circulated in the music world that former Beatle producer 
George Maitin was trykig to get Paul McCartney, Oeorge 
iterrisoii and Ringo Starr back together for an album 
tribute to Lennon. 

Mark David Chapman, 25, of Honolulu has pleaded 
innocent by reason^f insanity in the Dec. 8 slaying of the 
musician. Lennon was shot outside his posh Central Park 
West apartment as he returned home with Miss Ono from a 
musical sessicHi involving his wife's sok) song. 

On the record jacket. Miss Ono says while it was difficult 
for her to finish the project after Lennon*s death, she 

decided to put it out because he had so eagerly awaited its 
release. 

**John and I were so glonously happy in the first week of 

December,*' she writes. 

'"Walking on Thin Ice' was what we were remixingthat 
night. The past weekend we had listened to the song all day 
and night. It was as if we were both haunted by the song. I 
remember I woke up in the morning and found John 
watching the sunrise and still listening to the song. He said I 
had to put it out right away as a single." 

Because it is about personal loss and was the last song 
Lennon worked on in the role of co-producer, its lyrics ring 
with sad irony. In one stanza. Miss Ono sings: 

**1 may cry some day 

But the tears will dry whichever way 

And w hen our hearts return to ashes 

It'll be just a story." 

On the flip side of the Geffen label record is another song 




recorded in 1973 by Miss Ono, caHed ''ItHi^ipened." It 
was prefaced by snatches of a tape recording of Lennon 
and Miss Ono as they walked m Central Park. Lennon can 
be heard making light-hearted banter with his wife and, as 
the song begins, he is heard saying, ''Yoko, it's fim, isn't 
it?" 

On the jacket. Miss Ono describes how sIm and her 
husband considered themselves an inseparabk team and 
how Lennon laughingly told her they should only be 
photographed kissing or looking at each other. 

•'I laughed," she wrote. "He laughed too, looking 
pleased that he made me laugh. The family who laughs 
together stays together, I thought."

Rock's big dadd>; 
Bill Haley, dead 
at the age of 55

HARLINGEN. Texas — Bill Haley, best 
remembered for the 1950*s classic 
multimillion seller "Rock Around the 
Clock" and revered by some fans as the 
father of rock n' roll, died yesterday at his 
home. He was 55. 

Police said Haley, leader of a group called 
the Cornets whose mu^^ic became the theme 
of the first rock n' roll movie, was found 
dead in his bed at the home in the Rio Grande 
Valley retirement area where he had lived 

with his wife for some time in relative 

seclusion. 

Tommy Thompson, justice of the peace in 
Harlingen, ruled Haley died of natural 
causes. He pronounced Haley dead at 12:44 
p.m., but said it appeared he tiad been dead 
eight to 12 hours. 

Haley's "Rock Around the Clock" swept 
the nation in 1955 as the theme of the motion 
picture The Blackboard Jungle. Haley 
later sang the song in the movie Rock 
Around the Clock. 

In 1970 Haley told the Los Anf^eles Times: 
•*It wasn't something we planned, it just 
happened. 

"We were lucky. We came along at a time 
in which nothing new was happening in the 
music field. The big band era had faded. We 
had an open market. It was easy to hit a 
homeruti."

**These programs give the public an 
(H>portunity to see us in a helping role," 
said Sgt. James Murdaugh, who is in 
cliacge of the sherifPs department crime 
prevention programs and frequently 
conducts neighborhood watches himself. 
"There arc two goals for these programs. 
We want to give information that wiU help 
and we want to make a positive 
imjM-ession. Probably more impact is made 
on the public's attitude toward us than on 
security. 

'*We break our progranmiing down into 
four categories,** said Murdaugh. 
"There's personal, which involve crimes 
that occur wherever a person may be, such 
as rape, robbery, or con jobs. There*s 
commercial, which involves business 
security. There's residential, which is the 
category we have the action crime watch 
in. That's the program that provides 
information to people on how to seciure 
their homes. 

"The fourth category is youth. Working 
with them has been a lot of fun. There's 
been times where I would drive down the 
street and have the kids stand on the 
corner and wave." 

"Common sense is all it boils down to," 
said Sgt. George Bishop, head of the 
TPD's crime prevention program. "People 
have to help and look out for one another. 
They aren't aware of the ways to secure 
their doors and windows. They're 
interested and once they hear a few of the 
simple things you can do to make it harder 
for someone to break in, they take

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A new approach 

In Tallahassee alone there are 144 agendes addressing the needs of 
the poor, most of tfwm funded by federal money. These are only 
support groups, however, and not intended to address the. causes of 

poverty itself. 

The war on poverty announced by Bobby Kennedy but instituted by 
Richard Nixon amounts to this: a safety net strung along the bottom 
rungs ol the capitalist ladder. The war on poverty was only aimed at 
preventing the utter extremes of poverty: death from hunger and death 

from disease. 

Like any war it was designed to protect the interests of those waging 
it, in this case the middle class. It was never meant to alter the 
economic system that creates and sustains poverty. 

In a capitalist system capital — money — flows toward those who 
already have the most of it. That is the Darwinian nature of the syst«n 
— those who are best equipped to succeed will. 

For those who have borne the brunt of discrimination throughout 
the nation's history, this system offers little hope. In fact, quite 
simply, it means the rich will get richer while the poor get poorer. 

A truly capitalist system has never existed in this country. Every so 
often wc have seen the need to make adjustments to compensate for 
the fact that we do not all begin life on an equal footing. 

We feel the time has come to institute another adjustment in the 
^system. Ronald Reagan and his supply siders would like to retiun to a 
purer form of capitalism. When an across the board tax cut is made, 
nothing will go to the poor, more will go toward the middle class, and 
the higher up the economic ladder you go the mord money the 
government will be giving you. 

Some would argue that this is only fair, but even if it is it will not 
solve the serious problems of poverty — problems that have reached a 
point where they threaten to spill over into the streets of all our cities 
and suburbs. 

V\ hat we have in this country is the tremendous amount of public 
capital that we can use in any way we wish. If Big Government 
programs amounted to nothing more than throwing this money at 
problems, as Reagan has always said, then Reagan's solution is no 
more than throwing it out the window. 

By offering tax incentives to businesses that hire women and racial 
minorities, actually appealing to the profit orientation of the business 
world, we could eliminate the eoHiomic roots of poverty. 

Through such a system we coukl also stimulate the private sector 
toward production of safe, renewable energy resources, and toward 
saving our deteriorating cities. Tax incentives are not a panacea, 
perhaps, but they are more sensible than making the rich richer and 
the poor poorer. 

Jerry Brown is now the only major political figure in this country 
suggesting such a tax incentive system, but in the last election he 
lacked the populist support he needed to make a serious bid. The 
middle class has grown so distrustful of government they simply 
want to weaken it. Even among black leaders there is great reluctance 
to take the problem-solving thrust out of the ineffectual supiKMt 
groups that many of them have come to head. 

Perhaps things will grow bad enough in the next few years that Jerry 
irown'semonlcs Witt not serai quke so iiK)onstruck.

The committee, formed last week by the City

perspective of the soufccs of the problem, if he indeed felt 
there was a problem. 

"There are five sreas that are a problem in any police 
department in any city in the nation," said Tucker. 
**Niniiber one is pay. Ninnber two is a promotional system. 
The third is what I call the problems that accompany the 
mature of the job. They have to work all sorts of hours and 
deal with a dirty world. The fourth is a lack of system 
support. The courts don't back up the ofUcer when he 
makes an ancst. The last one is the intertial affairs, 
department. Most police offkcrs view it as out to hang a 

cop while the public sees it as a meciianism for hiding polke 
corruption. 

*'l encourage you to talk to any officer in the 
department/' continued Tucker. "You*U find that we've 
improved in eveiy irea except pay."

"I get involved in issues when 1 can 
vote," said Dorothy, who works at 
Mobile Home Brokers." The City 
Commission doesn't know a thing 
about the problems of the police. They 
should spend time with them — on 
their beats, in their cars — instead of 
wastii% money on surveys. I'd rather 
see my tax money going for pay raises 
than wastedon surveys. 

She was referring to the Blue Ribbon 
Citizen's Committee, and felt strongly 
that it was useless bureaucraticwaste. 

* 'People don't realize that policemen 
are never off duty. Even their social 
Ufe at home has to reflect what the 
community expects of them. They have 
one of the highest divorce rates in the 
country, and their job gets harder 
every day. 1 thmk this is one of the 
biggest issues, and people's votes can 
make a difference." 

Jeff, her co-worker felt much the 
same.

In the hoopla sttrrounding the Florida State Alumni Association- 
spoBSOred "South AfiioHEi Adv^iture," a minor incident has been 
brushed over. Though insignificant in the larger picture, it reflects the 
A8S0€iati<»i*s insemitivity toward those protesting the trip, and its 
indifference to the issues raised by those protestors. 

After discussing the political and social climate of South Africa 
with Johnny Makatini of the African National Congress, which 
opposes the minority-ruled government in Pretoria, Alumni Affairs 
Executive Director Bob Shackleton urged the protestors to assemble 
an information packet that he could mail to prospective South 
African tourists. 

The protestors did just that, and on January^ Shackleton maited 
out theinformtion. 

One problem though: By the time the prospective tourists received 
the packets, th^ could no longer back out of the trip without 
forf^ting thehr initial deposits. There had been time to get the 
information to the Alumni, but Shackleton waited until the first week 
of January, after the travel agency's deadline on refunds, before 
mailing out the packets. 

Why? 

Well, on New Year's Day FSU played in the Orange Bowl, and 
Shackleton claims he was too busy preparing for the trip to Miami to 
get the South Africa information packets in the mail. 

That about sums up the Alumni Assodation's attitude toward this 
entire South Africa fiasco. It has been an attitude laced with cynidsm, 
rife with indifference and, quite obviously, foeled sdldy by ignorance. 

Maybe it says a lot about Florkla State Univ«-sity. Maybe not. 

Either way, while those alums are down in South Africa, enjoying 
their little ^mpse of the ''dark continent," know they're chipping 
away at what little integrity the university may have ever had. 



Silencing critics 

An Escambia County grand jury rates a rousing round of 
applause for its denunciaticMi of a group of North Florida 
educators who vk>lated a Poisaccria high school newspaper's First 
Amendment rights. 

The Pensacc^ paper wrote a series of articles criticizing school 
admhttstnttors for renanaing a sdiool stadium for a fcmner football 
coach. Administrators at the sdidbl quickly yanked the articles 
bef(»re they could be published, thus setting off a controversy that 
cuhninated^th the grand jury report. 

In" the report, the jury admitted there was a disagreement as to 
whether the school administrators actually censored the articles, but 
said it was clear that several articles were deleted. After reviewing 
the deleted articles, the grand jury said it did not fmd them 
offensive. 

More importantly, the jury said educators do not have the right to 
censor newspapers simply because they may be uncomfortable with 

criticism. ^ 

'Administrators must exhibit that they are not so »nall that they 
will stifle student e}qpiression«" the report conchided. 
^^caiors around the country are realizing the need to clearly 
llrilMli ^he relationship biilben student publications and school 
authorities. Unfortunately, but not unexpectedly, most are 
tightening their grip on the student presses. 

Wh^^sad. We believe educators should heed the advice offered 
so foiMWitly by the Escambia County grand jury. Administrators

Along with incoming Women's Cent^ 
ctor, Denni Jennings, I appeared 
re the Senate Activities and Services 
committee to defend the Womb's 
rier mid-year budget request. The usual 
aric was thrown around: "Arc yon 
vou can't get by with less?. . .What's

Women's Week?. . .There's not much 
money, this mid-year you know." All to 
be expected, and I can usually deal with it. 

But this year there was an added 
attraction, however, and quite frankly, i 
cm^t deal with it. 

The Committee quite obviously felt the 
Women's Center had made an 
irresponsible decision. In fact, several of 
them had a hard time understanding the 
need for Black Women's Week, much less 
why we felt ii was important to help fund 
it. 

The upshot was that we requested 
$1,500 in our program line to help cover 
the costs of tiie Women's Center's annual 
Women's Week Celebration in the Spring; 
we were funded $600. 

There could be a lot of reasons for that 
decision and I'm sure the Committee am 
come tip with a staggering list. All I can 
tell you is what was said in that meeting 
and let you be the judge. 

The major point of contention in the 
meeting was that if we had not spent $1000 
on Black Women's Week we would not 
have to request so much from the senate. 
Well, that's true enough, and I suppose if 
they had stopped there I wouldn't have 
much tosay. I'd still be mad and I'd still feel 
like their motives were questionable, but 
I'd have no sotid evi<!tence to confirm my 
suspicions. They could simply say, "We 
have nothing against any of your 



programming but you made a decbkMi and 
now you have to accept tlie 

consequences." 

But. of course, they didn't stop ttere. 
Gary Nesbit, who works for UPO, was on 
theCommittee. Gary and 1 have talked in 

the last few weeks regarding UPO's 
sponsorship of Sweet Honey in the Rock 
as part of Black Women's Week. He asked 
me if I didn't feel that my lobbying for the 
appearance of Sweet Honey on February 
22nd, the first day of Black Women's 
Week rather than the 14th wasn't enoiAgh 
of a contribution. 

That was Gary's way of saying, "Don't 
you think you've caused enough trouble 
over this?" Actually, I don't. Calling Gary 
about UPO's decision to bring Sweet 
Honey in a week before Black Women's 
Week instead of the first day of the week 
as the women working on the program had 
requested was part of my job. That's one 
of the things the Women's Center is 
about: women let us know about problems 
they are having and we try to help. 
Eventually, Gary voted against giving us 
the $600 we did get approved, I had the 
feeling he didn't want us funded at all. 

If that weren't enough, enter Committee 
member Wes Noon. He wanted to know 
why we didn't let the Black Student Union 
take care of black people and stick to 
women's issues. And in almost the same 
breath asked why I thought it would have 
been inappropriate for the the Women's 
Center to have co-sponsored Ralph Nader. 
Talk about missing the point. I then 



realized the committee had not hetra or 
were not mteresied m a word 1 said. 

The bottom line is this: maybe there are 
a lot of valid justificattons for cutting our 
request in half, but 1 don't really believe 
any of them. The committee made it 
painfully clear to me that our mistake was 
assuming that black women were 
important enough to justify an extra

Following that vote, Association 
President-elect Strauss was quoted as 
saying, "I cannot see a university 
organization putting any sort of restraints 
on travel. FSU is a research center and such 
restraints amount to censorship." 

J. Bart Abstein, executive committee 
member from Tallahassee, said, "The 
purpose of this trip is purely for pleasure. It 
was never presented as an educational 
tour.'* 

FSU administrators spoke out on 
February 1 1 in a statement from President 
Bernie Sliger. It stated that they "do not 
necessarily endorse all of the actions taken 
by the Alumni Association." It stated that 
Sliger personally deplores racism in any 
form, including "the racist policies which 
exist in South Africa," and re-affirmed the 
university's commitment to non- 
discrimination. 

Vice President for Student Affairs Bob 
Leach quoted executive committee 
President Wayne Rubinas as saying, "They 
(the travel committee and executive 
committee) didn't give any thought to this 
issue when they planned this trip." 

Rubinas later confirmed that quote and 
said, "I think this has heightened our 
sensitivity to these kinds of issues." 

Assistant to the President for Human 
Affairs Freddie Groomes said, "Had 
minorities, particularly blacks, been better 
represented on the executive committee, 
this would not have happened . " 

In later conversations, one executive 
committee member said the committee was 
doing a good job with travel plans and did 
not need assistance from students and 
faculty as suggested by Sliger. 

On February 4, a group of about 40 
protesters entered and occupied the Ahimni 
Affairs office in the Longmire building for 
several hours, vowing not to leave until 
"someone with the authority to call a 
special meeting and a re-vote" met with 
them. Shackleton was out sick, so Assistant 
Director Carl Haire called Preadent-elect 
Strauss to address the group. 

Strauss, Rubinas, and other committee 
members agreed to reconvene the executive 
committee to re-vote Thursday via 
telephone conference caU. 

*'I think it is wonderful that you (the 
protesters) have sensitized US to this i»ue 
which we were not sensitive to bcfoie,** 
Strauss said. "This has-been an echicatiOBal 
experience f or all of us. ' * 

On Thursday. Strauss cast a "yes" vote 
to maintain sponsorship, as did 14 other 
committee members. Again, Pantia cast the 
lone dissenting vote. 

Rubinas and Shackleton did not vote. 

It is stiU undeai^ «acdy what was voted 
on. According to a draft of the minutes of 
that special meeting, the committee voted 
to re-affirm its December decision to 
sponsor the trip. However, the minutes of 
the December meetings were lost by

Though a Florida Slate Student 
Government escort service is 
scheduled to begin operation on 
February 23, as similar escort service, 
conceived by Carol Marbm, co-office 
coordinator of the Center for 
Participant liducation, was ready to 
begin operation last fail quarter and 
would have cost Student Government 
about $8,000 less» according to 
Marbin. 

Marbin, with the support of the 
Women's Center, said she talked to 
women representing the Panhellenic 
Society and women from co-ed dorms 
about the possiblity of a female escort 
service. 

**Aboot two-thirds of the sorority 
women and well over half the women 
in dorms were supportive of the idea. 
The IPC (Inter-Fraternity Council) 
already had an escort service, but we 
wanted to give men the alternative of 
two women escorts,*' said Marbin. 
^ Marbin asked Student Government 
for $200 in advertising and another 
$300 for flashlights and walkie-talkies. 

"The student Senate told us to get 
the money from the IPC. We wanted 
to get started on our own," said 
M^bin. 

About the same time fall quarter, 
the newly formed Safety and Security 
ConnRime came up with its own 
version of an escort service.

The Student Govemnient escort 
sennsx would pay two supervisors, use 
escorts from college wori^ study, and 
would utilize leased automobiles and 
hand Md radios. 

The S&S committee has asked the 
Senate for $1,000 to fund two OPS 
supervisor positions.

"The all women escort s^vice was 
not as large scale as the one we have 
now. We're talking about a very 
complex system," added Clemmens. 

The Student Government escort 
service wiU operate from 6:30 p.m. to 
12:30 a.m. seven diEiys a week, and 
wiU serve ift on-campus buildings and 
those off>campus buildings whidi are 
university affiliated, such as sororities 
and schcto^hip houses. 

Any person in need of an escort 



should call the FSU pdice dispatch 
number 644-1234 and he or she will be 
referred to an escort supervisor. The 
supervisor wfll take damn the caUer's 
name, location, preference of either a 
male or two female escorts, where 
they wish to be esocvted to and what^ 
the calkr is wearii^. The superNisor 
will then tell the caller the escort's 
estimstted arrival time, the name of 
the escort, what the escort is wearing, 
and fo check the escort's I.D. 

The supervisor will then relate the 
caller's message to the appropriate 
escort. The escorts wiU operate out of 
guard booths located near Strozier 
Library, Kellum Hall, Broward Hafl, 
and the Unionl 

The escort service will refer any 
intoxicated person to campus police 
for an escort. 

**I tMnk that it's a case of getting 
what irou pay for. The esccHts are 
paid to do a job; they wHl be 
fingerprinted, and interviewed by the 
police," said Oenmiens. 

**Sttr^ we could get cheap walkie- 
talkies, but what happens when they 
break down? All we ever saw of the 
women's escort service was a bill from 
Carol Marbin asking for $300 for 
walkie-talkies. We never saw a i^an." 

But Marbin believes the service 
could have been provided at less 
expense. 

"I spoke to Tim Meenan 
(chairperson of the Safety and 
Se^uity Committee) for three hours 
to convince him that women escorts 
are needed. They are doing the same 
thing for $9,000 that we could have 
done for one-tenth as much and just 
as efficiently," she said.

Should there be a Pubbc Interest Research Group at 
Florida State? 

According to Jon Motl. lawyer, staff worker for 
consumerist Ralph Nader and nationally recognized 
authority on PIRGs , there should indeed. 

"It will bring issues to this campus; it will give students 
Um opportunity to get involved, and to learn how ip be a 
chizen," Motl said. "That, in the long run, is as important 
as anything you'll get out of your education.'* 

Motl is very well acquainted with just what PIRGs can 
do. Before signing on with Nader, Motl spent six years 
working for Minnesota PIRG, including three years as its 
director. Motl will be at Florida State for the next few days 
to help student organizers trying to form their own PIRG 
here at FSU. 

"Minnesota PIRG is similar to what students could have 
here," Motl said in an interview last week. **We get 
$250,000 annually from 16 college campuses. It was and is 
the largest public interest group in Minnesota." 

Minnesota PIRG is the second oldest PIRG in operation. 
MPIRG was begun in 1971, a year after Oregon became the 
first state to establish a PIRG. Since then, PIRGs have 
been organized on more than 160 campuses in 30 states. 
PIRG advocates at FSU would like to see a Fkvida PIRG 
added to that list. 

The first step toward that goal is getting half the student 
body ~ some 10,500 students — to sign a petition 
authorizing FPIRG and their controversial funding method. 
So far, FPIRG workers have gathered more than 7,000 
signitures for the petition. 

Once established at FSU, FPIRG would do student- 
funded, student-directed research and advocacy work on 
environmental and consumer protection issues, 
governmental and coirporate responability, or any other 
imblic Issue that the FPIRG boaid of directors » all 
students ~ decided to investigate. 

Minnesota's PIRG Motl said, got its start doing work 
largely on en viromneotal issues. That focus dianged to 
consumer piotectios wofk w the aid- lOi,. and in the last 
itw years has switched more and more toward energy 
fifatted iKues, iochKting the investigation of utility rate 
l^es and the eonstm^ion of new power plants. In 
acktttioo, MPIRG is the largest publisher of consumer 
protection Uterature in the state; printing what Motl 
describes as, **Eaqx»wemient information — information 
timt gives you access to the system." MPIRG pubfications 
have deah with stoident kgal rights, elderly r^lits, job 
safety, women's r^hts, tenants ri^ts, and many others, 
Motl said.

l^IRG got stvted with a bang. While researching the 
euvircmiiiaital impact of canoe trails in the Boundary 
Watov lakes, MPIRG workers discovered logging in the 
northern Minnesota wilderness area. MPIRG advocates 
went to work — and to court. Five years afto" MPIRG 
workers uncovered the k^gkig operations, the stale of 
Miimesota moved to protect the vdldemess am, aad 
restricted logging in the area. 

The early PIRGs began, Motl said, as an exten^on of the 
widespread political activian on American campuses in 
early 70s. 

"Students had a sizabte amount of political power, 
coming from, their ability to rally around one issue — the 
Viet Nam War," Motl said. "That issue was very ai^ 
establishment, and harmed the universities* ima^. The 
administratioi^ didn't like that, so they said, *come up with 
some way to promote change within the system.' That was 
die bask idea of the ^IRG — that the students could set up 
a systm that was not m^KjItmA m the univeraty. 

"The reason PIRGs have been so effective is that 
students have more freedom to critique the probh»ns of 
society. Utey have access to the information they Med, and 
have not yet developed a conflict of inlerest. Few students 
at the University of hfinnesota owned an ircm minei or hdd 
interest in thi^>er. 

"Wteit you end up with » that PIRGs are the harbingns 
of hope in a state like Mimnesota, because tiKir ideas are 
fresh, and they will always be fresh," Motl said.

"One thing is certain about the 
truth— it is hard for peo|^ to believe 
that truth is positive. Critics seem to 
be more cred^le to readers when 
their reviews are negative. If the 
review is good, the public thinks the 
critic has been bought.'* 

Nadei specified but one absolute 
which the critic should always obey: 
the critic is under obligation to write 
an interestifig review. "The hardest 
thing to do," he said, **is to write an 
interesting review about a boring 
play. I remember seeing a terribly 
bland play and thinking, 'Now how 
am I ever going to make this 
interesting?' So I made up a one act 
play in which every member of the 
production was brought before a 
court, cottrtmartiaied, tak^ outside, 
and shot. . .1 think I won an award 
for that one." 

One common misnomer regarding 
critics, is that critics are objective or 
think that they are, according to 
Nadel. 

"Criticizing is not objective," he 
claimed. "It is altered by all that 
happens. Critics lu'e individuals, not 
thinking machines. We laugh when 
things are funny, because we can't 
help but laugh. It is spontaneous. We 
don't stop to decide whether we 
should smirk, grin, snicker or roll in 
the aisles." 

Should concessions be made for 
non-professional theatre by the 
critk:? "Yes and no," according to a 
smiling Nadel. "No— it's cither good 
or bad. The difference is in the lack 
of experience, which might be taken

When the Nigerians established the Benin 
Museum in 1968, museum authorities sent 
out requests to a number of museums for the 
donation of one or two Benin pieces to the 
otherwise empty hall. No response came 
back. The Metropolitan, whose Michael 
Rockefeller wing houses a bronze Benin 
mask, has refused to return the |HCce. Tbe 
British Museum, where much of the Benin

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The 53rd hostage: 
^Dedicated journalist 
or attention-seeker?

Cyntlita Brown Dwycr, a woman who wanted a career in 
journalism but never succeeded in moving beyond the fringes 
of the iirofciiioii, is now one of the biggest stories in the 
nation. 

Dwyer, the **53rd hostage," flew back to New York 
yenerday after being held for nine momhs in an Iranian 
prison, accused of spying. 

Some of her acquaintances said Dwyer is an intelligent and 
gifted woman who is sot afraid to tpeak out for what she 
twUeves is right. 

Others claim she is a dabbler, who bounces from cause to 
cause in search of attention. 

Max McCarthy, a former State Department official and 
now Washington correspondent for the Buffalo Evening 

News, described her as "well-meaning but very, very naive.*' 
She called herself a free-lance journalist when she went to 
Iran, but had no commissions to write stories when she left 
her Amherst, N.Y., home in search of adventure. 

A minister who met her in Tehran described her as an 
emotional woman, so sympathetic to the Iranians that she 
*'wept bitterly" in a restaurant as she described atrocities 
that had been inflicted on the country under the late shah. 

**She cried so much that. . .1 was a bit embarrassed," said 
the Charles Moore, who led a group of clergy men to Iran in 
March 1980. 

Dwyer, 49, was born into a family of teachers in 
Little Rock, Ark. Her parents, Mildred and Louis Brown, 
were teachers, as were her grandparents. Her husband, John, 
is chairperson of the English Department at the Buffalo state 
College. 

But Cynthia Brown Dwyer spent most of her life pursuing 
a writing career. She was editor of her high school paper in 
Bastrop, La., and of the paper at Hendrix College in 
^ Conway, Ark., the small Methodist school from which she 
graduated with a degree in EngKsh. 

FoUowing graduation, Dwyer took graduate courses in 
social work at Washington University and later attended 
RadclifTe CoU^e in Cambridge, Mass., where she took a 
publishing course. 

She then moved to Oiicago, where she was employed as a 
eopy editor for Encyclopedia Britannica and Science 
Reseiutrh, and other Chicago-based publishers. 

During her time in Chicago, Dwyer was married and 
divorced. Her mother, Mildred Brown, says her dau^ter's 
first husband was hi the puMishing business, but dedined to 
reveal his name. 

She met John Dwyer, a mi^-nMmnered Ei^lish sdidiHT, in 
Chidifl^ in 1965. Hie couple moved to Buffalo two years 
later where Dwyer went to graduate school and then took a 
teaching. 

The Dwyers have three chilchren, Benjamin, 14, DasM, 12, 
and Susie, 8. 

From the time she arrived m the Buffalo auea, Dwyer was 
active in liberal causes. 
She made several unsuccessful attempts to find a career for

herself, working as an assistant editor for the Humanist^ a 
liberal magazine in Buffalo, but was fired. 

Paul Kurtz, the editor of Prometheus Books in Buffalo, 
remembered Dwyer as an expert grammarian and manuscript 
editor during her time at the Humanist. 

Kurtz and othe friends of Dwyer attempted to deter her 
when she decided to go to Iran and report on the '^Iranians' 
side" of the story there. 

She obtained a press pass from a county sherifPs office as 
a reporter for the Humanist, but representatives of that 
publication say Dwyer no longer had any connection with the 
magazine. 

She borrowed money from her mother and left on April 
10. She was arrested May 5 in front of the U.S. embassy. 
Iranian newspapers accused her of ** collaboration with 
armed groups for the relase of the hostages." 

Reports from people who met Dwyer while she was in Iran 
suggested that she fell in with some young Iranians who got 
her free rooms at a Tehran hotel, and convinced her they 
were plotting to free some of the hostages. 

ficitl McK^hy and Moore have suggested that Dwyer was 
entrapped by Iranians who presented themselves as anti- 
Khomeini revolutionaries with a plan to free the hostages . 

McCarthy said Dwyer contacted him to ask for help in 
getting in touch with the USSNimitz, an aircraft carrier then 
in the Persian Gulf; 

reporter s«d he begged Dwyer to go home, saying she 

was "in grave jeopardy" and her family missed her. But 

Dwyer refused, he said.

The Legislature rejected the 
idea last year, but officials plan to try again 
this year. 

Steele, former head of the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference and one 
of Tallahassee's few nationallyHrecognized 
citizens, died last year. 

The Commission also indicated that it 
might reconsider building the new $11.76 
million City Hall if it looks as though it may 
cost more than originally planned to biiild 

il. 

"A lot of people said (Tuesday through 
the election) that they are not sure whether 
we need a new City Hall or not," Mayor 
Dick Wilson told the Commission. He was 
referring to the fact that Marlow White, 
who challenged Wilson and lost in 
Tuesday's municipal elections, garnered 



just 1 % fewer votes than the nayor. 

White had made the preservation of the 
old City Hall his caaipatgn's key^one. 
Wilson faces Kent Spriggs in a February 24 
runoff. 

**rm not going to vote for a project 
that's over bu(^,'* Wilson said after the 
meeting. "I've said that m along."

Conmiissioner Hurley Rudd also has 
opposed building a , new aty Hall.

TALLAHASSEE — A House 
Government Operations subcommittee has 
begun digging into the controversial issue of 
letting private business do more 
government work on the theory that it is 
more efficient and economical. 

The subcommittee is charged with 
examining existing policies with regard to 
m estimated $67 million- $1 billion in 
contracts and identifying areas where there 
have been abuses that might be prevented 
stricter laws.

PoUtical intrigue in Video

When Student Government President Rob 
Auslander canned Video Center head Karl Knowles 
two weeks ago, in what Knowles calls a 
"personality clash" and Auslander terms a case of 
"bad attitude,*' he was exercising an executive 
right. 

Yet, appointing SG special projects head and 
political buddy Jerrod Levine, who has little 
technical experience, to replace Knowles, who has 
had much to do with building the Center to its 
impressive current status, is both foolish and self- 
serving. 

Video center personnel, as well as former Center 
assistant director Lee Berger and Media Production 
Club head Peggy Davis, have all expressed strong 
objections to the appointment. In addition to 
Levine, several other candidates have applied to 
SG's Elections and Appointments Board for the 
position. Included in the group are current Center 
workers Guy Kathe and Tim Mills-Groniger. 
Kathe, who previously managed the Downunder 
for UPO, has been associated with the Center for 
two years, and has worked there since September. 
Mills-Groniger, a teaching assistant in the art 
department, has been a patron of the Center since 
fall 1979, and has been a staffer since June. 

Refusing to play political games, Mills-Groniger 
has been quite vocal, threatening to resign if 
Levine's appointment is approved by the Student 
Senate. 

Levine has charged that the Center fe "a stagnant 
and otperimental workshop" that nas failed to be 
accessible to sQidaits. 

But, what they have iKcomplished in the past six 
months or so is quite notable: 

•A seven-month production of Hollywood: The 
Rancid Years, involving more than 30 students 
from Communications and othor departments, 
owes much of its success to use of Video Center 
personnel and equipment. The half-hour fihn-video 
has been shown several times in the Downunder 
andis nowentered in a state- widte video and film 
contest m Tampa, represendng FSU. 

•LxsX fan the Vkleo Center hdped make possible 
a vi<teo/daace ni^t at the Lucky Horseshoe bar. 
Several stiuieitt works were screened and more than 
100 people payed $1 to attend, wi& proceeds going 
in part to the students. 

•Professor Warfen Nation's students in the FSU 
Business school make use of tte Center each 
quarter as they learn to film, write and produce 
video segments for adverti^ng. Center staff as»st 
the students and help edit tiie videon^ for class 
presentatkm. 
•Student Artists for Eeshapmg Ta&hassee has 
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found the Center and its equipment useful tor 
airing student video pieces at its shows last month 
and last spring. As with Hollywood: The Rancid 
Years, students and faculty filled the Downunder to 
view the tapes. 

•A current piece, produced by Milis-Groniger, is 
on display at Governor's Square Mall, where the 
entire Tallahassee community can view it at the 
FSU Four Arts Center. A dance docutnent, 
**Image/Afterimage** presents fresh possibilities 
for uses of both mediums. 

•Planned for the immediate future is a video 
magazine, where interested students could research 
and produce segments for a bi-weekly or monthly 
news/feature show. 

With the extensive development and increased 
sophistication of Video Center equipment, it is 
necessary for its director to be technically 
proficient, to be able to instruct others in 
equipment usage. Both Mills-Groniger and Kathe 
are capable, knowledgeable video systems operators. 
About the only proficiency Levine has shown is for 
hopscotching from one paid SG post to another 
since he first set foot on campus. And not always 
successfully. 

Former SG President Neal Friedman tried to oust 
him from the post of Secretary of Communications 
and failed. 

Friedman's successor. Randy Drew, had a bit 
better luck. He managed to get Levine fired in 
April, 1979, charging that he **had not been 
efficient." 

And to get both Friedman and Drew on the same 
side of an issue is a rarity. 

All these points aside, what the E and A Board 
decides this Sunday, and the Senate next 
Wecfaiesday, comes down to this argument made ^ 
Mills-Groniger: "Levine's appointment would 
change the director's post from a non-pohticti 
agent to that of a cabinet level post. . .making the 
center an organ of SG instead of a service to the 
enthestodembody.'* — 

Beyond that, if E and A Board mewbers aJ»d 
student senators hope to score pmnts witn 
AusUmder by voUng for Levine, they'll be wasuog 
their efforts. Auslander's term ends in just a fe^ 
weeks. If they wish to serve the best interests of 
both the center and the students, they'll sdcci a 
qualified, experienced candidate, not another 
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Volunteer fee system 
would destroy PIRG 

Editor 

Recently, there have been nuniy l^len 
opposing and downgrading the methods of 
funding proposed by FPIRG. Students seem 
upset about paying $2.^ a semester, 
particularly since it will be autoiiuUicaily added 
on to student fees. 

Many students suggest votuntariiy paying the 
fee to avoid the hassles involved in collecting 
their reimbursement. Yet they don't consider 
standing in lines at bars a hassle and <too*t 
consider endless funds spent on albums, liquor, 
and junk food wasted. 

FPIRG receives its funding frcwn the students' 
because that is who the organization is 
accountable to, only the students. If it were left 
up to students to voluntarily give up the $2.50, 
the money would not be obtained. This is a 
donation system— as contrasted to a fee — and it 
has all the drawbacks of a donation system. It 
would force students to organize twice*yearly 
FPIRG bandwagon efforts during registration 
each semester prior to registration. It sounds like 
an impossible task and the experience of other 
state PlRG's have shown it to be just that 
impossible.

This practice, as 
embodied in the active laws of a country and 
unabated over a whole century, was fowid lo 
abhorrent by people aU over the chrfli»d amid 
and so much aroused their consdenoe that over 
a long period now sanctions have been instituted 
by many organizations and bodies (including the 
United Nations) against the rcflBie lespoiisiMe 
for it.

Riverside Ownty Coroner's investigator 
Lisle Ford said yesterday he found a 
marriage license in the apartment of retired 
gas company worker Martin Edward 
Mortensen showing he was the husband of 
I Gladys Baker from Feb. 11, 1924, untO 
June I, 1921, one year to the day alter tkie 
fifan star's birth. 

The coroner's office sidd a doctor who 
Ymd treated Mortensen told them the num 
was the real father of the blonde actress. 

•'We're 99.9% sure he's her falber»" 
Ford said, **but our main concern now is to 



find the next of kin." 

Most biographies of Marilyn Monroe say 
that Gladys Baker had the child out of 
wedlock with a man named Mortensen, 
who deserted her and was killed in a 
motorcycle accident in Ohio in 1929. 

Investigators also found a copy of a birth 
certificate listing him as the father of 
Norma Jean Mortensen, born June 1, 1926, 
to Gladys Baker in Los Angeles. 

A movie studio spokesman told UPI 
before Marilyn Monroe's death of a drug 
overdose in 1962 that the studio had made 
up the story of Mortensen's desertion and 
death in an attempt to cover up what they 
beSeved to be her illegitimacy. 

Miss Monroe's mother has been 
teitutioBafized since 1951. 

Mortensen, a Norwegian unmigrant, died 
Tuesday of an mppmnt heart attack while 
driving his car.

lu^dasses 210 days a year — 220 if you include 10 days 
x2jn weeks. How each university wanted to get in those 
was left up to each university. 
' ii>thirdsof that puzzle — fall and spring semesters — 
ijioven to be little problem. Although an official 
ulc has not yet been completed, the Conversion 
nittce will probably recommend that the 
itstration adopt a 76 day fall quarter, and a 78 day 
semester (the difference in length is due to 
.^giving break). 

Iniih leaves summer semester - or semesters. The 
' - ersion Committee would like to offer a four-week 
l^esier, running from May 10 to June 4, featuring two- 
^ classes. Shortly after that, FSU would offer an eight- 
nek semester, beginning on or about June 16, running 
about August 10. That would allow a student who 
ads only one class to graduate, or clear out their summer 
■prcment, to get it out of the way in one intensive 
mth, or to take a more leisurely pace in the eight- week 
Kssion. It would also allow instructors to use lesson plans 
io already have without making major changes. 
Lnfonunately, that scenario would mean only 215 days 
• iass for FSU students five short of the Legislative 
aandate. The committee may be able to get around the 220 
dav requirement under a passage in the Legislative mandate 
tiiat allows tor "efficient use of resources." If not, the 
.DBunitiee may chose to add a week to the four-week 



session, creating a sdmewhat unconventiofial IS-wedL km 
surnmer, with only minimal breaks between the fwe^^ 
and eight-week sessions. That would mem unwanted, but 
unavoidable, difficulties in dumfing housing and 
onentatmg new students. 

Both proposals are under study by a sub-committee, and 
will be decided upon at the next meeting of the fuD 
committee, three weeks from now. The committee witt also 
vote on the spring and fall semester schedules at that time.

Florida authorities have been fearful that the hundreds 
of illegal Haitian refugees arriving in Florida by boat might 
bring to the state the swine fever virus that is incurable and 
deadly to swine. The virus, which does not affect human 
beings, is highly contagious to pigs. It could be borne from 
Haiti, where it is widespread, on clothing or other articles 

carried by the arriving Haitian ''boat people," agriculture 

authorities said. 

Th^ only known method of eradication is to slaughter 
infected hogs and disinfect all farms in the area o€ the 
disease.

After almost twenty months of testing, 
FSU officiak are optimistic about the 
recovery of the Sfro/ier oak tree on l.andjs 
Green. University Physical Plant Director 
Tom ICnowles said a recently completed 

Study showed excessive amounts of 
fertilizer to be the major reason for the 
tree's ailii^ condition. 

As the tree's letvet thtimed and its bmrk 
iplifitcrcd, coocerned students and 
ttnlveriity adflumstratars began inquiring 
•bout the oak's health. Shortly after these 
imitiiries ttniversity officials began efforts 
to save the afflicted oak. They called in 
experts from the state and federal forestry 
service and agriculture departments, the St. 
Joe Paper Co. and Florida AAM 
Umvenity. After taking numerous samples 
of the wood, roots, leaves and soil, they 
prescribed fertilizers, nutrients, and 
antibiotics for the tree. 

These Mtions contradicted tiiie liter 
rmdiBfs of nationally known for^t 
pathology expert Eugene Van Arsdd of 
Texas AAM Uhiveisity. 

**The evidence to date," wrote Van 
Arsdel, **is that the tree is suffering ^rom 

too much care rather than ioo litie." 

The 75 — 80 year old oak is one of FSU's 
oldest. Its huge branches provide shaite for 
people who sit on the half-dozen benches 
beneath the tree. 

**If we lost that tree," said Knowks, 
**the impact on the environment and the 
aesthetics would be great." Concon for the 
tree continued last year when two FSU

professors accused the grounds department 
of not doing enough to save the tree. 

"It's a big tree and it's in a proraiiient 
position," said Bruce Kelsim, land and 
grounds supermtendent, who has overseen 
the 'care of the tree since the disease was 
fkst directed in 1977. *'It's just a matter of 
people caring about it." 

Since the oak tree rests at the bottom of 
the sloping Landis Green, university 
officials had suspected that draining rain 
water from the regularly fertilized green 

was the cause for the tree's nek ooi||(tilion. 
A specially designed drainage system to 
divert run-off water from the tree was 
installed last December and ^ tree wOl not 
be fertilized for the next two years. 

University officials are optimistic sd>out 
the oak tree's future, saidKnowtos. "If tlie 
tree progresses nicely, we slMHtki see some 
new growth this spring."

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While it appears 'that teaching combat 
leaves room for extensive injury, Ivanov 
dispels the notion. *'rve never seen 
anybody get seriously hurt. Sure, you 
occasionally have a cut here or a bruise there, 

but that's it."' 

Ivanov is adamant on the importance of 
safety. **The method," he said, "quite 
simply, is to do it safely. The safety of the 
actor is more important than anything 
else." 

Next, Ivanov pairs the students off, 
explaining the sadistic joys of face slapping. 

"There's no way to fake a slap,'* Ivanov 
begins, "you have to slap. Punches are 
always faked, but not slaps." 
'According to Ivanov, for a slap to come 
off effectively— that is, for the audience to 
believe it and for the actors to keep their 
jaws intact, the hand must be cupped 
slightly and strike paralkl to the jaw line 
below the ear. 

The twenty minute slap session was 
highlighted by two female students 
attempting more depth to theh- ^pping 
characterizations. "Bitch!" shrickcdoncas 
she slapped the other. "Whore!" ydled hw 
partner, returning the slap. 

Fencing is Ivanov's forte, and he teaches 
it with zeal. "Imagine what you're 
he tells the dass, waving the sword in tlie 
aur. "You're sfidng anothor human being. 
You've g(H to do it wftli purpose; yc«i want 
to damage people." 

Ivm>v speaks figuratively of course, but 
he l^es to inject a $cnsc of reality in his 
wfnrksfaop. To leiwi this reality Ivanov often 
prefers di^ilays of urgency rathar than 
' te^mque. "In real life, when someone tries 
to kill yoir," he said, unorthodoxly 
defending hira^lf with the switfd, 
"technique flics oiH the window. ' ' 

Ivanov believes that BasU Rathbone was 
the quintessential swordsman. '^He had 
style and f!air,"'siid Ivanov. "and what's 
more, he was a master at fencing— unlike 
Enol Fiynn, whose fencing abiUties were a 
prodtaict of good camera work . ' ' 

Ivanov received his advance degree from 
a place he'd never seen— Florida State. He 
obtained his Master of Fine Arts at the 
asolo conservatory in Sarasota (a branch of 
the FSU School of Theatre) and had never 
set foot in Tallahassee until he arrived for 
the workshop.

Center," said Anderson, who was the 
Seminoles second leading scorer and 
rebounder two years ago. *' It'll be just 
like the football games— people pack 
the stadium because it is an event or 
happening and they want to be among 
the numbers that are there. * * 

After enjoying two straight highly 
productive seasons at high post, and 
leading the team in free throw 
percentage in 1978-79, Anderson was 
forced to sit out a season last year due 
to academic ineligibility. 



"My grade problems last year were 
not because the work was too hard," 
Anderson pointed out. "h was because 
I kept putting everything off umil the 
last minute.** 

Shedding his procrastinating ways, 
Anderson's grades are now well above 
the trouble area. 

*'Right now my grades are pretty 
good," he said. "My overall average 
for the past five quarters is 2.7 and I've 
scored a 3.0 in the last three." 

Taking into consideration the 
Seminoles' sporadic 12-8 season, 
Anderson was asked to calculate the 
teams' chances for the furture. 

**Vm a bit disappointed with our 
performance because 1 did have hopes 
of a Top 20 showing or national 
recognition by now, but we still have a 
good chance," he said. "As compared 
to football, where a team cannot start 
off slow, then pick up and then expect 
to get in a bowl, a basketball team can 
start off slow and play their best 
during tournament time and win the 
whole thing." 

And, putting the Seminoles' chances 
in simpler perspective, Anderson 
explained: 

•*To win the Metro, all a team has to 
do is put together thehr best three 
games. And for the NCAA title, all they 
need to do is put together their best 
five.**

Preservationists who want to erect **kecp 
out'* signs at Florida borders are not only 
unrealistic, but fail to realize that 
maintaining a quality environment is 
expensive. Gov. Bob Graham said yesterday. 

**lt is superficial to pose a conflia between 
economic growth and environmental 
quality,'* Graham said. "You cannot have a 
weak economy and a good environment." 

He denied he has lessened his concern for 
the environment in an all-out drive to bring 
in new industry or that a desire to run for 
president some day is behind his increased 
emphasis on economic development. 

The allegations were made in the current 
issue of Sports Illusirated which Graham has 
just finished reading. 

"It serves a purpose of keeping the slate alert 
to the fact that its rapid growth does create 
the necessity for constant vigilance of the 
environment," he said in his first reply to the 
devastating article which reported that 
Florida is "going down the tube."

Over one quarter of the Florida State Stiidcirt 
Cjovcrnmenl s $2.2 miliion budget will go to finance 
Intercollegiate Athletics this year, even though the ICA 
received over $4 million from the Onmgt Bowl and from 
ihrcc televised football games. 

Because Student Government is required by law to pay 
26.20/0 of its budget to ICA, Student Government will be in 
I he red by almost one quarter of a million dollars this year. 

This leaves Student Government with $1,675,155 to fimd 
all other organizations and projects, such as stiuient health 




services, student academic programs, student activities and 
eBtertainment programs, according to an Activities and 

Semce budget sheet. 

Due to \m inflation and salary adjustments, Student 
Government is forecasting a minimum budget need of 

$1,917,000. , f r 

To make up the deficit, it will be necessary to slice fundmg 
of such organizations as the Health Center, Video Center, 
Center for Participant Education, free midnight movie 
series, concerts, and clubs such as the Sailing Club, Water 
Ski Club, and Tarpon synchronized swimming club; and 
academic programs such as the Florence-London study 
program, the debate team and the forensics club. 

The Student Government budget is made up of student 
activities fees— $2,69 from every quarter hour a student 
takes. The ICA receives $.70 out of the $2.69. 

"Students don't have any control over where that money 
is going (the 26.2% to ICA),*' said Senate President Keith 
Clemmens. "When the students are taxed like that, they 
should know where it's going. ' ' 

"We supported ICA in the lean years," he continued. 
"Obviously when they are earning millions of dollars, we 
should be considered in that. Students shouldn't be penalized 
in the quality of their programs. ' * 

Last year. Student Government gave ICA $413,000. The 
difference of $181,845 was given back to Student 
Government in the form of an informal kickback from 
President Sliger, according to a memorandum from Sli^ to 
studmt body President Rob Auslander.

Election results often do strange things to politicians. Take the 
recent City Commission primary, where Mayor Dick Wilson narrowly 
escaped elimination from the runoff altogether. Wilson edged out 
Marlow White by less than l<7o, finishing a distant second to local 
attorney Kent Spriggs. 

Of course it was White who during the campaign made an issue out 
of the Commission's decision to tear down City Hall, which is slated 
for deiiK^tioa in J^y to make way for a new $1 1 .7 million structure. 

Now Wilson, who originafiy favored a new building, has come full 
ctrde, and questions that dcdsicm. 

"A lot of people said (Toesday through the election) that they are 
not sure whether we need a new City HaU or not," Wilson told the 
Commission, adding that he would not vote for the project if it was 
over budget. 

A lot of people did respond to White's campaign; he pointed out the 
insensitivity of the Commission toward historical landmarks in 
Tallahassee, not to mention its financial irresponsiblity. 

Granted, the old City Hall, built in 1927 under a federal works 
project, is not an architectural masterpiece. But is functional, and is a 
part of Tallahassee's past . 

Though local ^vemment has outgrown the current City Hall, 
White of fared an interesting solution: r^t some of the vacant 
buildings in the decaying downtown district and use them for office 
space. Downtown Tallahassee must b^ converted from a strictly 
commerical district, which has been devastated by the city's three 
Malls, and we think utilizing some of the vacant office buildings, for 
city office buildings is a productive and innovative first step. 

It would bring workers back downtown, augmenting the restaurant 
and lounge economy already set up there. And it would vitalize the 
city's heart, recreating an old small-town square effect that would 
work to counter-act the urban sprawl ugliness afflictii^ so many other 
fast growing cities in Florida. 

But that's in the future. First thb City CommisskM^, which met vnth 
the architects designing the striking non-ctescript new structure 
yesterday, must act re^nsiblily ai«i scuttle plans for a new City Hall.

Last year the L^slature denied the city's request for the bridge, 
which would connect Florida A&M with the capitol center by passii^ 
oyer the Seaboard Coast line rmhroad tracks three blocks south of the 
capitol, but local of fidals arc stfop^ni^c thm soon the bridge will 
bebuilt.

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*Apache': A liberal dose of racism?

**Fort Apachee, the Bronx":// was extremely 
unlikely that it would focus on the law-abiding 
citizens of the South Bronx. 

• • • 

That accompanied a picture of Paul Newman 
fleeing from a band of rioting ethnic-types, a 
promo movie still that ran in the Village Voice 
above a review of Newman's latest film, Fort 
Apache , the Bronx. 

Newman could just as easily be fleeing real-life 
Bronx residents eager to gouge out his pretty blue 
eyes. They say Fort Apache exploits and reinforces 
some of the nastier aspects of their neighborhood. 

Produced by talk show host David Susskind and 
co-starring good liberal Edward Asner, the film 
does justice to its title: a policer, Voice film critic 
Andrew Sarris calls it, and its planted firmly in the 
Dirty Harry, shoot-then-ask-questions turf Clint 
Eastwood found so financially fertile m the mid- 
70s. 

There is a slight twist to this movie, a liberal bent 
attributable no doubt to the film's central 
triumverate. In between gun blasts and blood 
fights, while murder victims are carted off the 
streets, Newman and Asner, who play an 
individualistic cop and a by-the-book boss, furrow 
their brows and ponder the roots of the feral youth 
so anxious to run amok, and occasionally feign 
concern for a society that has produced such a 
volatile breed. 

Folks in the Bronx don't think much of Fort 
ApachCx 's hazy liberalism. The Committee Against 
Fort Apachee, the Bronx, formed last spring when 
shooting began in New York City, has protested the 
nim vigorously, and when it premiered in New 
York two weeks ago hundreds of Committee 
members picketed the theatre. 

"The fact that the film was made by former 
liberals is a reflection again of the move to the right 
in America/* said Richard Perez, who headed the 
Committee. **We think there is a direct connection 
between the rise of the Klan and the Nazis and the 
liberals making racist films.*' 

Pretty strong stuff, linking recahntram liberals 
with NazB and the Kkui. 

None of the three liberals in question have

Thougn Uic city and the Police 
Benevolent Association agreerl on a pay 
increase for local police officers, the 
negotiations dragged on for months, 
'leaving many officers wondering if anyone 
cared about what a cop has to face. 

Mayor Dick Wilson appointed a Blue 
Ribbon Citizen's Committee to study 
problems of morale, yet many viewed the 
appointment to be "a political ploy 
designed to lake the heal off of the City 
Commission's back for failure to 
administrate," as IPD officer Kerry 
Nobles put it. 

"I've seen morale bad in this agency," 
said Paul Kirkpatrick, TPD officer. "But ' 
V4 say that if is at an all-time low right i . 
now. No one wanted to demonstrate in » 
front of City Hall. All we want is to be 
treated fairly and paid a decent wage. 

Pay is the number one issue. Police ^ 
officers want to be paid a ^yable wage for a , 
job 4hat ~Lsn*t the most piei^sant in the 
world. 

But there are other issues, besides pay, 
and. there are other pressures besides the 

threat of having someone with a gun 

blowine you away. 

**Tlrere are three pressures, which in my ] 
opinion, cause most of police problems," 
Nobles said. "The first one is the constant 
threat of civil suit. Cops are being sued 
every time they turn around now. Then 
there's the courts. They keep changing case 
law (courtroom decisions that have the 
effect of law) so often that it makes a cop 
cynical. One week something is illegal, one 
week it isn't. The third pressure we face 
comes from the administration. You're 
under a magnifying glass. Chief Tucker has 
done a great deal to lessen it but it is still 

always there." 

Added to these daily pressures are the 
ones the officer has to face at home. 
Underpaid and overworked, the officer has 
to ^ruggle to make ends meet. 

"The F>eople here are tired of working 
off-duty jobs just to survive*" said 
Kirkpatrick. Many of the officers are 
working ten, 20,. even 30 hours a week in V 
other if0ys. If an officer works six hours somewhere and 
(hen coities in to do eight hours here, plus he*s catching flak 
Irom his wife because he's never home, do you think he's 
going to be in top physical and mental condtticm?"' 

Kirkpatrick is a former special investigator for the CIA 
and would "be making in excess of $30,000 a year if I had 
stayed with them" 1^ said. Kirkpatrick added that if the 
agreement was not reached soon, he possibly would have to 
transfer to a different unit to improve his chances of getting 
a second job. 

Nobles is a tormer helicopter pilot who joined the TPD in 
1978 after ser\irig as a police officer in Jackson\ille for 
three years and before the settlement, feared a lengthy 
negotiation would force him to leave the TPD.

He said the zone would encour^ U.S.-Mexican joint 
ventures, creating an incentive for new industries and 
improving the compeiitivencss of both co«mncs in the 

world market. r- u .u 

In addition, VaWcz said the zone would benefit both 
countries by creating jobs in an area of chronic 
unemployment and underdevelopment and could 
-contribute positively*' to solving the problem of ill^l 
aliens who enter the United States throu^ Mexico, 

Although he said a similar zone could be c^lished 
along the Canadian border, Valdez stressed "the critical 
point of departure should be with Mexico. It is at the 
United States-Mexico border that the developed world 
meets the developing world.**

Ripper to face charges for all 13 deaths

DEWSBURY, Ei^land — Suspected Yorkshire Ripper 
Peter Sutcliffe will be charged with all 13 slayii^ by 
Britain's worst mass liiurderer who terrrorized northern 
England in a 5-year killing spree, authorities said yesterday. 

In addition. Sutcliffe, 35, a truck driver who has only 
been charged to date with the last of the 13 Ripper kiUings, 
will be indicted on seven counts x>f attempted mmrd^, 
officials said. 

Sutcliffe is, to go on trial next week for the murder of 
Leeds University ^dent Jacqueline Hill, the 13th Ripper 
victim who was found hacked to death near the campus last 
November. 

Prosecutor Maurice Shaffner told Dewsbury magistrates 
court that it has been decided to charge Sutcliffe with all the 
'Ripper killings. 

'*The Director of Prosecutions has authorized me to say 
that further charges will be preferred before the commital 
trial date and these further charges consist of 12 charges of 
attempted rnurder," Shaffner said. 

Police arrested Sutcliffe when they found him in a car 
with stolen license plates while sitting with a prostitute in 
Sheffield's red light district. 

Two days later detectives declared the 5-year search for 
X the Ripper was over and on January 4, while angry crowds 
shouted *'hang the bastard," Sutcliffe was brought to court 
and charged with Hiirs murder. 

The suspect has been excused from appearing at five 
court hearings since. 

Four women are known to have survived attacks that 
carried the Ripper's grisly trademark, but the introduction 
of seven attempted murder charges suggested his violent 
career was more widespread than first thought. 

Police consistently refused to elaborate on how the 
Ripper's victims were disfigured, raising theories he carved 
something on their backs with a tool. . 



One survivor told of how she was attacked from behind 
with a hammer and another spoke of how the Ripper "then 
did that thing on my back." 

The Yorkshire Ripper, named after Jack the Ripper, who 
preyed on prostitutes in London's East End at the end of 
the 19th century, frustrated the best criminal investigators 
in Britain. 

In five years, ^00 full-time officers and another 300 part- 
time investigators conducted more than a quarter of a 
million interviews and took 30,000 statements in an attempt 
to track down the mass killer who first attacked prostitutes 
then began to murder women indiscriminately. ^ 

Barroom bulls cause disease

BOSTON — A group of Minnesota physicians has issued 
a warning to all urban cowboys: Riding that mechanized 
'barroom bull may be hazardous to your health . 

Mechanized bulls which allow city slickers to ride out 
their Wild West fantasies in country-and-western saloons 
are causing a new muscle disease, dubbed "urban cowboy 
rhabdomyoiysis.'* 

Five doctors from the St. Paul-Ramsey Center in St. 
Paul, Minn., wrote a letter to the New England Journal of 
Medicine, detailing the case of a 20-year-old man treated 
last November for the muscle damaging disease. 

The doctors noted that many barroom buU riders are 
* 'inexperienced and often inebriated amateurs." 

Robert Powers, one of the physicians, reported the 
Minnesota patient had ridden a mechanical bull several 
times for a total of 90 seconds during a single day before 
coming to the hospital for treatment two days later. 

He complained of severe thigh cramps and dark red 
urine, a primary symptom of rhabdomyolysis. -

EP: Well, its just one of our deep beliefs that we should slay 
independent. We have had opportunities to join chains, in fact 

we could probably form a small chain. Bui we just, without 
passing judgment on conglomerate journalism, choose to go 
our own way — which is to maintain an undeflected interest in 
our own community, the area that we serve — undiverted by 
holdings elsewhere.

Shakespeare's comedic geniiss floods through 
Twelfth Night as delightfully today as it hafJofJOg. 
years. It remains among the most 
plays of the Elizabethan period. 

It is the story of Viola and Sebastion, twin 
and brother, shipwrecked in the kuid of Hlyria, 
whef« all is confused and distracted until true 4ove 
sets Uitngs aright, 

It is a joyful and sensitive script that everyone 
should m^e a point of seeing at least once^-even if 
produced by a cast and company that gives it 
nothing more than a mediocre treatment . 

Such^is the case with the Mainstage production of 
Twelfth Night that opened last night. The 
performance was burdei^ fioin fkst to last by 
supporting actors who could not handle the 
Elizabethan language confidently and nat^irally. 
ShakesfMune's voke speak as clearly to a 20th 
Century4iudience as it did to the Elizab^hans. The 
amateurish jobs done by most of this ca^ strip the 
show of much credibility, slowing the pace to a 
crawl for minutes at a time when actors are unable 
toc(Hnmunk:ate effectively to the audience. 

Director Oyde Grigsby proves too timid to take a 
razor to the Bu-d's tongue when it would move the 
play along. Much attention was given to training 
the actors in swordpiay and movement, to greitf 
effort; but«iore emphasis on vocal training would 
have improved this productio^ considerably. The

power of the sw^n-d is always impressive on stage, 
but it is ' no substitute for the genius of 
Shakespeare's pen. 

There is some finer talent among the company's 
lead actors, though only Neil Lee Friedman's Toby 
Belch and Edmund Poehlman's Andrew 
Aguecheek are worth noting for fully adapting 
themselves to the 18th Century period Grigsby has 
chosen for the play. 

The period itself was .a good choice. Eighteenth 
contury Europe fits the extravagance .and trifling 
social customs that characterize Twelfth Night. On 
this account; however, the costuming lacks 
imagination; and the austere set, while if would suit 
a 17th Century period, does not fit the lavishness of 
the 18th Century. 

Hie most significant trouble with this production 
lies in Grigsby's interpretation of Malvolio. 
Malvolio is the Puritan courtier to Countess 
Olivia, one of the four lovers at centerstage in this 
play. His sombre and severe approach are designed 
to bring sttiity out of the confusion of Illyria; but 
he only succeeds in temporarily frustrating love that 
would bring order to the land. 

Tim Claussen's Malvolio comes off as too 
effeminate and pandering; ^ilty of tl^ same excess 
he is trying to suppress. It is an amusing treatment, 
and the audience at the dress rehearsal enjoyed 
Claussen's performance; but the play is deprived of 
a vital dement o!" conflict. 

Do not miss Twelfth Night — the play is 
that good — but be forewarned that it could be a 
much bdt^ production.

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Surrealism and dancer create warp in space and time

The audience wa$ betwixt and befuddled. Most of them 
were dance connoisseurs but none had seen the likes of this. 

Three differenl video screens showing three different 
movements of tlie^same person. Operatic music and red, 
green and blue lights flashing ineliictably over the lithe 
body pirouetting among the screens. 

Music, lights, live performance and video performance. 
Leslie Neal conbined them all to produce the first video 
dance in Florida Slate's history. Neal, a graduate studoflt 
working on a vKieo dance thesis at FSU's Dance 
Department, fused an art form with an art medium to 
create a provocative fast-paced, and at times, effusing 
dance production. 

"Video dance is a conceptual piece of art," said Neal. 
*The result is a surrealistic effort on time and space. They 
come and go like a dream feeling.'* 

In "Time Phase Three," a piece Neal choreographed and 
danced during a recent Four Arts Gallery program, there 
were three video screens on stage with her. Each screen 
showed Neal in different, prerecorded dance "phrases" (a 
connected series of movements). 

As Neal danced live across the stage, she picked up the 
movements of the nearest screen. The audience watched the 
live Neal simultaneously execute inoves with the 
prerecorded Neal in the video screen.

The constrast was stark. 

Neal's presence commanded attention to the realities of a 
dancer live on stage— barely audible thuds as her feet hit 
the floor, detailed wrinkles of the red Danskin as it 
conforms to angular and circular movements. You can feel 
the exertion, sense the concentration . 

Neal's videotaped image exudes not true detail but the 
scope of her live performance. The movements are as 
Neal's live rendition but without its energizing spark. 

The effect is a distortion of time and space. "Combining 
a live performance," she said, "with a videotaped 
performance is in essence combining the present with the 
past. Similarly, when you mix a big spatial pattern (Neal in 
the live performance) with a small spatial pattern (Neal in 
the screen), the result is spatial disorientation." 

Along with Tim Mills-Groninger of the FSU Video 
Center, Neal worked painstaking hours in adapting a dance 
that would fit the limitations and advantages of the camera.

n in the early 1970s. MitcbeU, 29, of 
Jloii vvas attending Florida Swte «D a 
,w,niming scholarship and had been 
^ted by Ya!e for a graduate history 

^ni, of LouisviUc. Ky.. had ^pped 
of medical school to study 
oceanography at FSU. 

Both were attracted to a group of Hkc- 
rhinking university students and professors, 
government workers and artists who 
preferred to live among the oak-shrouded 
knolis and lakes in the North Florida 
countryside. The group gave birth to the 
Miccosukee Land Co-op. 

The co-op gained the reputation of being 
a ommune, which it is not. In reality, it is 
hnie different from any land development 
*ith 74 homesites on indivkfaially owned 
parcels carved out of 240 acres of 
woodlands. Some of its homes would^sdl 
for SIOO,000 if in town and there is a 
waiting list to move there. 

Co-op owners developed a sort of bam- 
raising weekend ritual in which as many as 
50 volunteers, the Mad Dog principids 
among them, would hdp a new cedent 
buiki his home. 

About the time Mitchell was forming his 
own M & p Constructkm Co., word of the 
craftsmanship to be found at the ccMip had 
spread. He and his partners were beseiged 
with job offers, mostly from Tallahassee's 
wealthy. 

They installed custom-made boqipshelves 
ad dutch doors of century-old wood. They 
completely refurbished the woodwork of a 
19th Century plantation house, including 
its hand-carved pieces. They designed 
kitchens and paneled studies. In time, tiiey 
were building whole hous^. 

Leon County building inspectors liked 
what they saw. In contrast to other 
ontractors who were cutting comers, the 

& D firm tended to overbuild. The 
n pectors also were intrigued 1^^ the 

^nations they saw. 

They really helped us a lot," Barr said.

One day an inspector suggested that the 
young firm change its name. A lot of 
construction companies used initials, he 
said. They should be different. 

He transformed the M & D on his 
inspection form to "Mad" and then, 
glancing at a mongrel sniffing his feet, 
added "Dog." 

In search for house designs that would be 

both energy efficient during all of the north 

Florida seasons and compatible with 

modern lifestyles. Mad Dog looked to the 
past. 

"We've looked back a lot in history and 
based our work an awful lot on the way 
people built when all they had to work with 
was the breeze," said Mitchell. 

The result is a unique blend of old and 
new. A Mad Dog house is likely to: 

•Emphasize "seasonal migration" with 
large porches and open air kitchens for the 
summer; 

•Include thorough insulation and sit 
above ground to cut humidity; 

•Utilize an attic ventilation system with a 
whole-house attic fan; 

•Include long hallways to catch breezes 
and tall ceihngs so hot air doesn't settle near 
the floor; 

•And capitalize on the shading provided 
by trees. 

Followups have found Mad Dog 
homeowners paying as much as 50Vo lower 
utility bills than neighbors on either side but 
the firm does not oH^er itself as the answer 
to the energy crisis. In fact, Mitchell 
discourages active solar energy systems for 
north Florida except for large famSies. The 
money is better spent on other energy- 
savmg ^ategies, he believes. 

Graduating from homes. Mad Dog 
recently applied its concqits to townhouses 
in Tallahassee, in their first offermg, the 
condos . were comi^tely sold without 
advertising before con^ructioii was 

comi^eted. 

Now, they are developing "Sunrise 
Comsranity," a 25-acre tract out-of-town 
where home deagns wiB be accqited only if 
their expected energy consumption faUs 

below emma leveb. 
"We work hard Imt we love our work,'* 

Mitchell said. •'It's hard to find many 
buflders who are having fun at what they 
do."

Minority admissions 
upheld in California 

SAN FRANCISCO — The California Supreme Court 
upheld the minority admissions policy at the University of 
California l.aw School at Davis, ruling it does not 
discriminate against white applicants. 

The court, in a landmark 4-2 opinion, yesterday ruled 
thai Glen DeRonde, a white male, was not discriminated 
against when he was denied admission to the Martin Luther 
King Jr. School of Law in 1975. 

The case had been widely heralded as a crucial test in 
determining how far public schools can go in considering 
race and ethnic origin in admitting students. 

DeRonde challenged part of the school's admissions 
policy that included a person's ethnic background as part 
of the formula used to determine their eligibility for 
acceptance to the school. 

liie court emphasized in its opinion that the law school 
"did not employ any quota system or reserve a fixed 
number of positions for any minority^ applicants in its 
entering class/* 

In a similar case, the celebrated Bakke decision, a 
severely divided U.S. Supreme Court iri 1978 struck down 
the admissions policy of the U.C. Davis medical school 
because it relied on a quota system, reserving a certain 
number of slots for minority applicants. 

The trial court had ruled, that DeRonde's case was invalid 
^ because he would not have been admitted to the school on 
his merits alone. But that court also ruled that the 
university's minority admissions program violated the 
equal pr6Rk:tic^n clauses of the state and U.S. constitutions. 

The CaUfomia high court disa^eed« declaring the issue 
was still vafid. 

The application in-ocedure at UC Davis, which uses race 
as one of six factors in deciding eligibility, does not 
contra^ the U.S. Supreme Court's ruling in the Bakke 
decision because there are no quotas involved, the court 

ll«d. m ^ 

The state court also ruled that the admissions policy of 
the school did not vk>late the equal protection guarantees 
of the state constitution, citing a recent unanimous decision 
which said th^ use of fixed quotas 4n CaUfomia "did not 
ofTend the California Constitution.'* 

Oiicf Justice Rose Bird, Associate Justice Mathew 
Tobriner and Appeal Court Juci^e Joseph Rattigan, sitting 
as a high court justice, concurred with Justice Frank 
Richardson's majority opinion. 

Dissenting. Justices Stanley Mosk ai^ William Clark 
admonished their colleagues to ignore ethnic stttus as a 
factor in admisaOns policy 

DeRode expressed disappointment in the coun's decision 
and said he woold pdittoii die U^^S. Siiprerac to hear 
his case.

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State Attorney angered by House handling of Fort case

State Aiiorncy Eugene Whitworth Friday denied charges 
„he is too ckjsc to the prison power structure to fairly 
investigate charges of officially condoned prisoner violence 
leveled by tnmaie iohnny Fcm in a^ report last month by 
CBS* 60Minutes. 

Furthermore, Whitworth said in a telephone interview 
from Gainesville, the House Committee on Corrections 
hampered his investigation of the allegations by 
withholding evidence that Union Correctional Institution 
officials encouraged some inmates — members of a so- 
called *'goon squad'* — to administer punishment beatings 
to other inmates. 

Whitworth said Representatives Arnette Girardeau and 
Andy Johnson, both Jacksonville Democrats, knew of 
Fort's allegations last August, but failed to mention those 
allegations in a report on prison violence published in 
November. 

But Girardeau, the former head of the corrections 
committee, insisted he failed to disclose what he knew about 
the brutality charges because he was convinced Whitworth's 
office covered up for the Department of Corrections in past 
investigations. 

*'l personally have problems with the believeability of his 
investigations (into those past cases),'* said Girardeau. 
**Did he do a full investigation or a cursory investigation in 
order to let the department get off?" 

Whitworth's office began its current investigation last 
month, after CBS' 60 Minutes reported charges by Union 
inmate Johnny Fort that prison staff rewarded him for 
beating prisoners the staff wanted to punish more strictly 
than the law allowed. 

In that 60 Minutes report. Fort said that in the four 
years he served on the *'goon squad" he had beaten two 
dozen inmates and a civilian teacher on orders from prison 
officials. Those officals included Col. Donald Jackson, 
chief of security at Union, Fort alledged. 

Jackson and the prison officials denied the charges. 

Those beatings culminated with the death of inmate 
Vertis Graham in December 1979. Fort now faces a possible 
murdcir indictment for Graham's death, and is seeking 
immunity from that charge in retium for testimony about 
Union's "goon squad." 

Whitworth said the first he knew about the' committee's 
knowledge of Fort's allegations was when Girardeau spoke 
about the case in an interview with 60Minutes 
correspondent Dan Rather. 

"Now I have to investigate a year-old murder with a lot 



of media attention," Whitworth said. "All of this may 
hamper the investigation.'* 

But Girardeau insisted last week that he kept what he 
knew about the Fort case to himself because he didn't trust 
Whitworth to conduct a fair investigation. 

Giradeau says he doesn's trust Whitworth because of the 
investigation Whitworth's office conducted into the 1978 
stabbing of Florida State Prison inmate James Vann. Vann 
had participated in taking hostage a prison guard, 
Girardeau said, apparently to protest an alleged beating of 
John Spenkelink by corrections officers, about six months 
before Spenkelink's execution in Florida's electric chair. 

Several months later, as corrections officers led Vann 
shackled and handcuffed down a prison corrodor, Vann 
was approached and stabbed by Tom Hutchins, his lover. 
Hutchins later claimed he had been forced by prison 
officials to attack Vann, but Huchins was himself killed by 
inmates, obstensibly in retaliation for his assault on Vann, 
before he could repeat his charges to federal investigators. 

Girardeau said his own investigation into Hutchins' 
assault on Vann and Hutchins' subsequent murder, as well 
as of the hostage taking, convinced him that Whitworth's 
office and corrections department investigators ignored key 
facts in reaching conclusions that the department was 
innocent of any wrongdoing in those cases.

Whitworth firmly denied Girardeau's charges, and 
pointed to his office's investigation last year into allegations 
of sexual assault against an inmate by prison officers as 
proof that he was not tied too closely to the corrections 
department. Four corrections officers were convicted of 
raping a prisoner with a broomstick in that case. All were 
fired, but were later ordered returned to corrections duty by 
the state civil service commission. 

Whitworth also said Sen. Joe Carlucci, D- Jacksonville, had 
told him he was convinced Whitworth's investigations were 
"square.** Carlucci' was not available for tomment this 
weekend. 

Meanwhile Johnny Yarborough, who is handling the Fort 
investigation for Whitworth's office, said he was unsure 
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whether Fort would be offered immuniiy in odami 
his testimony about the role prison officiab itf^ 
Graham's murder. Yarborough said the invesiipi* 
not be complete for another two months.

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Taxing the poor 

So what else is new at Florida State University? 

Students are paying through the nose for an Athletic Department 
that, quite frankly, is totally unresponsive. 

When it comes to even the little things, like seating and season 
ticket sales, students come last, far behind wealthy benefactors from 
the community. And that would be all right if students weren't 
asked to bear much of the financial burden created by such high 
Athletics finance. 

But students do bear the burden, in a big way. This year, for instance. 
Student Government will fork over more than one quarter of it's 
entire budget. That's 26% of $2.2 million going straight to 
Intercollegiate Athletics at FSU. That's money students paid 
through tuition fees, and like student soiate President Keith 
Clemens pointed out, students don't have any control over where 
their money is going. 

Because of the stuctot money siphoned off for Athletics, and the 
ravages of inflation. Student Government must again wield the 
budgeting cutting knife, lopping off money that would have gone to 
the Center for Participant Education, the Video Center and the 
Women's Center, all student agencies providing valuable student 
services. 

So if you're an FSU student, think about the prices you pay to get 

into a Seminole football game while you're paying admission to a 

.CPE-sponsored movie. 

That movie might have been free, if students had control of their 
own money. 

Florida's bloodbath 

Add another name to the ever-lengthening list of Florida inmates 
killed or seriously wounded during outbreaks of violence in the^ 

Florida prison system. 

The latest victim, Henry Brown, 24, is lying near death in a prison 
hospital after a fellow Florida State. Prison inmate stabbed him five 
times in the neck and upper back. . 

Brown is the third knifing victim in two days, and one of 
countless inmates seriously injiured during violent incidents in 
Florida's overcrowed prisons the last few years. 

These latest stabbings come on top of an Appeals Court decision 
critizing the Florida Prison system and upholding a lower court 
order calling for a massive reduction in prison population through 
the system. 

The lower court decision stemmed from a suit filed by a group of 
inmates, who claimed overcrowding, inadequate medical care, a 
lack of security and other factors endangered the Uves. of inmates 
daily. 

After the initial court decision came down, the DOC reduced 
prison populations from an incredibly bloated 1,200 to 1,000, and 
appealed to the higher court. 

Now DOC officials say they may appeal again. 

Which sboald come as no surprise. The current DOC 
administration, heacted by Louie Wainwright^ has consistently 
fought attempts to clean up the system. Instead they have aided the 
system's disintegration into the embarrassment it has become. 

Wainwright who has been under fire for the last two years, took 
over the DOC in 1962, when Florida was considerably smaller and 
the Department more wieldable. 

Times have changed drastically since then, and quite obviously 
Wainwright has not adapted the system to meet the needs of the 
growing state. 

At least this has been obvious to everyone except Gov. Bob 
Graham, who inexplicably has chosen to stand by the embattied 
DOC Secretary come cm* high water. 

Or a major prison riot, »milar to the Attica-uprismg in New York 
during the early 70's? 

Tliat's what could be in store for Florida if Bob Graham doesn't 
act quickly and responsibly and can his anachronistic DOC head. 
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Who's covering El Salvador?

Tl^re are several interesting issues which Ik 
somewhere on the tangent of media coverage of 
United States invohrement in the Central American 
country of El Salvador. Normally, I might be 
inclined to ignore these issues, (Except that 
sometimes the story behind the story can teU you 
much more about the story than the story itself. 

Rakmg up the muck on U.S. mten^ntioQ in El 
Salvador, I am discovering, is no easy task. The 
Democmt's coverage of El Salvador is deddely 
scanty, whkh is no accident, consklering the fact 
that the wire servkes have done ofte hell of a job 
burying the stoiy. 

The only newspapers which cover the story at aU 
are the New Yofic Times and the Afktmi Herald; but 
the Herald can only be found at selected newsstands 
and the Times is close to being inaccessibk. It is 
clear that only the educated consumer can hope to 
bewellinfomied. 

Unfortunatky, most Ammcans are not trained 
consumers of news; in fact, we seem to fail 
miserably on all counts. Seklom do we read more 
than one newspaper per day, seldom do we 
compsffe differing accounts of the same story, 
seldom are we critical of what we read. . . 

At the least this leaves us pitifully lininformed, 
but at the worst this abdication is downright 
insidious. At at time when our great leaders decry 
that our country suffers from "democratic 
distemper," or too much demooriKry, we can ill 
afford^the effects of a biased and unpenetrating 
press, or a sluggish and undisceming public.

Despite official claims by the ruling junta that all 
is well in EI Salvador, dissenting reports describe a 
much bleaker picture.

Save one little twist of faith, there was 
nothing really special about Mclvin 
bumniar. Dummar, remember, was the 
nondescript, hard-working, small time 
filling-station operator who was thrust into 
the media spotlight when he discovered a 
hand-written will signed by the late Howard 
Hughes in his station in 1976. The 
document, lata* known as the "Mormon 
Will," left one-sixteenth of the vast Hughes 
wealth to Dummar, who iremembered 
giving a lift around Christmas in 1%7 to a 
crudgy old desert rat who mentioned he was 
Howard Hughes. The will was vigorously 
contested by Suma Corporation, which 
controlled the Hughes empirer aad the Utah 
courts never bought it. Dummar never got 
one cent of the $150 million the will would 
have left him. Within a few months, he had 
slipped back into obscurity. 

In Melvin and Howard, director 
Johnathon Demme and screenwriter Bo 
Goldnmn take Dummar's story and turn it 
into an eloquent portrait of the state of the 
American Dream. The result is a fleedi^ 
shimmer of a movie that is as inornate a

character study as it is accurate a «oaal 
essay, and that is as true as it is funny. It $ 
also a mov ie that's pure pleasure to watch. - 
There's not much plot to Mthnn ana 
Ho^^^ard. Demme lets the encounter 
between Melvin (Paul Le Mat) and the 
haggard old man he picks up in the des«t 
toke up about the first ten minutes of the 
movie. It's an incredible, almost mystical 
scene, as Melvin convinces the surly 
stranger to join in singing Melvin's latest 
song, "Santa's Souped-up Sleigh'' (wntten 
by the real Melvin Dummar). A magical 
mood unfolds, evoked by the desert 
landscape, the two men's mutual 
recognition of the smell of sagebrush and 
greasewood, the odd purple of the predawn 
sky and the garish, fantastic colors of the 

Las Vegas strip. 

From then on until the discovery of the 
will, the things that happen to Melvin and 
his family are things that could well happen 
to any blue-collar family. Always 
optimistic, always with his dreams to 
sustain him, Melvin stumbles through a 
succession of repossessions, jobs, divorces, 
marriages. Staying true to his middle-class 
values, Melvin remains good-natured about 
things, taking action only when things have 
gone too far. Le Mat, with a pleasant round 
face and a general unselfconsciousness, so 
totally becomes Melvin that it may now be 
difficult to accept the actor in any other 
role. The part calls for no pyrotechnics or 
huge emotions; it just requires Le Mat 
become an ordinary guy, something a lot of 
actors seem to have a hard time doing. 

Lynda, Melvin's first wife, is played by 
Mary Steenburgen. Steenburgen's Linda is 
a sexually vibrant woman, which 
Steenburgen' s shapely figure suits well, but 
in an oddly innocent sort of way, suggested 
by Steenburgen's often girlish voice. She 
dreams of being a French interpreter, but 
the only work she can ever find is as a 
topless dancer. It seems, uninhibited as she 
is, like the most natural thing you could do. 
She's smarter than it looks, which you am 
sense in her agony at having to appear on a 
TV game show as a miiuiless housewife in a 
skimpy outfit. 

Jason Robards* performance as Howard 
Hughes is utterly magnificent. Under what 
may be the best make-up job in a long time, 
his eyes seem filled with some namekss 
terror, and he can only make tentative 
glances at his rescuer. His vcMce carries

amazing pain. When he finally opens up to 
Melvin's friendly banter, the 
transformation is spellbinding. 

In fact, the whole movie displays casting 
perfect in both major roles and bit parts. 
Pemala Reed, with her brazen manner and 
offhand good looks, is Melvin's Mormon 
second wife. Elizabeth Cheshire is smart as 
the mostly unconcerned daughter. (Give 
Demme much credit for keeping the kids in 
their place, and not succumbing to the 
child-cult which wrecks movies like Kramer 
vs. Kramer, to name one. 

The great achievement of Melvin and 
Howard is the penetration and outright 
realism with which it renders lower-middle- 
class American life. Melvin's job offers no 
chaiKe to get ahead, but instead turns out 
to be a struggle just to break even. Yet he 
spends his off hours watching a game show 
called Easy Street, where an endless 
stream of expensive consumer goods are 
paraded by. There are always salesmen and 
creditors ready to supply him with cars, 
boats, motorcydes, even thou^ they are 
inevitably repossessed. Demme takes his 
theme and universalizes it any number of 
waysi . from the use of Credence 
Clearwater's "Fortunate Son" to the quick

Altered States 

Altered States comes in a rather distant third behind 2001 
and Alien as one of the best contemporary sci-fi films. More 
memorable than Close Encounters, Star Trek, or Logan's 
Run, it is unfortunately plagued by problems that are all the 
more infuriating because of its undeveloped potentisd. 

This Frankenstein-meets- John Lilly narrative wasn't sewB 
together correctly. What it needs is a benign desfx>t, a 
sympathetic auteur, someone like Kubrick or Giger whose 
emphatic personal vision molds it into an organic whole.

It*s strange that I can complain so much 
about a film that is so intriguing. Perhaps 
H'S the film that wasn't there. An unstable 
crew of experts working with a hack script 
and an open-ended visual concept can 
hardly be expected to come up with a film 
as tight as Hitchcock might have, with his 
detailed pre-production planning. 

Oddly enough, the main culprit's novel 
suggests the film that wasn't made. "Most 
of the subjects reported intense sensory 
excitmcnt, especially in the area of sexual 
fantasy. Several even achieved orgasm. 
Forty-nine of the ^bjects had 



hallucinatory experiences, and almost all 
reported increased clarity of mental 
processes and even new patterns of 
thinking. That is to say, their thinking, 
normally linear and logical, became 
holistic and patterned. They saw, things as 
a gestalt rather than in spcciffcs.*' 

If this is what sensory deprivation 
actually does, perhaps Chayefsky should 
h^ve tried it. Perhaps he coiild have 
imagined where Jessup W2& going, how it 
could build to a climax, hoW the flesh 
operating of its own accord could modify 
mental processes and produce a greater 
clarity. If psychoanalysis is right, dream 
images are filled with latent meaning even 
if the surface is scrambled. Unfortunately, 
Chayefsky's conscious efforts make less 
sense than the normal functioning of any 
brain randomly selected off the street. One 
can only hope for a remake.

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Catching up with goings on 
around the FSU campus

With the quarter half over and the 
academic year half over, deadlines and 
developments are coming fast and furious. 
Here is a round up of happenings and 
requirements in Florida State's various 
departments: 

Pre-Registratioii 

This Thursday from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. 
ftnd Friday from 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. students 
can register for classes for Spring quarter 
in the Union Ballroom. Schedule pick-up 
and centralized drop/add will be March 
12-13 in the Union Ballroom. 
Housing Reservations 

All current residents of FSU's dorms 
411115/ make their reservations for next 
year's housing during the week of 
February 23-27. Students must bring their 
prepayment checks for $75 to the housing 
office in order to be registered. If students 
don't do it next week, they will not get 
housing, warned Sherril Ragans, director 
of Resident Student Development. Ragans' 
proposal for a 13% rent increase for next 
year will go before the Board of Regents 
on February 27, added Ragans. There has 
not been any great opposition from 
students, and the BOR is expected to pass 
the increase, she said. 
Financial Aid Applications 

Students who want to get aid from FStf 
should send their Family Financial 
Statements off to the American College 
Testing Service (ACT) by March 1; so the 
applications will get back to FSU by its 
deadline, April 1. Applications received 
after April 1 will be at a distinct 
disadvantage because they will only receive 
whatever aid is left based on a first come 
first serve basis, according to the financial 
aid office. Applications are available in the 
office. 

Business School Enrollment 

A proposal calling for a cap on business 
school enrollments is about to be sent to 
the BOR and Articulation Committee 
(Florida Department of Education) for 
final approval. FSU is now completing a 
study on how the cap will affect 
minorities. Upon completion and approval 
of the study, FSU's proposal will go to the 
Articulation Committee, which is expected 
to pass it for next year, said Paul Elliott, 
associate vice president for Academic 
Affairs. The plan calls for enrollment to 
be limited based on the number of people 
the school can handle with its existing 
space and faculty. A grade point average 
of 2.5 cumulative will be required the first 
semester. The grade point average 
requirement will vary depending on the 
number of spaces and number of 



applicants. 

Semcster/C 

FSU'S Academic Affito diviiiioo hopes 
to have a pamphlet on semester/quarter 
conversion out by April 1. These ^ouW be 
available through the Office of CyrrCBt 
Records and Rc^tratkm. Stucteats arc 
urged to complete any scries they have 
begun (in business or maA, for exami^) 
this year, as courses will be different under 
the semester system next fall, according to 
Stephen Winters, dean of Base Studies.- 
Some classes will be combined or separated 
under the longer system. Summer quarter 
will begin June 22 and end August 11. 
Classes will meet three Saturdays: Jimc 27, 
July 1 1, and July 25. Quarter credit wiH be 
awarded and class offerings will be limited 
Fall semester 1981 will begin August 31. 
Freshman Admissions 

FSU has already admitted 
approximately 42(X) freshmen and is still 
receiving 200 applications a week. The 
admissions ceiling of 5000 will probably be 
reached by the end of February, according 
to Elliott. Application standards are higher 
this year and a near record number of 
applications have been received. 
Center for Professional Development 

Reconstruction for CPD's building, 
which was totally destroyed in a fire last 
fall, is expected to begin this March. By 
the end of this month the site will be 
cleared of rubble. The foundation was not 
damaged in the fire, according to Mary 
Pankowski, director. Reconstruction is 
scheduled to be completed in March 1982. 
Police have three suspects, but have been 
unable to collect enough evidence to get a 
grand jury indictment for the arson of the 
building. CPD's enrollment has not been 
hurt by the loss of their building. 
Enrollment is up 23<t«'« over last winter, said 
Pankowski. 

Library Science Building 

Library Science's new building will be 
completed five or six weeks behind 
schedule, according to Harold Goldstein, 
dean of Library Sciences. Construction is 
scheduled to be completed by the end of 
August. Goldstein hopes to move in to the 
building during the first semester, 
hopefully by Thanksgiving. 
Public Health Master's Program • 

FSU has submitted a proposal to the 
BOR to establish a new master's program 
in public health. The program would offer 
work in research, administration, and 
other facets of public health. Cooperating 
in the program would be the College of 
Education, School of Nursing, College of 
Vts and Sciences, and College of Social 
Sciences.

Inmates take woman hostage

RAIEORD — Prison officials acting in relays conducted 
tense face-to-face negotiations last night with two 
dangerous Union Correctional Institute inmates holding a 
22-year-old secretary hostage with homemade knives. 

One of the two prisoners, it was disclosed, is Ray 
Anthony Mitchell, 18, who was convicted of four brutal 
murders of two elderly Miami Beach area couples last year. 

Vernon Bradford, a spokesperson for the state prison 
system, said the negotiations were being conducted by 
several prison officials in an office of one of the faculty's 
administration buiidings. 

. He said the other inmate, Jerry Rasberry, seemed to be in 
charge. He said he was seated in a chair in the far corner from 
the office door and the hostage was seated facing him. 
Mitchell was standing between the hostage and the door. 

ii was not disclosed how many negotiators were 
involved, but Bradford said several were moving in and out 
of the office periodically. •

As a student invcrfved in the Florida. Publk 
Interest Research Ckoup (FPIRG) petition drive, I 
can bear w^aess that there exists on the campus of 
Florida State an aknnii^ degree of confusioa aiod 
misinformalion vxf^v^ Fi^G. Spedfkally, Its 
raison d'etre and funding mechanisms appear to 
be surrounded by some norths Ibiiving littki to do 
with the reality of the atuation. A recoit letter 
from Edward White weU reflects these confWons, 
fueled in part by a recent editorial in the 
Flambeau that, while being supportive, of FPIRG, 
was fuzzy and did not serve to focus FPIRG *s 
ideals. This could all be dismissed as a comical 
affair if it were not so that these "confusions** 
might well cost FSU and, indeed, Florida an idea 
which came long ago, and which FSU students 
have failed to understand the potentials of twice 
before. 

While I do not claim to represent FPIRG *s 
Organizing Committee, I would like to have a go 
at clearing the air. And, since money is of obvious 
concern to those students lacking megabuck^ 
resources, let's begin there. 

Each semester, every student registered will find 
on the fee card a $2.50 FPIRG fee. In other 
words, if one were to attend FSU two semesters 
during an academic year, then one would pay $5 
in FPIRG fees for that year. Certainly that is not 
a bankrupting sum. However, should a refund be 
desired, three opportunities exist for securing the 
$2.50 each time. The easiest, most convenient 
method would be to check a "FPIRG Refund*' 
box provided on the right side of the fee card. 
Should one neglect to check this box, two other 
opportunities exist for getting the refund: during 
the first weeks of class refunds may be obtained 
from FPIRG workers at PIRG tables around 
campus; or, later, in the FPIRG office in the 
Union. These three methods exist only for the 
sake of making sure that everyone who wants a 
refund can easily get one. 

Of course, FPIRG will need this money in (frder 
to be a strong, aggressive research organization 
devoted to topics of social interest. To contradict 
Edward White's characterization, FPIRG will nor 
dupUcate any of Student Government's functions, 
which are educational in that they generaBy deal 
with topics of concern to the university only 
Neither will FPIRG be a student lobbying 
organization — this task is left to the Florida 
Students' Association. Again, FPIRG will strive 
for effiacncy - it will not dupKeate the finctions 
oi suidcfU groepips. ^

Two convicts who held a secretary hostage for 10 hours 
before a SWAT team shot the pair were able to sneak into 
the prison administration building because the door to the 
inmates' exercise yard is unguarded, officials said. " 

Prison officials who disclosed the lack of **a check 
point" at the door leading to the exercise yard, said 
yesterday that policy along with other security measures is 
under review at maximum security Union Correctional 
Institution. 

A nine-man SWAT team rushed the knife-wielding 
inmates shortly after 1 a.m. Tuesday, killing Ray Anthony 
Mitchell, 18, and critically wounding Jerry Rasberry, 27, in 
the hail of gunfire. 

The hostage, Terri Rimes, 22, was stabbed in the left 
shoulder. Officials at Union General Hospital iin Lake 
Butler said her condition was good. 

Bradford said Rimes, a four-year employee at UCI, 
suffered **a severe cut on the shoulder, down through the 
muscle.** 

Bradford said Rasberry probably stabbed Rimes because 
**he was in that area." 

Vernon Brad ford , a spokesperson for the state Department 
of Corrections, said inmates are not supposed to be in the

Mitchell, who was serving a life plus 40 years sentence for 
the murder of two elderly Dade County couples, was last 
seen during a break after a 2 p.m. culinary class. 

Rasberry, of St. Petersburg, who was serving life plus 20 
years for aggravated assault and robbery, left the furniture 
factory were he worked at 3 p.m. for a 20-minute break. 

Armed with homemade knives (sharpened spoon ends), 
the two burst into the out office of Assistant 
Superintendent Paul Gunning and took hostage Rimes and 
another secretary, Debbie Wright, 26. Later Wright was 
pulled to safety through a door to the prison courtroom by 
guard Dennis Dowling.

Attorney General Jim Smith is presenting Thomas 
Hobbes* Levkatum. Hobbes wi^ the 17th Century natural 
phikMepb^ who awoke iis all to the natural state of Man: 
nasty, brutish and short. Hobbcss has never lost his 
poptdarity because so man^ have found it so easy to jus^fy 
almost myt^ in fi^t of life bei^g so nasty, toitish, etc. 

Smith has an unmistakable amiabiHty for Hobbes. His 
voice is full of sincerity as he uses Hobbes' words to say 
that the **passioBS thitt mdme oiea towiid peace ace tear 
and violence.*' 

That is the root of Smith's justification for the electric 
chair, an instrument he was partly responsible for taking 
out of mothballs and thrusting into the public 
consciousness.. Fear and vk>lence, argues Smith, motivate 
people to give up their natural right to km oik another for 
the right to safety that society offers them. 

If we use the death chair as an effective instrument of 
fear, postulates Smith, we will be moving people 
instinctively toward a better society. 

"1 think Hobbes has gottati some bad press," he 
concludes. "It is essential for everyone to know the rules of 
society and know the consequences of breal^ag^ ^lose. 
rules . * ' Such is the social contract! 

Edward Skellings, poet laureate of Florida, is quick to 
point out the problem with Hobbes. "He was writing about 
primates, not hnmans/' What he is saying is that our 
simian ancestors developed society's epochs before 
Homosapiens ever walked the Earth. 

If Hobbes did not anticipate the modem ideas of Darwin 
and Leakey, Jim Smith did not anticipate Janet Reno, the 
state attorney for Dade County, and in the wake of the 
Arthur McDuffie murder and the Johnny White "gold 

plumbing " scandal, the most controversial woman in the 

state. 

Reno is chief law enforcer in a city where the head of the 
Police Benevolent Association has called for citizens to arm 
themselves. Where domestic squabbles routinely turn into 
shooting deaths. Where black youths kill other black 
youths so often , according to Reno, that death has become 
commonplace in Liberty City; that it has lost its meaning. 

Dade County is described by conference moderator 
Richard Rubenstein as the "cutting edge of civilization." It 
is a place where fear and violence have not led to social 
order but to more fear and more violence. The poverty in 
Dade County has grown so intense that its wake of fear and 
violence has spread into the suburbs, where middle class 
whit^ men are shooting at each other over their lawn 



mowers. 

Reno is glancing in Smith's direction as she contradicts 
his insights. 

"Where I think government has failed," she says,**is not 
at giving young blacks a fear of death but in not giving 
young black& a chance to Hve for something constructive. 
Death l)as lost its meaning in Liboty City. Peo|rie are being 
sent to the electric chair in this state because they murdered 
someone. These people have no fear of death . " 

Reno's words have the effect of throwing the cold water 
of reality into the faces of people who are content to deal 
with power and morality as abstract items. 

Sht is^ying that society faOed these people lohg ago. 
From an early age they have been passed from one 
institution.to another. The pattern of their lives is 
estabUdied; from school to the juvenile authorities to the 
correctional institutions then buck to the streets. Some will 
probably be passed on to the electric chair. 

Reno becomes the s^ax of the conference. The powerful 
people arc dazzled by her aura, her position on the cutting 
edge of civiBzation. TKey never reafly seqn to grasp her 
point though: that the people at the bottom of society, the 
POOT and powerless, are vktims of the powerful. She is 
telling than that if they want to keep the fear and violence 
out of their own ndghlxxfaoods, they must first dimmate it 
from places like Liberty C^. 

The most Interestii^ Aing idxnit Janet Keoo is what 
appears to be the contradiction between what she thinks 
and what Mie does, Reno is the only person among the 
pow« dite here to deal with the powerless on a day-to-day 
basis. Saie soids them to jail. She is ^posed to capital 
punishment and Uames Smith for wanting to 
institutionalize it, but it is her office that is sending people 
to Death Row. 

Reno has decided to work for change within the systm, 
but the ^stem has apparratly come dose to alisorbing her! 
She is i»robably at a dkadvantage among these old men 
because she is a woman, but she gains a measure of thdr 
respect because she sencb people to Death Row; She is 
"doing her job." Sending someone to the electric chair 
may have become the ultimate m machinno. 

Reno is r^ictant to talk abottt the old boy syston she 
confronts. She seems to deii inth the i»oblem l^^iecomins 
part of it. * 

"I have women lawym ccwie into my office all the time 

complaining because some judge or lawyer has been calling 
them sweetheart or honey or baby. I tdl them to just ignore 
It and go out there aiui ^y the^une just as \md as the 
men do," explains Reno. 

Perhaps Bettc Wimbish a former member of the Crmie 
Compensation Commission, has tiie best perspective on tl» 
conference, on the way the power dite views power and 
morality. 

"These are aU very powerful people md it's natural, I 
suppose, for them not to want to ^ve up any of thdr 
power," says Wimbish. **But there's more to the proWem 
It's a very old system and it's very hard to dange. Most of 
these people share the same values and they can't 
understand the problems of other peof^. The proMems 
facing blacks, women and other oppressed people caa*t 
really be dealt with uati they have enoagh power to be 
equaUy represented at a meetii^ ttke this.

TOMMY'S 
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Bad cops 



During a recent interview with one of the City Commission 
candidates, we heard an interesting and eye-opening story; it is one 
city officials in Tallahassee should ponder a bit : 

The candidate recalled a Ne^borhood Watch meeting he had 
attended in which a police officer conducting a crime prevention cBnic 
recalled an incident from earlier'in his career. ^ 

Responding to a bnrglary-in-progress call in a residential area one 
night, the officer approached the burglarized house and saw a man 
sprint through the backyard toward a wooded area. The officer calls 
for the man to stop, but the man keeps running. Finally the officer 
draws his gun and takes aim — but doesn't shoot. ' 

instead he chases after the fleeing man, catches him and tackles 
him — and discovers that he is the owner of the house, not the 
burglar. 

That's what a good police officer did in a tight situation: he thought 
on his feet and didn't overreact. A bad police officer might have fired, 
and an innocent home owner may have been injured or even killed. 

It takes a cool head and sound mi^ to be a good cop, and 

understanding that, the City Commission should have settled its 
prolonged contract dispute with the city police department long before 

last Friday. Instead the city haggled and haggled until the police felt 
compelled to march on City Hall, and morale around the Department 
dropped to an all-time low, according to^many officers quoted in the 
Flambeau. 

One said he felt the city didn't much care about the police officers, 

and was only concerned with cutting a few dollars from the city 
budget. 

Indeed, Tallahassee cops, even with thek new pay increase, still 
tren't paid as much as police ofticers in Gain^ville, which is a smaller 
city. ' 

Bad cops are bad business; as the City Commission candidate 
told us, they are very dangerous. And we don't want any patrolling 
the streets in Tallahassee. 

Fortunately, the police officers have made themselves heard down 
in City Hall, and did get a 9.95% increase over two years. Not as good 
as we would have liked. But acceptable. 

But they're still underpaid, and as long as that lasts, the city will be

All 300 tickets available to students for A Chorus 
Line were sold in two hours on Monday. There arc 
no more tickets and the show wiU only b^ 
performed once.

So ask the hundreds, even thousands, of students 
and Tallahassee residents who wanted to attend one 
of the biggest cultural events in the history of this 
pluperfect hinterland. (Even the native Americans 
liked it only because it was dry.

It seems Florida State's Artist Series is shelling 
out $25,000 a day for A Chorus Line, and the 
biggest auditorium extant to show the production is 
Ruby Diamond— seating capacity 1,575. Tom 
Wright, past chair of the Artist Series and the man 
who booked this year's program, said that the 
Artist Series will only make back half the cost of the 
show (a loss of some $12,500). A Chorus Line is 
enroute and only available for one night, he added. 

Other productions this year, which have all done 
very well, will support the Chorus Line loss, he 
explained. This year's season is the greatest ever, he 
said. Student interest has never been so good. The 
Artist Series receives no student activity funds and 
is completely self-supporting. 

Of course, they also don't care much about 
students. 

"Students traditionally don't support artist 
series," said Wright. "They cheerfully support 
rock concerts.

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Andrick campaign ads 
make false claims

Action Party presidential candidate Jeff Andrick 
admitted yesterday that some of his campaign literature 
contains false informatkMi concerning his qualifications as 
a candidate. 

Although Andrick has maintained throughout his 
campaign that he is a registered lobbyist for higher 
education, he did not register to lobby with the Florida 
State Legislature until Monday, more thaii two weeks into 
the campaign. \ 

Flyers circulated during the two-and-a-half- week 
camp^iign listing the candidates' platform and their 
qualifications specify that Andrick and Steve Abbate, his 
running mate, are registered loM^rtsts for higher education. 

However, Andrick himself admits that he has neveir ioM»ed 
the Legislature. 

**I have not lobbied bl^or^," Andrick said. "I haven't 
spok«« to a committee before and I've never lobbied 
unofficiaily." 

^*It's a typical Action Party ploy,*' said Isaac 
Atkins, a vice presidential candidate froiii United 
Semlnoles Party, eliminated in the run-off election last 
week. "Action has been known in the past to give out 
falsifS^ political ^CTtents. They are willing to use any 
means they can to get this office." 

Defeated Academic Party presidential candidate Franks 
Burleigh Was moreblunt. 

''He's al>loody liar," said Burleigh. '*I don't think his 
whole-hearted interests lie with the students. ' ' 

Andrick said he thought someone on his staff had taken 
care of the registration. He could not remember who that 
person was. "It's just filling out a form," tbe^ esii^ned. 
''Anyone can register." ^ ' 

Until the' Student Goveriiment Elections Code was 
revised three weeks ago, false campaigning was a major 
offense and a candidate could have iiis or her name 
removed from the ballot if found guil^ by the student 
Supreme Court, according to Attorn^ General Cory 
Ciklin. That provision was changed, said Ciklin, because 
the Senate considered it a possible violation of the 
candidates' Brst Amendment rights.

McClean, along with others involved in 
Legal Services programs across the nation, 
has good reason to be uneasy. Rumblings 
fimi the Reagan adminisuation indicate the 



program may be in for fundamental changes 
that could me^n the end of Legal Services as 
it liow exists. 

In its sweeping conservative agenda 
released late last year, the Heritage 
, Foundation, a right-wing research group vMth 
close ties to chief Reagan aide Ed Mccsc. 
called for the abolition of the Legal Services 
Corporation. Director of the Office of 
Management and Budget David Stockman 
has called for an end to funding for the 
corporation, even though the S321 million 
appropriated the program this year is a rather 
pahry sum — "mere pocket change," the 
Heritage Foundation calls it — compared to

That such limiting legislation is a very real 
possibility became apparent toward the end 
of the 1980 congressional session.

Big bad governinent 

When Presidait Reagan released the det^ of his economic 
recovery plan to congress last night he made it very clear that he 
intends to bring to a screeching halt 50 years of government growth 
that began under FrankUn Roosevelt. 

Reagan's plan is to stimulate the economy to increased production 
through a massive 30% tax cut. To pay for that tax cut he proposed 
deep cuts in this year's federal budget followed by even larger cuts in 
next year's budget. 

This supi^y side economics has been treated with kid gloves by both 
democrats and the press. Both are taking a wait and see attitude, 
hoping for the best. 

In a time whoi most peopte feel intruitol upon by government 
regulations and taxes, stopping 50 years of ^vemment growth seems 
areascmablemove. « 

Let's stop fcH* just a nunute to look at just what those cuts will 
mean: 

•14.5 million children will lose nutrition support; 
•The elderly, will lose $1.2 billion in Medicade benefits; * 
•$1.1 billion will be lost to Social Security recipients; 
• $803 million cut from student aid will force many students out of 
college and many more will never be able to attend. 

Add these to the other cuts in programs for the arts, edircatkm and 
housing and it becomes clear just how dependent we have become cm 
Big GovermnentTs assistance in half a century.

Supply-siders reviving the far le

These are heady days for the small coterie of 
"supply-side" economists assembling in 
Washington to slash and burn the federal 
bureaucr^r^ 

SconilMi^ their more traditional colleagues, 
they have emerged as President Reagan's young 
Turks with the only optimistic view in town. If the 
term **simplistk;" was once hurled at them as an 
- epithet, they wear it today as a badge of honor. 

By emphasizing tax cuts as a way to stimulate 
industrial production in the private sector, 
economist Arthur Laffer, Congressman Jack 
Kemp, writer Jude Wanniski and director of the 
Office of Management and Budget David 
Stockman have zeroed in on the motor of the 
economy while their liberal demand-side 
competitors were making sure the ride was 
comfortable and the exhaust system worked. 

Simplistic or not, Laffer and his colleagues have 
cut through 45 years of liberal rhetoric about 
"distribution" and "aggregate demand" by talking 
- plainly about producing more goods. They also 
state unequivocally that jjrivate investors seeking 
their individual profits will produce the strongest 
and fairest national economy. 

The abiding virtue of this 18th century economic 
philosophy is clarity. OMB director Stockman has 
. taken individual private investment stimulated by 
tax cuts and anointed it king. 

But by attacking the very premises of liberal 
economics, the supply-siders are also opening up a 
Pandora's box. They are now raising fundamental 
questions about production and capital investment 
in the U.S. not addr^sed since Franklin. D. 
Roosevelt decided to pave them over with deficit 
spending. And Ainerica'slong dormant left wing — 
trapped for decades into knee-jerk sui^rt for 
liberal social programs— is beginning to stir* 

The groups range from the Citizen's Party to 
Tom Hayden*s Campaign for Economic 
Democracy, from the Democratic Socialist 
Oi^anizing Committee to the Comrnuni^ Party, 
USA. All have been searching for a way out of the 
**distrib«tion" trap — where the only popular 
reform batttes are over who gets the lion's share of 
government subsidies. 

U.S. leftists are convinced that the idealistic 
■ supply-side ecoiiomics will fail, and fail quickly. 
They intend to pick up the pieces, and are 
beginning the campaign now by asking theii" own 
hard questions. 

What if tax cutis are no more successful "than - 
deficit spending as a spur to product^? What if 
the "trickfe-down*' effects that supply-siders 
promise the poor take years to arrive? Whiu if the 
^onomy refuses to grow on schedule? Who then 
cares for the unanployed, the aged and the infirm? 

. At the heart of t!ie matter is whaif busmess 
economists call "externalities" — or all those costs 
of production not included OB fhe firm's balance 
sheet.

The relatively new Students* Party made a clean sweep of 
the elections, capturing all four of the Union Board seats 
up for grabs. 

Union Board seirt m. I: Qaig Lawrence, Students' Party, 
with 56% of the vote, beitt out Action's Anne Artmeier 
with 44% of the vote. 

Union Board seat no. 2: Debbie Gates, Students' Party, 
received 57% of the votes beating out Pete SiWestri, Action 
Party, who received 43 % of the votes. 

Union Board seat no. 3: Cameron Stevens, Students' 
Party, with 52% of the vote, edged out Action's Vici 
Powell, with 48% of the votes. 

Union Board seat no. 4: Students' Party Marty Graham 
took 56% of the votes over Action Party's John Boudet, 
who received 44% of the votes. 

Each parly was allowed to spend $1000 during the two^ 
week long campaign. Action Party, however, overspent by 
$21 11, which constitutes a major campaign violation 
under the Student Government Election Code.

Pope appeals to Chinese Catholics 



UNrTEO HUBS INTEKN ATIONAI. 

MANILA, Philippines — Pope John 
Paul II made an onotional appeal to the 
Roman Catholics of- mainland China 
yesterday urging them to return to the 
Vatican's fold. 

The pontiffs appeal to Chiiiiese Catholics 
came at the end of a gr^Kiig day in which 
he urged the poor to reject '^violence, class 
struggle and hatred" and mpVed 16 martyrs 
a step closer to sainthood. On the aecond 
day of his first trip to Asia, the pontiff said 
that since he was elected poj;tc he had 
"ardently desired to express my affection 
and esteem to all my brothers and sisters of 
the church in China.** ^illMl 

The pontiff told ^^t 150 
representatives of overseas Chinese 
Catholic communities that Rome's 
difficulties with the communist ^ivemment 
in Peking "belong to the past and now it is 
the future that we have to look to." 

When the communists took over China 
in, 1949 they banned all churches, but in the 
past two years they have allowed expression 
of religion although under gotvenunent 
supervision. 

The Catholic church in China is a 
national church and is not affiliated with 
the Vatican. Appointment of bishops in 
China is subject to govenunent control.

At the end of a grueling day in which he 
urged the. poor to reject violence and 
appeared before 400,000 people to move 
the 16 church martyrs a step closer to 
sainthood, the pope sprang a surprise in 
his last public appearance of the day. 

•*The church has no other aim than to be 
faithful to the nusston entrusted to her by 
her divine founder," the pope said in a 
speech that was tape recorded by the 
ijiurch*s Radio Veritas IcM- biti^^ all 
ovo'Asui. ' 

"She has no political or economic goals; 
die has no worldly mission,** he said. ''She 
wants to be» in China as in any other 
country, the herald ofthe kingdom of Ciod. 

"She deskes n^ privileges, l»it only thm 
all those who follow Christ may be able to 
express their faith freely and puHlcly and 
live according to their consciences." 

The iramediate effect of the pope*s call 
for the return q{ the Chinese chtnxli to the 
authority of Rc^e was liot , clear as 
mainland China has indicaM. the Vatkan 
would have to bieak ties linth Taiwan 
before it could resume authority over 
Chinese Catholics.

Boasting what may be the toughest schedule in college 
baseball, the Florida State Seminolcs take to the diamond 
Saturday afiernoon to kick off the 1981 season with a 
doubleheader. 

Game time is 1 p.m. on Seminole Field (located across 

Pcnsacola St. from Campbell Stadium). FSU hosts Georgia 
Southern in two, seven inning contests on Saturday then 
faces them again at 2 p.m. Sunday afternoon to round out 
the weekend series. 

The Seminoles are scheduled for 70 gaiios this Season, 
seven more than last year, including 44 home games.

Stiidents hit with tuition hike

Graham would spend $3.6 biUioa to tiTB^ the state's 
education system into the top 25^0 in the nation in terms of 
funding. That amounts to a $708.2 million inoease over 
the amount spent this year. Tuition would go up slightly^ 
but the state would increase its contribution per student to 
$4,453 — about $350 more per student than is currently 
provided. 

Graham also endorsed a recommendattoii by the Board 
of Regents to aUow several of the state's upper divisicHi 
colleges to begin limited admission of freshmen, but would 
divert money from the state's general education fund to pay 
for that expansion. The regents had proposed forcing the 
upper division universities themselves to pay the cost of 
admitting freshmen. 

Public schools would get $19 million, or 12^ iucrease in 
funding, bringing total spending on elementary and high 
school to $1.7 billkm. Graham would raise teachd* salaries 
by over $3,000 over the next two years. 

Graham would also increase outlays for special and 
gifted students. 

Graham hailed Florida's *'new knage" as a state that 
wdcomes business, and pledged $27 milli<»i to further 
enhiuice tiua image. Most of that money will be channeOed 
tiirough the Department of Comm^ce, he said, and the 
Division of BeoBOOuc Drvdc^Mnent wcmld receive $8.5 
iniilion a year to lure industry to the state by the end of the 
biennhim. That's ttearly double the division's current 
budget. 

Graham woold increase the state tourism budget by 



170^ over the biennium, going from $5.8 million a ym to 
$12.8 million. That money will pay fot natioaal advertising 
^o convince toursts to vaoiticm ho'e and improve services 
for those who do. - v 

Graham would also offer tax incentives to new industry, 
accelerating the depreciation allowance deduction on 
corporate profits and lepcdJ&Rg the property tax on business 
enterprises inventories in accordant with a constitution^ 
amendment approved by voters last fall. At the same time, 
businesses would no longer be able to claim tax exemptions 
on overseas profits in excess of $200,000 per year. 

Graham requested $325 million for a three point 
program to meet Florida's, transportation needs; First, he 
would set aside $100 million to complete Florida's interstate 
highway system, much of which the state may be able to 
recover from the federal government. Second, he would 
spend $130 million on road maintenance; and third, he 
would spend $72 million for public transportation, with 
another $113 million set aside for local public 
transportation and road building. 

Graham would levy a sates tax on gasc^ine purchases to 
pay for the increases in transportation funding. Motorists 
would pay a little over six cents per gallon, that in addition 
to eight cents per gallon tax they now pay on gasoUne 
purchases. Graham would also double license tax fees for 
tractor-trailOT trucks. 

Senate President W.D. Childers rejected Graham's plan 
for an increased gasoline tax, however, but said he might 
endorse a penny sales tax increase. 

"If there's going to be a tax increase, I would prefer that 
it be a sales tax increase. That would raise enough money to 
do what we have to do and leave some fcM- much needed 
property tax relief," the Pensacola Democrat explained.

Much of the 
opposition beyond that, according to Auslander, 
will be the responsibility of the university students 
with the greatest access to the Legislature — FSU, 
and Florida A&M University. 

"We are really going to have to get ourselves

While in a tight race for a seat in the Texas House 
of Representatives early in his career^ Ljmdon 
Baines Johnson handed a press release to his chief 
aide and told him to give it to the local newspaper. 

In the release, Johnson accused his opponent of 
having carnal relations with barnyard animals. 

Incredulous, the aide said he couldn^t ^ead 
something lilce that around, that np one would 
beKeveit. 

**I know." said Johnson, "but let's make the 
bastard die/iy it." 

That's essentially what Mayor Dick Wilson has 
done to Kent Spriggs, his opponent in next 
Tuesday's City Commission runoff. Spriggs is now 
on the defensive, denying that he is or ever was a 
communist. And in Tallahassee, even having to 
deny that charge is a pretty heavy political cross to 
bear^ 

Wilson ran a series of campaign ads this week 
that painted Spriggs as a wild-eyed, bombthrowing 
revolutionary, and though each charge is based 
primarily on innuendo, and though Spriggs has 
quickly and effectively answered each of them, the 
ad campaign has done its job. 

An unpopular incumbent with little record to 
stand on, Wilson barely made the runoff, edging 
out attorney Marlow White by one percentage 
point and finishing a distant second to the 
frontrunning Spriggs. 

An activist labor lawyer with his roots in the civil 
rights movement of the 60s, Spriggs ran so well in 
the primary because he is well-organized, has a 
broad base of support which includes the young 
student population and the more conservative yet 
politically active neighborhood organizations, and 
because, clearly and simply, the Harvard-educated 
lawyer is more qualified for the job. 

For those reasons, Wilson has no base of 
support, which is partially accountable for the low 
voter turn-out for the primary two weeks ago. 
Spriggs' voters came to the polls in droves but the 
rest of the community stayed away. 

Wilson does have the money, however. Business 
and developer interests have stocked his canipaign 
coffers well. But as Nat Pollack found out a year 
ago, when he was soundly defeated by 
Commissioner Carol Bellamy, money doesn't 
necessarily buy a victory. It takes votes, and

Judicare: Does it spell an end to justice for the poor?

Although the future of the current Legal Services i»rogram 
seems uncertain, it's doubtful that the eiKt of all legal 
assistance for the poor is in store. * 

"The concept of legal assistance is pretty well ingrain^," 
said Florida State law professor Steve Goldstein. "But we'll 
probably see it take some different form. We could get some 
kind of entitlement system Uke Judicwre. 

Judicare. To some, the most draocratic of legal assistance 
programs: to provide low-income clients with the money for 

legal representation, Imt ^Ub^' them the f reedkMa to choose 

their own attorney. 

To others, Judicare is a clever, insidious way of dividing the 
poor, of burying their common complaints in a qtia^niiv of 
individual litigations, and in the process, creating a new dass 
of government-subsidized, private law professionals. 

Judicare would work muCh the same as Medicare. Like the 
present Legal Services programs, said Goldstein, the 
government would fund legal representation. Unlike Legal 
Services, the government would not provide the attorneys; 
the clients would have to find them for themselves. 

"There's really nothing new about Judicare," said Jack 
McClean, director of the Tallahassee-based Legal Services of 
North Florida. The spending patterns of the national 
independent Legal Services Corporation bear him out: of the 
$321 million alloted the corporation for the first nine months 
of this year, $30 million is earmarked for Judicare. 

In fact, the corporation itself has published a study 
recommending the use of Judicare in conjunction with staff 
attorney programs, like North Florida Legal Services, as the 
optimum method of delivering legal assistance. 

According to McQean, Judicare could offer a particular 
advantage to North FtoridaXegal Services, which services a 
broad 12-county area. 

*It*s much more practicd for sparsely populated areas," 



McClean said. For example, "It takes tluree hours for one of 
our staff to difve to a dient in Holmes County. It woohl be 
easier if the c^ent could just go to a lawyer in Bonifay. It 
makes more sense." 

Still, McQean says staff attorney services should not be 
made to suffer so Judicare can be expanded. 

"A staff attorney system is more respon^ve to the cUoit," 
McC3ean said, eiqslainmg that a private attorney with Umited 
resources and working for less than the nornud hourly pay a 
lawyer receives, may not pursue a Judkare cBoit's case mth 
utmost diligence. 

Staff-Attorney programs arc also "more directly 
controlled" by c^ble dients than a Judicare system wouki 
be, McCl^ said. North Florkia Legal Services, he. pointed 
out, must openfte oidy as its board of directors directs. 

••We have to do what they say." McClean said. •*bne year 
they said, •we're going to do l^al education,* and that was' 
all we did that year— educaticm." 

If critics of Legal Services most often advocate Judicare as 
aa alternative, the reason is not to save money. This year's 
appropriation, which barely got through the lame-duck 1980 
Congress and runs out in September, amounts to only $321 
million. Even the Heritage Foundation, one of the most 
vocal critics of the program, refers to the federal^noney it 
gets as "pocket change." 

Moreover, as Alexander Cockburn and Jame^ Ridgeway 
point out in the Village Voice, Judicare would inevitable 
involve some complex system of entitlement, nnich like the 
Food Stamp program or Aid to Families with Dependent 
Children. Just as in those programs, the fkxxigates would be 
opened for runaway costs. 

Rather, the Heritage Foundation says, Legal Services 
should be abolished because the program "researches and. . . 
brings class-action suits which its theorists and lawyers 
believe will help the poor but which the poor know Uttle 
about. . .Most of the reasoning behind those lawsuits are the 
theories of the left, and they, are lawsuits whacb would.

if the spirit of Tuliy Gym were personified, it would 
probably kx>k a lot like Hugh Durham. 

The former Florida State basketball player and coach, 
v^o is now at the helm of the Georgia Bulldogs' cage 
squad, is as much a part of the history of tiny Tully as the 
portrait of Bud Kennedy, the czar of Seminote basketball, 
that hangs on thenortli wall of the gymnasium. 

**I sort of grew up in Tully Gym," Durham noted in a 
telephone interview with the Flambeau. **1 spent more 
years there than anyone; it's more of a home than anywhere 
else." 

He's not kidding. Durham was a sophomore when Tully 
Gym opened in 1956 and scored an impressive 18 points in 
the first roundball contest ever held in the structure. But it 
wasn't enough as the Seminoles fell 74-63 to Texas A&M. 
And over the next three years, FSU definitely wasn't a 
basketball powerhouse, winning only 26 of 74 games.(**We 
weren't really too talented," Durham admitted.) 

But while "we" weren't doing loo well, "I" was etching 
his name in the FSU record boc Durham is sixth on the 
all-time Seminole career scor ng list, just under Dave 
Cowens, at 18.9 points per game. He's also third in the 
single season scoring average column with a 21.9 average 
for the 1958-59 season. Durham, who played from 1956 to 
1959 under Kennedy, also holds the record for the second 
highest single game effort ever turned in by a Tribe eager 
(43 points against Stetson in his sophomore year). 

Durham didn't abandon Tully Gym when he graduated. 
Like a child returning to the womb, the former player 
became a graduate assistant then an assistant coach under 
Kennedy, who from 1948-66 won 234 games and lost 203. 
When his mentor retired, Durham stepped right in and 
started building a dynasty that peaked in 1972 when the 
Seminoles came one game short of winning the national 
title, losing to UCLA 81-76 in the final. It may have been 
FSU 's finest hour. 

And if 1972 was FSU's finest year, the finest games his 
teams played were against a Jacksonville squad which was 
ranked sixth in the nation and undefeated when they came 
to Tallahassee. 

*'We jammed Tully Gym," Durham enthused, getting 
caught up in the emotion of the story. 'T don't know how 
many people we had in there when we played Jacksonville 
and they had Artis Gilmore and Cowens was a senior. 

"Those games were probably the two biggest games 
played in Florida. The first time we were 18th and they were 
sixth in the nation and we beat them 72-69. The second 
time, in Jacksonville, we were eighth and they were sixth.

(FSU lost 70-61 .) Those were enjoyable." 
Undoubtedly. Playing in Tully must have been great 

fun for Durham, who is FSU's winningest coach with a 
.708 career mark. During 12 seasons, he won 125 of 138 
games played in Tully, including undefeated at-home series 
in 1969 (11-0), 1973 (9-0) and 1975 (13-0). Only once did he 
lose three games in Tully while twice losing two games and 
six times coming oh-so-close and losing a single contest. 

**We didn't lose too often playing in Tully," Durham 
said. And would he want to play there now, as an 
opponent? "If I had a choice, no. I don't think anybody 
would want to play there." 

And while Durham didn't create the fear of playing in

Tully Gym has been good to Joe Williams. 

Way back in 1%2, the Mississippi native got his first 
coaching job in Tully as the freshman coach under 
Seminole basketball legend Bud Kennedy. He soon moved 
on, taking the top positions at Jacksonville ('64-'70) and 
Furman ('70-'78), but be didn't forget where his roots were. 
And in 1978, he returned U> lake over the helm of the 
Florida State Semi notes. 

Now in his third year with the Tribe cagers, Williams has 
lost only seven games in the tiny brick and steel structure on 
theFSU campus. A win tomorrow night when FSU faces 
the Florida A&M Rattlers at 7:30 p.m. in the Tully finate 
would boost his win total in Tully to 25. His career record 

with FSU is 53-28. 

•*i can't say anything bad about Tully Gym yet," 
Williams said jokingly. **We still have one more game 

here." 

-But even though Williams wouldn't voice them, some of 
his, and his predecessoi^' complaints about Tully would 
have to center around its age and size. More than 25 years 
old, it doesn't fit in FSU's plans for building a basketball 
dynasty. That's why the Seminoles will be moving to the 
Leon County Civic Center next season — another brick and 
steel structure, but one that holds 12,000 people, not the 
three grand that can cram into Tully. 

And though he preferred not to comment about the 
move, you could almost see his eyes light up while Williams 
thought about playing downtown. But he will miss the 
homey atmosphere of the only Seminote home court he's 
ever been on. 

"It has a certain amount of warmth," Williams said. 
"The players feel at home here, so they play well; they play 
with a lot of intensity. 

"That may be because the sound really echoes and 
carries in there. The noise leve probably helps to get 
everyone excited." 

And even though attendance has been a little off this year 
(averaging 2,001 fans per game), tomorrow the noise level is 
liable to blow the roof off the gym. Though only two years 
old, the rivalry between the Seminoles and the Rattlers is a 
strong one. Add a final appearance on the Tully hardcourt 
for the Seminole seniors and you get a jampacked 
gymnasium. 

"This is the last home game for a lot of players — 
Mickey Dillard, Elvis RoUe, Bobby Parks, Kris Anderson 
— and it's played against Florida A&M," Williams said. 
"In a lot of ways it's going to be an emotional game."

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(Florida's old collegiate basketball facility) 
but also some of the new facility," explained 
a somewhat bitter Paul Dirks, FSU's director 
of recreation. "The whole idea of Gaiaetville 
is that it's a student facility. 

•*They*ve got an on-campus recreational 
facility they can use all year; we've got a 
facility downtown that we get to use to watch 
our teams, but doesn't help us in 
participation at all." 

The O'Connell Center, rising Uke a huge 
Teflon balloon on the Florida campus, is a 
dream come true for Gator students and 
athletes. It has a 12,000 seat basketball 
stadium and enough room for seven activities 
to be taking place at the same time. It houses 
seven basketball courts, eight volleyball 
courts, 12 badminton courts and gymnastic, 
dancing, martial arts and weighlifting rooms, 
not to mention an Olympic-sized swimming 
pool and complete indoor track facilities. 
And it's open for student use. 

In comparison, the Civic Center, which is 
impressive but definitely not aesthetically 
pleasing, is a joke. It is mainly a basketball 
facility which will be converted to house 
concerts or other events such as the circus. 
And it's not open to the public, so unless 
you're an FSU athlete, odds are the only way 
you'll get inside is to pay the admission fee. 

And, adding insult to injury, Florida State 
could have had a facility similar to, or even 
better than Florida's. 

"One of the things that has gotten lost over 
the years is that originally, in 1973, there was 
a task force on this campus to recommend 
what its recreational needs would be in the 
next few years," added Dirks, who served on 
the task force headed by David Matthews 
of Illinois. "They recommended that Tully 
Gym be expanded into a facility similar to 
what the University of Florida got built. 

"It would have been a facility available to 
students on a daily basis for intramural and 
free play, and would have included 
gymnastics and combative rooms, 
racquetball courts and weight rooms.

'However, when they decided to go to the 
Civic Center, the whole idea was scrapped. " 

But won't playing varsity basketball games 
at the Civic Center help free \>p courts for 
Intramural and free play? 

"Technically, we will get the usage time 
while they are playing," Dirks noted. "But it 
doesn't really help us out. It will be 
impossible to schedule games at those times. 

"My major disagreement (with the 
project) is that the Civic Center isn't going to 
relieve the overcrowded conditions for 
Intramurals, the sports club and the general 
student body participants— the ones who are 
neglected because they're not organized." 

And where does Dirks think the root of the 
trouble lies? 

"The real problem is that facilities have 
not kept up with student enrollment. 
Dirks, who has been at FSU since 1970. "The 



time available now for intramural and free 
play is less than when we had 10,000 
students." 

And where has the biggest usage cutback 
been? 

"The biggest change has been in Tully 
Gym. It's not available for general recreation 
anymore. As a free recreation area it has just 
about been eliminated. Six hours of prime 
usage time per day goes to varsity basketball 
practice." 

But won't the opening of the Civic Center, 
scheduled for September, after months of 
delays, help? 

"From the standpoint of recreational 
programming, I don't see it helping the 
campus community at all," Dirks noted, 
addigg , "Except as spectators. It will be 
itfMlimfortabk.''

it is often tempting to perceive Oskar as a brat who hardly 
prc^esses past the terrible twos in his interactions with the 
rest of SQpiety, He might even be described as a sociopathic, 
or at very least, an incredibly neurotic little boy whose 
primary activities are drumming and iHeidungglass with his 
high-pitched scream. 

In the film as in the novel, German war guilt parallels 
Oskar's personal involvement in the deaths of several 
members of his family. Although he chooses not to take 
part in the adult world of Nazi Germany, he is instrumental 
in killing his own relatives. Near the end of the film Oskar 
joins a troupe of Lilliputians to perform for German 
soldiers at the front. By this time, Oskar himself proudly 
wears a German uniform. 

Oskar's attempt at escapism is not successful, at least in 
terms of making a clear distinction between good and evil. 
In seeking to avoid the evils of the adult world, he has 
found only an equally pervasive potential for 
destructiveness inside himself. His decision at the end of the 
film to start growing again, to take responsibility, coincides 
with the end of World War II and the necessity of Germans 
at that time to face bitter truths about themselves and 
Hitler's Third Reich. 

As Bebra, the Lilliputian performer, said to Oskar: "... 
Our kind has no place in the audience. We must perform, 
we must run the show. If we don't, it's the others that run 
us. And they don't do it with kid gloves."

Consolidation Charter 

•If it ain't broke, don't fix it'

More than 150 concerned citizens turned 
out la't night to lambast city and county 
officials who developed the consolidation 
charter at the first public hearing held on 
the subject. 

"I'd like to mention Hurley Rudd's 
axiom *If it ain't broke, don't fix it,'* 
Drews Oven said, claiming that there's 
nothing wrong with the present two- 
government system. "I'd like to add my 
corollary: If it ain't fixed, don't buy it." 

Oven objected to the nine-member 
consolidated commission saying that both 
their number and their $19,000 salaries 
should be reduced. He also questioned the 



$700, instead of current $365, candidate 
qualifying fee and that the charter was 
designed so that the present commissioners 
will succeed themselves. 

Oven's concerns were echoed by several 
other citizens, who added concerns of their 
own that centered on the charter's more 
controversial sections. 

"There are three issues of grave concern 
to the Leon County Democratic Excecutive 
Committee," said John Ausman, who 
heads the group. "We've taken a stand 
against non-partisan elections, at-large 
elections, and the high number of people 
{20°/o of the registered voters) needed to 
begin the petition process (to amend the 
charter)," he added. 



Wilson says he's withdrawing ads

Mayor Dick Wilson yesterday admitted 
he had taken off the air ads that insinuated 
opponent Kent Spriggs was a communist, 
but added the action was planned in 
advance. 

"The ads we pulled were designed to run 
yesterday and today (Wednesday and 
Thursday) only," Wilson said. 

Wilson was running ads on both 
television and radio that referred audiences 
to an ad in yesterday's Tallahassee 
Democrat that said Spriggs' vBit to Cuba 
several years ago with the "Vmkctciiios 
Brigade" was connected with a branch of 
the revolutionary Students for a 
Democratic Society group. 

Spriggs yesterday flatly jienied he was a 
communist and called Wilson's ad a 
desperate, pathetic ploy. 

Wilson, a state lobbyist, and Spriggs, a 
labor lawyer who has tried many sex and 
race discrimination cases, face off in next 
Tuesday's municipal runoff election for 
Wilson's seat on the City Commission. 

Spokespersons for the advertismg staffs 
of some of the city's radio and television 
stations confirmed Wilson's statement. 



Wilson also said in a telephone interview 
that he no longer favored tearing down City 
Hall to build an $11.7 million dollar new 
one. Wilson ha4 supported the project until 
the primary election last week. 

"I would not vote to continue the 
building (of the new City Hall) — cost 
overruns or undemins or anything," he 
said, adding that the people had spoken on 
the issue in the primary by voting for 
Marlow White. 

White made saving City Hall the 
keystone of his campaign, and Wilson 
narrowly edged out Whlil^for a chance to 
face Spriggs. White endorsed Wilson 
Monday. 

The mayor also denied the city had been 
negotiatHig in bad faith with the Police 
Benevolent Association, who soundly 
rejected the city's latest contract offer 
yesterday. 

"The oiffer we gave pofiice was the same 
one they submitted to us originally (in 
January)," Wilson explained. "Then they 
came back and wanted a second year 
addition. Since they turned their own 
proposal down, we'll go to a special master 
in the next few days."

Beam said, studenu 
face a \4% increase in housing costs, a 
Board of Regents-proposed increase in the 
university Health Fee ceiling, and a 
steadily increasing cost of living due to 
inflation. 

Those costs will all be compounded by 
the university system's transition to a 
semester system. Under the system, which 
will go into effect Fall quarter of this year, 
students will be forced to pay their fees in 
large sums twice a year, rather than the tri- 
annual fee payment cunently adnunistercd 
by the quarter system. 

The FSA also decided on their priority 
list for legislative action during their weelc- 
end meeting. The priority list includes: 

—support for a Capital Improvement 
Trust Fund Fee bill coming up before the 
Legislature. The bill would require the 
approval of a university's student 
government before the student-supplied 
Capital Improvement Fee could be used 
for new construction. A similar bill was 
approved last year, but vetoed by Graham 
as part of the Education Omnibus Bill; 

—support for truth-in-testing 

legislation; 

— lobbying to have a student 
representative placed on the Florida State 
Financial Aid Advisory Council; 

— research into rising student housing 
costs.

This letter is an expression of outrage at the 
statements made by Patricia Martin, property 
managtr of Regency Realty Corporation. On 
February 4, 1981, the Flambeau provided its 
reading audience with excellent coverage of the 
Alpine Village rent strike. My commendations to 
Michael Moline and the staff of the Flambeau for 
a superb article. 

My major complaint is not directed at the 
Flambeau, but at Martin for the terrible lies and 
offensive statements she made about the tenants 
of Alpine Village. Martin was quoted as saying 
that she has "not had any tenant complain" to 
her.

INDIANAPOLIS — Mass murderer Steven 
Timothy Judy says he would rather die in the electric 
chair than spend his life in prison. Unless the American 
Civil Liberties Union finds a legal means to intervene, 
Judy will walk from a cell at Indiana State Prison in 
Michigan City to the electric chair sometime after 
midnight and before dawn March 9. Judy's execution, if 
carried out, would be the first in 20 years in Indiana. 

FLINT, Mich. — Thousands of auto workers are 
refusing to file income tax returns and falsifying 
withholding forms in a revolt that has stymied the 
government. The protestors argue that income taxes 
violate citizens' rights in several ways, in particular, that 
forcing a person to report income violates rights against 
self-incrimination. 

The IRS is threatening to strike back with its entire 
legal arsenal, but conceded the large number of protestprs 
will make prosecutions difficult. 

OLYMPIA, Wash. — Moral Majority goes to court 
today to learn which public schools have borrowed a 
controversial sex education film from the Washington 
State Library.

White numerous locals tromped off to JacksonviUe, seeking 
the Holy Gra^ in the form of Bruce Springsteen, a couple 
hundred stepped down the street to Tommy's last 
Wednesday to join the wild, TcX'^Mex antics of Joe "King" 
Carrasco. What they found was rock and roll both close to 
home and close to the heart. Arriving in town just a few 
hours before showtime, after a long night in New Orleans, 
the "King" was a bit weary, but friendly and engaging as he 
chatted with interviewers in his distinctive Texas twang. 

Later, Carrasco and the Crowns — who play a mutant 
mix of Texas garage-band pop, Chicano street-music and 
Mexican singalongs combined with punk speed — pumped 
away for more than an hour, the "King" leaping through 
sweaty, bouncing dancers to play atop table-tops and bar 
counters. It was all great, even redeeming fun, (ala James 
Brown) with the crowd screaming for more as Carrasco 
fought off turbaned, sunglassed manager Joe Nick Patowski 
before the inevitable encores. 
How was the Stiff tour? 

The Son of Stiff Tour (which ended just before Carrasco's 
Saturday N^t Live appearance) was the greatest tour ever 
done. We went to 11 or 12 countries altogether. . . 

/ bet Ireland was iptense, . . 

Yeah, there were soldiers all around, hiding in the bushes 
with camouflage on their faces. Our hotel in Belfast had been 
bombed 27 times. You got searched going in and out. . .but 
the concert was great, peopte there are starved for rock and 
roll. 

Where else did you go? 

Holland was nice. . .you could buy two kinds of hash over 
the counter upstairs in the place we played. We played in 
Berlin by the wall, but France was the best. We're real 
popular there. We're doing good in France with the single. 
We played Milan too. They had solidiers guarding the doors, 
but there was still a riot. It was sorta like that all over 
southern Europe. 1 just wanna keep travelin' overseas, like 
we wanna go to maybe Asia or sumthin' like that, maybe 
India. . . 

Well, now that you 've been on Saturday Night and gotten 
all these rave reviews, how do you enjoy success? 

I started thinking we were having some success, but I just 
spent nine hours in a van laying on top of a bunch of 
speakers — if this is success, I want to go back to the bottom. 
. ' What did you do when you weren 't playing guitar? 

I was a milkman for a summer, and I worked in a 
mine— the was the worst job 1 ever had. It really turns vour

life around. You go in before the sun's up and come back 
after sundown. 

Wime dUd your romance with Mesd^begbt? 

I first into Mexican music because my brother had an 

import store and we'd go down there to pdc up stoff. I 
couldn't stay because Tdi^'t have any pliers.

Ira asks why the medical establishment is of such strategic 
hnportance to the Woman's Liberation movement. 
Ehrenreich sighs; **Oh, women's health again." She has 
done this before, and somehow one suspects that historical 
connections are less important now. The answer, however, is 
too compelling to be ignored: 

**A great deal of women's lives and life cycles have been 
medicalized, probably incorrectly... Feminists in the 19th 
Century and this century agree that the most basic issue in 
the women's liberation movement is control over our own 
reproductive cycles. These are very fundamental things we 
arefightiDgfor." 

After two days of persistence, the time has finally come. 
And although two chfldren are waiting in the wings, piyinf 
Iheir nether with flowers, hoping for one more oppwtunity 
to be out in the CiMahame nai, she answers one last 
question. Movement veterans are always prepared for this; 
they too were once the yonqner feiwaliQn, aaxioi^ sesidng 
advice and clarification. 

To Ehrenreich, feminism must have a dichotomous focus. 
On the one hand, there is a tradition of fen^iism as a 
"continuation of the New Left, non sectuian, non rigid or 
dogmatic, and as a theory that has not seen that political 
traditions must deal only with pohtical economy." This is the 
"Utopian" focus of feminisni, as articuhtted 1^ Frances 
Wrigjht or Emma Goldman. 

Whenaiked if a bkmt dlfhiie fbcns m fesimisBB might lead 
to an attenuation of its effectiveness or hifhience, Elnenreich 



replied that "there is a strong tna^ioD lor woncn to he 
global." She added tiiat femhii^ Enuaa GoldiMni was not 
only a women's rights activist,but also engafed in the straggle 
against capitalism, for unionization, as weB mt the promotimi 
of principles of free love, atheism, and hoflMieexoallty. 

Ehrenreich maintained, hiwever, that feminism is 
manifestly "a special interest When yoU say you are a 
feminist, you are willing to put women and women's issues 

first. 

"You can't talk about tiie globaiecoaony without tidldiii 
about women's roles within it. A man who was an eoonoiniit 
and left out women would not onfy be a sexist, he would also 
be inaccurate. He would be wrong, ttd mmdsm haif ^ 

story." 

Ehrenreich suggested that American feminists can not be so 
myopic as to ignore the plight of poor women in this country, 
or third world women abroad, who are being exploited by 
American multinational corporations. She noted that women 
can ill afford to leave these struggles to someone else, as 
"there is not even a someone else to leave it to anymore." 

Ehrenreich said she believes that the Hyde Amendment 
can be viewed as a failure of middle class feminists to be 
concerned with the hardships of poor women. She reminds 
us that the Redstocking feminists must work toward the 
goals of those ' ' who are most oppressed. " 

• • • 

Barbara Ehrenreich's Thursday night lecture begins with a 
concern that American feminists have begun to view the 
women's liberation movement as "something that already 
happened. This view, the feeling that Women's liberation has 
been achieved takes two forms. Some women can be heard 
remarking *We are all liberated, we need to now sit back and 
enjoy it,' while others complain *We went too far, destroyed

known to cause sterility. He cited an early 
situation involving DDT (a pesticide that 
has been banned by the Food and Drug , 
Administration) and Gulf Coast Pelicans. 

"The first thing to go is the reproductive 
organs,'' Dougherty said, describing the 
slow extinction of the PeUcan at the mouth 
of the Mississippi despite attempts to 
populate the area. **A specific organism 
(Pelican semen) was wiped out by a speciflc 
chemical (DDT). If it can happen to 
Pelicans, it can happen to humans." 

The chemical found in the FSU student 
samples, which is commercially known as 
Fyrol FR-2, hs been used as a flame 



to build an $11.7 million new one, but changed his mind 
last week and now favors preserving the old one. 

Wilson mentioned the housing rehabilitation program 
enacted during his term that helped low-income families, a 
minority hiring program in City Hall, and several new bus 
routes and the Capital Center shuttle bus service as some of 
his accompHshments. 

Wilson's campaign in the last week has been concerned 
with revealing the ''true story" about Spriggs, claiming 
that some groups with which Spriggs has been affiliated 
and a trip to Cuba Spriggs made in 1971 exemplify his 
opponent's political persuasion.

If ever there were a City Commission election to vote in, this is it. 
The usually serene political punch-out has, this time around, turned 

into a real donnybrook, replete with finger pointing, name calling, 
mud slinging — even the spectre of — gulp — communism has been 

raised. 

This is a City Commission race, no less. Where the voter turnout is 
usually a hair more than Student Government elections, where 
campaign expenditures rarely exceed a few thousand, and where ail 
sides laugh it all off after the race is over. 

And where the difference between the two choices is usually slim, 
minute, difficult to detect. Not this time. There, are differences: 
Wilson is a lobbyist who has the support of big business and is 
considered a conservative. Spriggs is a labor lawyer with roots in the 
civil rights movement. 

And to hear Wilson tell it, roots in the communist party as well. 
That's been the meat of Wilson's campaign since the primary, in 
which the mayor barely escaped elimination. He has tried desperately 
to link Spriggs, who once visited Cuba with the Venceremos Brigade, 
to the defunct Students for a Democratic Society, a revolutionary 
organization formed on college campuses in the 60's. We believe it 
was a desperation attempt, and that it failed. 

Meanwhile Spriggs has kept hitting at the issues: energy 
conservation, the inability of the city to settle its contract dispute with 
the police, the propc^ed new City Hall, etc 

As for us, we have opted for Spriggs, since we think he is much 
more qualified and innovative than Wilson. 

But either way, we urge everyone to get out and vote. 

Afraid to look 

During her visit last week, feminist author Barbara Ehrenreich said 
she felt too few women seemed alarmed about the future. 

That's hard to understand, given the tone already set by the Reagan 
administration and its New Right allies. 

What gains the Women's movement has made — and tftere have 
been some, especially concerning abortion rights, which to us amounts 
to reproductive freedom — have already been targeted by the * 'pro- 
family" movement Reagan rode to victory last November. 

As an example, Ehrenreich focused on the cretinous Omnibus 
Family Protection Bill sponsored by Sen. Paul Laxalt of Nevada. 
Ehrenreich believes the bill would not only cut government funding to 
institutions which "present homosexuality as an acceptable Hfestyle,*' 
but would also scuttle government fumled rape crisis centers and 
shelters for battered wives since those manifestations of big bad 
government "interfere with the normal operations of the family." 

Sound absurd? Of course. Only the most cruel mind can actually 
blame spouse abuse shelters for the destruction of the family. 

On top of that, Reagan announced this week his plan to name a 
prominent anti-abortion activist to head the Federal Office of 
Adolescent Pregnancy Programs. 

Created in 1978 to deal with what experts called an epidemic of 
teenage pregnancies, the office provides grants for local groups that 
offer programs for adolescents, ranging from high school courses in 
contraception to medical care and vocational guidance. 

A source in the Reagan administration said Marjory Mecklenburg, 
president of American Citizens Concerned for Life, is in line for the 
post, and if she gets the nod, it will be the first time the program's 
director has advocated a particular positicm oa abortion. 

"Pro-family" opponents of the program claim it encourages sexual 
IkcRse and weakens family links, and now that one of their own may 
soon head the program, it could be phased out. 

So if Ehrenreich is correct, if too few women seemed alarmed about 
the future, it's because they aren't looking. 

Maybe they're scared to look; they should be. 
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Rayburn Blair's twisted vision

In the final days, the Bible warns, there will 
appear among us a host of false prophets — 
deceivers who will twist the truth and lead many 
astray. Heed not the counsel of these deceivers,, we 
are warned, for therein lies damnation. 

One would do well to remember those words 
when viewing The Family Bible Hour, the television 
broadcast beamed forth every Sunday morning 
from Tallahassee's Temple Baptist Church. 
Temple's pastor, Rayburn Blair, is the head of 
Florida's Moral Majority, and often uses the 
program to spread his vision of America as the new 
promised land. 

Blair devoted much of his sermon Sunday 
morning to a rabid tirade against Kent Spriggs, the 
lawyer who stands a good chance of capturing 
Mayor Dick Wilson's seat on the City Commission. 
Or who did, until Blair arid others like him began a 
campaign of red-baiting of the sort unseen in this 
country since Joe McCarthy was carted off to the 
lunatic asylum. 

Spriggs' trip in 1971 to Cuba with the 
Venceremos Brigade was well-documented even 
before Wilson began labeling him a communist 
after the primary. So was Spriggs' alleged 
imvolvement with the non-existent "Lawyers 
against Imperialism," and so was Spriggs' denial 
that he is not now nor has he ever been a 
communist. 

Spriggs' political ties and travel habits do not 
concern me. What concerns me is the fact that Blair 
could stand at the pulpit of his church and, without 
offering Spriggs the opportunity to defend himself, 
spew forth the torrent of lies, innuendo and half 
truths I heard Sunday morning. That one might 
want to see Cuban society, warts and all, in order to 
better realize the dream of equality that lies at the 
core of the American experiment never occurred to 
Blair.

TALLAHASSEE — State officials have given their 
conditional approval to a U .

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Education Commissioner responds to charges 
of racial segregation in Florida's universities

The U.S. Department of 
Fducalion may not agree, but Florida 
tducation Commissioner Ralph 
Turlington is convinced that racial 
discrimination in the state's 
universities is a thing of the past and 
is prepared to go to court to prove it. 

The Education Department's 
office of civil rights accused Florida 
of backsliding in its efforts to end 
racial discrimination in higher 
education on January 15. Florida was 
given 45 days to answer that charge 
or draw up a new desegregation plan. 

But Turlington, in a letter dated 
February 21, denied those charges 
and implied the civil rights office 
reached its conclusions without 



looking at all the evidence. 

In fact, said Turlington, 
"Florida's formerlv dual system of 
higher education has been 
dismantled. In addition, Florida has 
made substantial progress in meeting 
its voluntary affirmative action 
commitment. Florida's system is not 
segregated, and we remain 
committed to equal opportunity in 
higher education." 

In his reply, Turlington said 
18.63<'7o of all first year college 
students in Florida in 1979 were 
black, a percentage roughly equal to 
the number of black Floridians. 
However, that figure fell to \3A% 
this year, and only 8.3<^o of students 
at the state's predominantly white 
upper division universities were 



black. 

Furthermore, blacks earned only 
7% of the Masters degrees and 3.7% 
of the Doctoral degrees awarded by 
state universities in 1979. The 
number of white students enrolled in 
Florida A&M University was 8^o, 
compared to an all time high of 
\2.m in 1976. 

According to Turlington's 
executive assistant, Harold Friedman, 
that isn't the state's fault. It is 
unrealistic, Friedman said yesterday, 
to expect the proportion of blacks 
enrolled in universities to equal the 
proportion of blacks living in 
Florida. Instead, he said, Florida 
should concentrate on eliminating 
legal barriers to black enrollment at 
traditionally white universities, and 



those barriers have been etiminated . 

If the civil rights office doesn't 
agree, Friedman said, Florida is 
prepared to fight it out in court to 
prevent cut-off of federal funds to 
the state's university system. 

Elijah Smiley, president of Florida 
State's Black Student Union, insisted 
legal right of access to the university 
of one's choice means nothing unless 
blacks can afford to exercise that 
r^t, and right now they can't. 

*'There is no legal discrimination," 
Smiley explained. "But you know 
and I know there's still a lot ot 
discrimination in our state 
institutions. Florida has a long way to 
go before we reach the level of non- 
discrimination that's desirable."

Spriggs topples 
Mayor Wilson

A roitstng cheer greeted a smiling 
Kent Spriggs last night as he entered 
the front door of City Hall after 
defeating Mayor Dick Wilson in one of 
the most hotly contested local races in 
history. 

SpriggSr dressed in a tan suitcoat, 
light blue shnt and a dark bhiejtie wtth^ 
an American flag motif, was vkibly 
pleased after winning the electkm wHli 
53 Vo of the vote. 

"The degree of passion that's been 
aroused in the past two weeks is rei^y 
frightening,** Spriggs told reporters 
and well-wishers, referring to Wilson's 
campaign tactics that Spriggs has 
called a smear campaign. "It's begun 
to pull at the social fabric that holds us 
all together. 

'•In Tallahassee we enjoy a 
tremendous degree of harmony 
between the races and the various 
sections of town. Join with me in a 
prayerful attitude in the coming days 
that we restore the degree of harmony 
we've always enjoyed," Spriggs said. 

About 25^0 of city voters turned out 
to give Spriggs the victory 6,095 votes 
to 5,451, according to unofficial 
results. It was the city's four black 
precincts, which Spriggs took by a 4-1 
margin, that boosted the civil rights 
lawyer over the top. Without the black 
precincts, Wilson would have won by 



400 votes. 

Wilson, at an informal poolside 
gathering at the Ramada Inn East, said 
he was disappointed at both the 
turnout and the Tallahassee 
Democrat 's rok in the campaign. 

**In the last four years Tve tried to 
do a lot of things,*' Wilson said. **As a 
friend of mine told me four years ago, 
*lf you w«it to get re-dccted, then sit 
there and do nothing; if you don*t 
want to get re-dected, then try ami do 
somethings.' We tried to do 
some things, I'm just sorry the public 
did not accept what we tried to do. " 

Wilson added he did not imend to 
run for public office again, and said he 
had no apologies for making a big deal 
out of a Spriggs trip to Cuba in 1971 . 

"We did the right thing by pointing 
(the Cuba trip) out." the mayor said. 
'*The Ta/fa/hj'-^rr f^ctruKral absolutely 
refused to rcpvin aii ihe facts. I think 
their influence in this community was 
one of the major factors that defeated 
me tonight . They w rote four editorials, 
the first time they've ever done that in 
a local race, and evidently the\ were 
determined ihcy were going to defeat 
Dick Wilson, and they did." 

Wilson said he would get his 
government consulting business ott the 

ground again and remain active in the 

community.

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Familiar pattern 

It's hard to find much comfort in President Reagan's assurances 
that he has **no intentions" of tniring the U.S. in another Vietnam- 
style i ntervention in £1 Salvador. 

Reagan's announcement came the same day it was announced U.S. 
naval advisers are being sent to the civil-war-torn Central American 
nation. Putting Reagan's remarks alongside Secretary of State 
Alexander Haig's statement that the U.S. will take "whatever actions 
are needed" to halt an alleged flow of arms from Cuba to Salvadoran 
rebels, one isn't sure what to think. 

The Reagan administration is basing its actions on what it calls 
"overwhelming evidence" of communist foreign powers supplying 
military aide to leftists in El Salvador. Evidence that includes, 
according to a State Department report released last week, ^'captured 
documents." 

Captured documents. The phrase sounds all too familiar. It was on 
the basis of ** captured documents" that U.S. military advisers were 
sent to Vietnam to begin with, and later, that Richard Nixon justified 
further military incursions into Cambodia and Laos. 

Now, the i^ase plays a key role in the general revival of the 
domino theory, a Cold War scare tactic the State Department seems 
intent on resurrecting. Only this time, the site is much closer to home. 
The prospect of a military encounter with Cuba should make 
Floridians particularly uneasy. 

There's also the unavoidable contradiction in Haig's assertions that 
U.S. support for the increasingly repressive Salvadoran government is 
part of the new administration's campaign against 'international 
terrorism." By shipping arms, advisers, and maybe troops to El 
Salvador, the U.S. is acting on the behalf of a regime implicated in the 
deaths of tens of thousands of Salvadorans, as weU as the killings of 
American missionaries and journalists. 

Maybe most frightening in all this is the absence on the part of the 
press of any effort to question or investigate the administration's 
allegations. Save a few skeptical columnists, most journalists seem 
happy to relay the State Department's findings no questions asked. 

Money, arms, aide — then troops. And all the while claiming it is 
only in response to Soviet aggression. It's a pattern we've all seen 
before. This time, let's hope the American people don't let it go too 
far. 
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Reasons to be fearful (Part I)

Reasons to be fearful (a few general complaints): 
Hardly been a month since he took office, and 
already Ronald Reagan has managed to whip up the 
cold war to full fury. Now, the old cry of anti- 
communism is being hauled out to justify sending 
American advisors to help out the ruling junta in El 
Salvador. As if the people in El Salvador would 
never turn to arms were they not stirred up by 
foreign communist agitators. The implication of 
the Reagan administration's anti-"Soviet-backed 
international terrorism" rhetoric is that were it not 
for the U.S.S.R., everything in the world would be 
hunky-dory and there would be no more leftist 
insurgency anywhere. It's a proposition totally 
ungrounded and false. Even worse is the 
unashamed cynicism with which Reagan and Haig 
turn out gems like, "these aren't comjbat advisors, 

they're combat training advisors." 

• • • 

Though ultimately it was thwarted, the rightist 
coup attempted in Spain this week was an ugly sign. 
Spain is somethng of an oddity among Western 
European nations; until just a few years ago it was 
ruled by the iron hand of a rightist dictator 
Francisco Franco. The coup could be a sign of 
growing trouble in Spain, where right-wing 
elements aren't satisfied with King Juan Carlo's 

handling of Basque separatists. 

• • -• 

Funny how, hailing a new era of fiscal prudence, 
Reagan failed to cut money for the problem- 
plagued space shuttle. It's hard to see how, after so 
many failures, just one successful test firing can be 
seen as the go-sign. I'll believe the thing will launch 
in April when I see it. 

Whether the thing will ever be worth the money 
and trouble is even more doubtful than whether it 
will ever fly. To justify laying out billions for the 
shuttle, NASA all along said private enterprise 
would be Uning up to rent the shuttle for flights. 
But at something like $30 million a throw (and 
another $20 or so millions rent for a space lab), the 
government's having a hard time finding takers. 

That the Shuttle will be continued is probably

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Consumerist claims 
'we're on the march'

Carlton Warne has been successfully fighting for 
consumer interests for 45 years. Warne discussed his part in 
the consumer movement as co-founder of Consumers 
Union and its pubhcation Consumer Reports yesterday 
afternoon in the Haydon Burns Auditorium as part of a 
workshop sponsored by the Florida Slate Center for 
Economic Education. 

Warne retired last spring from the board of Consumers 
Union after a long career as the driving force behind the 
aggressive, influential organization for product testing and 
consumer advocacy. He was also a founder of the 
American Council on Consumer Interest and the 
International Organization of Consumer Unions. He is 
considered the first spokesperson for consumers. 

Warne, now a soft-spoken, slight man of 81, seems to 
have preferred qui^ determination to outspoken criticism 
as an approach to consumer advocacy. In his speech, he 
refered to Ralph Nader as "admiraUe" and "amazing**, 
yet a little hot tempered . 

Under Wayne, the Union caupulted to a circulation in 
the millions with international extensions which are equally 
successful. Though he is no longer on the administrative end 
of the organization, he still seems confident that, "We're 
on the march.** 



Feds report drop 
in draft registration

WASHINGTON — The Selective Service System 
reported yesterday that January' s dra f t registration drew 87% 
of the eligible 18-year-old men in the nation - prompting 
anti-draft groups to claim the system was not working. 

Selective Service said approximately 1,717,500 young 
men registered in January of the 1,987,000 eligible men 
born in 1962. Last summer's registration bad a comptiance 
rateof 93 percent. 

So far, 5,438,520 young men have registered for an 
overall compliance rate of 92 percent. In 1973, the final 
year of the Vietnam draft, the compliance rate eventually 
reached 99 percent. 

The latest compliance rate said Selective Service 
spokesperson Joan Lamb, goes along with our historical 
experience.*' 

But Aida Bound, associate director of the Committee 
against Registration and the Draft, said some 270,000 
young men's failure to register "is a huge number when you 
think of the power of the federal government. 

"This was a substantial drop-off in registration," said 
David Landau of the American Civil Liberties Union, a 
major anti-draft organization. He said it "will create 
significant law enforcement problems for the Reagan 
administration." 

Failure to register is a felony punishable by a $ 10,000 fine, 
a jail term of up to five years, or both. So far, there have 
been no prosecutions. 

"There could be up to 500,000 non-registrants now,'* 
said Landau. "This is further evidence that Reagan ought 
to drop the entire registration program.'* 

President Reagan campaigned in opposition to the 
program, begun under Jimmy Carter as a response to the 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan. 

Anti-draft opponents, however, fear he is backing away 
from his opposition and may even be willing to move 
toward peacetime conscription as part of his tougher 
fbreign policy stance. 

Other registration figures showed 21 percent of the 
January registrants asked to be contacted by a recruiter, 
compared to 15 percent last summer. And 0.8 percent of 
January's registrants listed themselvi^ as conscientious 
bbjectqirs or registered under protest, compared to 1.8 
jleroeiit last simuner.

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Floridians learning to drive slower, Graham reports

Floridins appeafcd to be driving less and slower as of 
Ittt October, ahhough their electricity usage rofe sligiitly 
over the same month'in 1979, according to figures released 
last wetk by Gov. Bob Oraham. 

However, the rate of electricity usage from January to 
October last year wm only 2.5% higher than in the same 
period the yettr before. 

According to Graham's flutes. North FhMridans showed 
the most discretion in their energy usage. Panhandle 
residents — from Jefferson County to Pensacola — 
bought 6.7% less gascrihie last Oct(^)er thmi thercBd in 
October 1979 and increased their per ciqiMta ^ctrldty lUage 

by only 2.8%. Northeast Floricfians oA tMr gas purchases 
by 7.8%, but bought 6% more electricity than they did 
the year before. 



In contrast. South Floridians, from Sarasota and St. 
Lude counties to Key West, used 3.9% more electricity per 
capita and Central Floridians Increased their usage by 8 6<^o 
In their individual gasoline purcascs. Central Floridians cut 
their purchases by 3.6% and South Fkmdians cut theirs by 
0.8%. 

Graham's office also considered per capita speeding 
violations to gauge compliaiice with the 55 mph speed limit, 
which is considered an energy-saving measure. According 
to Graham's figures, no more speeding citations per capita 
were issued to South and Central Floridians in October, 
1980 than in October 1979, and figures for the period from 
January to October showed (tocreases in dtatioos of 18.9% 
and 24%, respectively.

**They (the PBA) are very unprofessional," said Brion in 
an interview yesterday. "It is very hard for a professional to 
deal with an unprofessional. Labor negotiation is a series of 
compromises. I really view my role as trying to solve 
problems but it is hard to solve problems with people who 
do not understand the concept of negotiating. 

**Yes, their sioppiness has contributed to our 
relationship being adversarial," added Brion. "Part of 
their problem is that they don't inform people in the 
membership as to what is going on in the negotiations.'* 

Brion and Nowell will sit down today at 10 a.m. to start 
negotiations again on the contract. The session will be held 
in the city manager's office.

By now, everybody knows that Fort 4poche, The Bronx, 
the police drama starring Paul Newman and Ed Asner, drew 
a howl from black and Puerto Rican groups who say the film 
paints an ugly and even racist picture of them.

The groups complained Fort Apache protrayed South 
Bronx residents as a ravmg mass of dark-skmned savages 
who would eventually destroy each other if not for the 
intervention of a few brave, weli-mtentioned cops. You can 
sec what they're angry about right from the beginning, with 
the appearance of Charlotte (Pam Grier) who stumbles up to 
a squad car and murders two rookie policemen point blank. 
Charlotte is so ravaged by drugs she seduces men then slashes 
them with a razor blade she stores in her bosom. Her corpse 
eventually completes a contrived chain of symbolism that 
you'd think must mean something— given the pains director 
Daniel Petrie takes to present it— but really doesn't. 

From the first killing, Fort Apache rarely rises above the 
usual men-in-blue melodrama, never amounts to more than a 
slick shoot-em-up. Though the film takes itself seriously, its 
pretenses to relevance are done in by its own 
simplemindedness. It's that same simplemindedness that has 
earned the film its label as racist.

Hensley, a professional potttical consultant worked with 
President Carter's 1980 campaign and former Sen. Dick 
Stoae's 1974 campaign as well as local races. In this election, 
however, he holds the dubious distinction of working for Pat 
McCaffrey, Marlow White and Wilson— all losers. 

"The main thing we tried to stay away from was red- 
baiting," Hensley said. "It would have been more effective if 
we didn't have to battle Kent and the 'Tallahasse Democrat 
saying it was a smear campaign ' in truth* our information 
was documented. 

**The way I look at a pohtical campaign, if you can't 
discredit the information, you discredit the source. I think 
Kent's folks were very effective in doing tha. 

"Also (Spriggs) turned out the vote very well. The 
minority precincts (which Spriggs took 4-1) turned out m 
force, which is unusual for a white candidate " 

Hensley said Wilson's runoff campaign was centered 
around a core of three or four people that ined to give it 
direction. Wh&k Wilson's campaign was ccrtamly a factor in

bis loss, another big reason was the 
strength of the Sprtggs machine, part 
of which he inherited from County 
Commissioner Jim Crews. 

The Spriggs campaign was ran by a 
steering committee of. 14 people, with 
each member assigned a specific task 
like precinct organization or media 
rnations, according to Barbara 
DeVane, Spriggs* office coordinator. 

**The steering committee started 
meeting in late December and we met 
every Sunday evening. We wound up 
with over 7,000 people who were 
involved. in the campaign in one way 
or another,** she explained. 

DeVane, who ran unsuccessfully 
for the state House of 
Representatives in 1978, also worked 
with the Carter campaign last fall. 
She said she worked 80 hours a week 
for Spriggs since December. 

"(Wilson) didn't have a grassroots 
organization, that was evident from 
his yard signs. Ours were in people's 
yards while hi&-were just on the side 
of the road. It was obviously just 
surface money, ' ' DeVane said. 

**We coupled a grassroots precinct 
organizing effort with a clean media 
strategy, and it worked," she noted.

••We knew the whole key to our 

success was we had to get the black 
precincts back out, we put an extra 
effort into that. We worked the black 
churches last Sunday, walked the 
neighborhoods and called urging 
them to vote again. It worked, that 
was why Kent won. 

"An extra benefit was that WilsOft* 
went too far with his smear 
campaign, and there was a backlash,** 
DeVane added. "He used his media 
wrong; Tallahassee is changing and 
the good or boys arc not as strong as 
they used to be, it's going back to the 
people." 

White, who was edged out in the 
primary and endorsed Wilson a week 
before the runoff, thought Wilson 
would have won if he had conducted 
a positive campaign. Asked whether 
the nearly 3,000 voters who 
supiwrted him in the primary went to 
Wilson or Spriggs, White replied ''I 
don't have any idea, 1 can*t identify 
them. 

"Tm really proud of the black 
precincts, though" he added. 
"Nobody ever took them seriously 
when there was not a black in the 
race.'* 

Wilson himself said Tuesday ". . 
.evidently (the Democrat was) 




Spriggs had the organization 

determined they were going to defeat 
Dick Wilson, and they did." But 
Democrat Executive Editor Walker 
Lundy said that was not true, and 
blamed the defeat on Wilson.

minutes later, too late to prevent the shootings. 

"He had decided what he was going to do, and he did 
it,** said Police Department spokesperson Barry 
Bumgarner. "Td say that less than 90 seconds after he 
came in it was all over. " 

Although Tallahassee Regional Medical Center 
authorities refused to confirm or deny the statement, 
Rapido Graphic's employee Star Bexley claimed that Smith 
had been undergoing treatment at the hospital's Goodwood 
Manor Mental Health Unit. Jerry Harding, Sr., &nith's 
former boss at Bill McKemie Chevrolet body shop, 



confirmed that statement. 

"He's been in psychiatric care," Harding said. "He's 
getting his divorce, and it just got worse and worse. We had 
to let him go, and he wound up out there at the hospital." 

Smith was fired, Harding said, because of his 
increasingly bad temper and poor attitude toward 
customers. Smith was released a little more than a month 
ago, Harding said, after having worked at McKemie 
Chevrolet for nine months to a year.

Shooting interrupts his daily routine

A routine Wednesday morning and Officer Vince 
Fontana is heading west on Pensacola Street near Stadium 
Drive. Suddenly the sharp sound of an alert tone interrupts 
his thoughts. Over the r»iio comes the message of a 
shooting. One minute and 20 seconds later, Fontanaiarrives 
at Rapido Graphics on North Adams Street. 

"I opened my door,** Fontana said. "I had already 
drawn my gun. I stood behind the door for a couple of 
jeconds. I didn't know what kind of sttuation I had on my 
hands. The guy doing the shooting may have still been alive 
or we may have had a hostage situation. 

"There was a woman inside waving for me to come on 
in," Fdntana said. "Other officers arrived right after I did. 
1 gave CNTders for them to dose the doors and started in 
canttotisly. 

**As I was walking in... (I was drinking) the guy could be 
hokling a gun on her an<i waiting behind a door to blow me 
away. Thinp just flashed real quick. AH the information 
you have is what the dispatcher tells you over the radio. 
You try to think of all the jaltenutt^es bui the adrenalin is 
pumping and you overlook some. You just have to be really 
careful. 

"When I walked in, one man was kneeling over and two 
people were lying down,*' he said. "There was blood on the 
floor and a gim Isriiig aboitt three feet from the man who 
had done the ^lootH^/* 

' The two pe(^ tying on the floor were David Thomas 
Smith and Yolanda South. David Smith had walked into 
the building and shoe Doug Miller, a23-year-oid employee 
and the man Fcmtana saw kneeling, then shot Yolanda 
Smith, his estranged wife. After shoodng her, he shot 
Mmself .

"It was a spooky situaticMi,*' Fontana said. "At that 
point, I didn't know who had shot whom. Miller was 
bleeding from the head and back. The man who had done 
the shooting was still moving a little bit. One of the persons 
who worked there had kicked the gun away from him after 
hef^." 

Fontana inunediately told the officer behind him to 
watch the gun and not let anyone touch it or move it. He 
then went to Miller and tried to help him. 

The Emergency Medical Technicians arrived 
approximately 15 seconds after Fontana's arrival. 

"We hustled them mside,** said F6ntana. "Whenever 
there is the opportunity to preserve a life, that is always 
more important than preserving the crime scene. *' 

Fontana said his adrenalin was still pumping six hours 
after the homocide occurred. 

"You've got to be there to fed what it's like," he said. 
"You're in control, trying not to mess things up. You're 
trying to remain cool and listen to five or ten conversatioos 
at once. There's a lot to think about . 

"Tallahassee just doesn't have these things. You read 
about it in the ps^s,** Fontana said. "When it does have 
them though, they're getting more dramatic. I hanctted it 
well , but h is a real diodt to waft into a room and see three

Diet doc killer 
to stop eating

VALHALLA, N.Y. — Convicted 
murderer Jean Harris, saying she. will not 
live "like an animal in a cage," is staging a 
jail hunger strike in a desperate bid to 
commit suicide, her lawyer said yesterday. 

"She told me that the only thing for her 
was to die and the only way to do it is to 
stop eating," said attorney Joel Aurnou. 

County Correction Commissioner, 
Albert Gray said Mrs. Harris, who is under 
a suicide watch, has refused meals since she 
entered the Westchester County jail 
Tuesday night, but has taken some liquids 
and a candy bar. 

Gray quoted the woman, who lost 15 
pounds during her trial, as saying: "I can't 
see myself living like an animal in a cage for 
the rest of my life. * * 

Mrs. Harris, 57, was cwivicted of second- 
degree murder in the fatal shoeing of 
"Scaisdale Diet*' Dr. Herman Tamower, 
her lover of 14 years, who rejected her for a 
younger woman. 

She is being held under a 24-hour 
suicide watch at the jail wbite ^e awaits 
sentendng March 20. She faces 15 years to 
life.

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Squandered 



For two weeks now the community's attention has been riveted on 
one of the most controversial — and exciting — City Commission races 
in quite a while. Labor lawyer Kent Spriggs fended off a furious last- 
Biinute blitz by Nfayor £Nck Wilson to o^ the mayor from office 
Wednesday. ^ 

To many, Simggs' victory signaled a significant shift in the political 
power structure in this fast-growing capital city. Others are less 
eirthusiastic. They say Spriggs' win is more symbolic than substanfh^e, 
and will have little tangible effect on the way this city operates . 

Those are questions only time can answer, but even in the post- 
election blur one thing is evident: students had little to do with the 
election's outcome. 

At the Doak Campbell precinct, for instance, a mere 101 voters 
queued up to the polls, while at St. Thomas Moore 154 voters were 
cast. Those two precincts serve the majority of the FSU c<»nmunity, 
vidth its 20,000-phis dty residents. 

At the FAMU the numbers are mcMre encouraging. More than 400 
voters tinned out Jake Ga^ther Gym, which is located on the FAMU 
campus. , « 

Of course the students live tlmmghout the city, but it is accurate 
to say that fewer than 1 ,000 FSU and FAMU students took the time to 
register and then to vote in the City elections. 

Students might even defend the low turnout; the city is not 
responsive to student needs, they may say, and anyway, how can the 
City Commission affect students? 

A whole lot. For exampl^^ the City Ccmumssion can ccmcdvably 
affect: 

•Parking on campus, which is woefully inadequate. A supportive 
City Conimisdcm oooM open nK>re space near campus for parking, 
perhaps. Or it could push a bike path plan that would make cycling a 
more preferaMe mode of transportation; 

•Utility rates, through the development of a comprehensive and 
effective energy conservation plan. Once Tallahassee was going to 
become a model energy city, but has not. Why? Because the City 
Commission has never made the effort necessary to get the job done. 
Therefore city utility customers are not getting the most cost-effective 
services available; 

•Police services, which Jiave been affected by the protracted, 
contract n^otiations between the city and the Tallahassee police 
officers. Crime is always constant on and around college campuses, 
tod we don't much want underpaid, incompetent, ornery cops 
^pirtrolling the streets In our neighborhood. Yet police morale is 
abysmal in Tallahassee, and part of the blame must rest with city 
government. 

County Commissioner Jim Crews told the Flambeau last fall that 
students weren't being heard because they weren't speaking. In 
Wednesday's important City Commission runoff they were quiet 
again. And again they have squandered an opportunity to make the 
city government accountable to studmt residents in Tallahassee. 

Another ^Whiteism' 

Always one step ahead of those trying to quess his next move, the 
enigmatic yet refreshingly honest Marlow White came through with 
another "Whittism" yesterday. When asked which way his supporters 
voted in Wednesday's runoff— for Spriggs, who seemed ideologically 
closer to White, or for Wilson, who received While's official 
endorsement— -White replkd "1 don't know, 1 honestly ^an't identify 
those voters."

Although you made a few good points in your 
review of Altered States, I think you almost entirely 
missed the meaning of the film. I do not write in 
defense of the film, which I would rank 3 on a scale 
of 10, but to enlighten you as to ihe ideas which lie 
at the core of the story. 

The first important event to note in the film is 
Jessup's account of his father's death. It was his 
father's death, especially his final whispering of the 
word "terrible," which made Jessup discard his 
previously strong religious beliefs. The rejection of 
God was the catalyst for his feelings of anomy 
(meaninglessness) which so preoccupies Imii as the 
story develops. 

His experimentation with sense deprivation and 
mushrooms is his way of searching for a new 
nomos (meaning, gestalt) by discovering the 
Ultimate Truth. However, the mushrooms and 
sensory deprivation act to completely eliminate all 
sense-ordering capabilities of the mind. Jessup's 
experiments are self-defeating— he searches for 
meaning by destroying his capacity to do so. His 
statement that schizophrenia may not be a disease 
at all illustrates his preoccupation with destroying 
the reahty-structure which provides his mind with 
meaning. (I don't personally believe that Jessup's 
methods necessarily lead to mental chaos, but that's 



the way it ends up in the movie.) 

The process of following the collective :or.<^ c^s 
backwards to the "original thought" is bait 
misrepresented. It is not an energy cxtemil to \^ 
world — it is merely the "memory" wc all hi^eac 
the dialectical process of history. Reproe^tlt 
historical collective conscious as tn eocrfy or for 
aside from our free wills is incorrect.

Evidently, White's staunch 
oppositioB to the project had garnered him 
iKh public support though not enough to 
place him in the runoff.

halting planning for the building at the next 

day's commission meeting. 

"We understand the difficulties you've 
been through," said Commissioner Hurly 
Rudd, acknowledgeing Wilson's gesture.

*'My suggestion is to vote (Wilson's 
motion) down," Rudd said. "This doesn't 
mean we want to endorse it or not endorse 
it." 

Rudd suggested the commissioners 
confer with architects for the project before 
taking action. Such a meeting would be 
held after Spriggs had taken office. 

City Manager Don Kleman agreed. 

"It would help biing Mr. Spriggs up-to- 
date," he said. 

Commissioner Carol Bellamy then made 
a substitution motion that a conference 
between the commission and the architects 
be held Thursday at 4 p.m. in the city's 
meeting room at Meyer's Park. 
Commissioner James Ford seconded 
Bellamy's motion, and it passed 4-1, with 
Wilson casting the lone dissenting vote.

The long-promised and often delayed 
lighting passed a major hurdle last week, 
when director of budget analysis Illona 
Turissi completed paperwork that will supply 
$45,000 in university funds for the project. 

The university promi«?ed to furnish the 
$45,000 for the lighting on November 14, 
1980. 

Improved lighting was a campaign priority 
for student body president Rob Auslander 
when he ran for office in Winter of 1980. 
, Ausiander kept that promise — at least in 
part — with the help of the student senate. 
On June 5, less than three months after 
Auslander was inaugurated, the senate set 
aside $15,000 in student funds for the new 
lighting. That $15,000 represented a major 
commitment on the part of the eternally- 
underfunded student government, but it was 
not nearly enough to begin construction of 
the new lighting. 

Auslander went to a new source to find 
funding for the lights — the state Legislature. 
He and the Florida Student Association, a 
statewide student lobbying association of 
which Auslander was chairperson, lobbyed 
heavily for a bill that would have provided a 
$4 million loan for fire and security 
improvements on the state universities' 
campuses. Auslander hoped that some of 
FSU's share of that money — about $800,000 
— could be used for the lighting. But when 




til 



the bill was passed, Auslander found out that 

was not the case. 

"Some administrators felt it wasn't fair 
that the housing residents would have to pay 
that money back (to the Legislature) over the 
next thirty years," Auslander said. "I felt we 
were more or less lead on.** 

Auslander had made a mistake, he now 
conceded, in not going to FSU's 
administration before he approached the 
Legislature. Realizing his mistake, Auslander 
approached the administration for funding in 
early July; five months later the 
administration agreed to supply the $45,000. 

In addition, FSU has made exterior 



lighting a priority on their requests list for 
legislative funding. The university placed a 
request for $300,000 towards lighting tenth n 
their Fixed Capital Outlay Projects list for' 
the years 1981-86. 

In the meantime, the university has 
$60,000 to use for the lights — or will shortly. 
Final paperwork on the funding will take 
about a week to complete. 

Once the $60,000 is safely in a separate 
bank account, the university will advertise 
for construction companws to bid on the 
project. FSU must supply information on the 
project to the companies, accept bids, and 
finally settle on which construction company 



to hire.

The FSU stiKtent seni^ has proposed a $4,1^ nad-year mcrease, 
#ith much of the money going toward furniture for the organization's 
new office building. 

The building itself is a step forward for the BSU; for the first time 
since its inception, the BSU will have a building to itself, which will 
provide black students at FSU with a gathering place away from 
administrators and professors. Clearly this is a step toward autonomy 
for the BSU, and we picase the student senate for its actions. 

We praise it because as a governmental body representing students 
it has shown that it at least partially understands that support groups 
for students are where the action is in student government. Qne look 
at the list of SG agencies and it's easy to pinpoint the most accessible 
and thar^oie the most effective: the BSU, the Cento- for Participant 
Education, theCon^mer Union, the Women's Center, etc. . . 

These and other support groups deal directly with stinl^ts, help 
organize students and generally offer students Uie most essential 
services. 

So we support the senate's decision to jack up the BSU budget. But 
we also believe other support groups deserve the same treatment. The 
Women's Center, for example, consistently goes under-fimded, yet still 
provides.services to the wqaieBat FSU, who comprise the majority of 
students (m campus. 

Oddly enough, the Women's Cmler had its mid-year request cut in 
half. That doesn't mean the Women's Center will not provide the 
services it ahvays has, but that it will do it less dfectively. Which 
means the students who utilize these services get burned in the end. 

So we are in favor of a strong and well-funded BSU, we also think 
other equally important support groups on campus deserve the same 
treatment.

There b a story that black women tell each other, 
about an old slave who could finally take no more 
abuse. I plan to tell it to my own daughter, who will 
turn 21 in the year 2000 — not because it says 
something about violence, but because it has to do 
with the refusal to die. 

And I hope she accepts this difficult legacy not as 
a burdoi but as a trust. 

The old woman, according to this stmy, was 
plowing in the field when an overseer came by and 
reprimanded her for being so slow. Thenhelashed 
her severely with a whip for having the temerity to 
talk back. The woman, it is said, picked up her hoc 
and klBed him with it. Whatever the odds, she had 
decided to take control of her own life. 

The old woman with the hoe lives secretly in 
many of us, still flghtiiig, though in subtler, more 
legal ways. 

Today she's a 60-year-okl lightly touching the 
corsage that a community center gave her for 25 
years oi service, as she listens to the keynote speech 
at the annual fund-raising dinner. The speaker will 
call har to the platform next, she thinks, and she 
feels embarrassed. She's on^ done what had to be 
done. She ran the ^fke, angered the phones, gave 
out donated turkeys on hblklays, listened to the 
troubles o( the young, and \aUAy listened much 
more to the troubles of the And most of aU, 
she was always, dependably, there. 

Around 1969, a lot of money came to the center, 
and with it men with titles like Director and I>eputy 
Dkector, who made salaries that seemed fabulous 
to her. They macfe her "seoetary" and site (fid aU 
the work for them. Their i^c^es appeared in the - 
papers, although hers never did. 

Then, one day around 1974, the money stopped 
and the men with the titles disappeared. And 
quietly she and other women like her simply 
continued the work that had never really ended. 

Twenty years ago, when she was forty and a 
devoted fdkmer of Martin Luther King, she'd 
hoped that by 1980 centers fike hers would no 
Icmgor be needed, that blacks would have been truly 
"lifted up." But now she*s settling in for anotho* 
20years. 

The spirit of the old woman with the hoe also 
persists in a 19-year-old at the door to her first job. 
Shestands surroimded by the ghosts of her mothers. 
She's the beginning: the first of her mother's 
children to fmish high schocri and who didn't have 
to learn to recognize the word "colored" on a 
bathroom door. The pay is barely over the 
minimum wage, the office is dingy, the hours are 
long and there's little chance for advancement. But 
to her it's a start. 

And the old woman with the hoe is a inother, 
stttmg with her seven-year-old at the kitchen table 
in the evening, teachingthe lesson that wasn't taught 
in school. How could it have been, with 40 students 
ui esxk dass and the halls patrolled by policemen 
because drugs are sold there and violence is 
endenuc? She remembers her own mother teaching 
her thb way and wonders if, one day, her daughter 
wifl have to sit at a table Oke this and teach her 
grandchild, too.

MADRID — Authorities arrested a 
second army general and a key intelligence 
officer yesterday for their involvement in 
this week's right-wing coup attempt. 

The arrest of Gen. Alfonso Armada, 
dismissed as deputy chief of staff 24 hours 
earlier, came after King Juan Carlos 
counseled newly-elected Prime Minister 
Leopoldo Calvo Sotelo against reacting 
"harshly" toward the plotters. 

Political sources said the king, who was 
credited with thwarting Monday's coup, 
feared that mass arrests of senior officers 
might provoke right-wing army units to 
attempt another takeover. 

TEHRAN — Irans's supreme court chief 
yesterday charged that the former air force 
commander, arrested for allegedly 
cooperating with the American hostage 
rescue mission, was assisted by other 
officials opposed to the Tehran regime. 

Gen. Banman Baqeri, who led the air 
force at the time of the abortive American 
rescue attempt near Tabas in central Iran 
last April, was arrested in Tehran by the 
head of the military revolutionary court, 
Hojlatolestani Mohaaiiiiadi Reyshabri.

Industry and Scientists eye 
genetic engineering research

SAN FRANCISCO Nearly 700 
scientists, industrialists and financiers eager 
to trade in the burgeoning field of genetic 
engineering are meeting this week for a 
first-of-its kind conference on the young 
and growing science. 

Hwidreds of scientists, pharmaceutical 
company representatives, venture 
capitalists, and stock analysts had to be 
tttfBcd away before the doors opened 
Wednesday on the first annual Congress for 
i U i ojmbin a m DNA Rss a ifch . 

During opening remarks, sciantists 
described an array new experiments in 
whidi — molecule by molecule — the 
fnnctiooi a"** fif«"^fi* nataip <rf aaanal 
and human genes are getng analyied, 
decoded, counted, spiked, and oMKb to 
taiction at hundicdi of laboratories 



They talked of the bursts of new 
knowledge they are prying from their test 
tubes and cell cultures; such as the control 



of proteins, production and control of 
antibiotics, cloning and gene-splicing. 

Participants at the three-day conference 
also spoke of the multi-billion-dollar 
potential of a sdmce that barely existed ten 
years ago. 

The expensive anti-diabetic drug insulin 
and the potential anti-cancer and anti-viral 
drug interferon are among the many 
valuable biological substances which 
researchers believe can be mass-produced 
through genetic engineering techniques. 

Many of the men and women in the 
paying audience — at $225 each — were 
young graduate students just finishing 
their doctorates or postdoctoral researchers 
looking for spots in academia or industry. 

Industry, too. was well represented. 
More than a third of the audience came 
from the newly formed firms that are 
exploiting the techniques of genetic 
engineering to produce varieties of 
honnooes, proleins and other biological 
s u bs t ances jthat they hope wi|l j^rMuce

Megill and Bill Heard. FSU's UFF chapter president, 
maintain that the union is democratically run and that a 
majority of its members and all of its state leadership come 
from the large, research tnstitutiens. 

•UFF believes in, and uses, an industrialized union model 
to carry on negotiations, which causes an adversarial 
relationship between faculty and administration. Universities 
run on a collegial model in which faculty consult with 
administrators and arrive at decisions with them, not against 
them. 

**We would be delighted to have a collegial sysfm if the 
administration and BOR wooM allow it,** jsaid Heard. 
Facdity have the right to make fecommeadations, and only 
recommendations, when they are not represented, sakl 
Megill. "We are interested in more than recommendatioiis; 
want effective power," said Megill. 

•**lhc> haven't done a damn thing,'* said Kaelin in 
conuiieniing on work done by UFF for FSU. Victory claims 
by I'FF are false or exaggerated, according to Kadin. For 
evample, they said they started the idea of faculty salary 
supplement and were instrumental in gettii^ it through last 
year, said KaeUn.

If the Downunder were to offer 
ratertamment four nights a week during 
sprmg quarter, said Bemter, it would be 
conceivable to drop the cover charge.

Tallahassee's small, but very active punk oiclave. Farrell 
maintains that high fashion and punk are very similar. 
, "Punk is the realization of style;" said Farrcfl. "We 
create a look for ourselves, an original look. Punk people 
are hyperawm of how they kxHc. They know that you can 
use the way you look to say somethii^ ^^bout yourself or 
about the people who are looking at you." 

Both Farrell and LeeWykoff, another local punk styfist, 
make a distinction between punk and new wave. They see 
new wave as popularized punk. New wavers dress up in 
costumes to go to parties. Punks live punk. Whatever they 
wear is punk because of their attitude, not because of the 
clothes. 

Punk is a rebellion, a satirization of the idea that there is 
"normal" fashion. All clothing is affected. Super short 
hair was popular in the SOs. Now it's punk. Tomorrow, like 
safety pins, it will be passe. "What is in^KHtant is that you 
realize this. Your realization causes you to behave 
differently, to go punk," Farrell noted. 

"New Wave fashion is being mainlined by the 
mainstream," Wykoff said; "As it is popuktrized, it loses 
its very essence.*' 

Most of all, punk is found fashion. Like the Dadaists, 



punkers have their objects de trouve, their found art, 
Fi^hion is found usually at the S&A Boutique or other out 
. of the ¥ray, discard shops. 

However, you can find punk in Maas Brothers as well, 
added Farrell. Agwn, it's what you do with the objects and 
how they fit with your image of yourself . 

New wave fashion probably started with the American 
group, the Dolls, who were wearing bondage pants and 
tCHTi clothes in 1973. Punk fashion of course owes a lot to 
Britain, especially a group of Sex Pistol fans called the 
Bromsley Contii^nt. This group emphasized zippers, 
black leather, torn dothes safety pinned back together, and 
other typical punk items. Richard Hell, Johnny Rotten and 
Sid Vidous afl helped bring punk fashion to the attention 
of America's mecUa, which seized on this very visual art 
form and went crazy. 

In punk's infancy outrageousness was required, 
accofding to Farrell. Punk in the SOs has a subtle side. 
Farrell recoitly wore a security guard's work shirt, a pair of 
cnrdouroys with a tiny rip in them, and work boots to his 
job at the Democrat. He considers this subtle garb very 
punk. Wykoff frequently wears his Fun Fur or his aiknent 
blue Ward Cleaver sweater to class.

Nobody expects justice. Everyone knows the whole thing 
has nothing to do with what's good and what's bad. It's all 
one big, glittery, self-serving media event and art be 
damned. Still, everybody gets mad, takes offense as if they 
actually believed that, just this once, the process might 
show some semblance of reason. Everyone acts indignant, 
vents a little rage in print, raises a big stink that soon dies 
down. It's a yearly ritual. 

But however little they have to do with whether the 
movies that win deserve it or not, the Academy Awards are 
anything but irrelevant. Nominate a film for a major Oscar 
— best picture. Best Director, Best Actor or Actress — and 
instantly its box office value may double, what with all the 
free publicity. One only has to call the Capital Cinemas to 
see how that works. Finding out showtimes for one feature 
can take what seems like hours, as first you suffer through a 
taped voice reciting all the Oscar nominations — best 
picture, best cinematography, best director (David Lynch) 
and best actor (John Hurt) — garnered by Elephant Man. 

Then, if a movie wins, its name is stuck in the minds of 
the public for years, ensuring countless profitable re- 
releases. 

With all that riding on what at first seems just a gaudy 
pybtic ceremony of self-glorification, it pays to examine 
how movies really get nominated, how the mediocre get 
included and the important left out. 

This year's most glaring omission is Johnathon 
Demme's Melvin and Howard ^ which despite being named 
best film by both the Naitonal Society of Fihn Critics and 
the New York Film Critics Circle, was left out of the Oscar 
nominatioiis for best picture. Best the Academy could do 
was nominate Bo Goldman's script for Best Screenplay, 
and Jason Robards (a well-deserved nomination if ever 
tbere was one) and Muy Steenbergen for Best Supporting 
Actor and Actress, respectively. An unfcMrgivable oversight 
was excluding Demme from the Best Director category.

Melvin and Hwimd was <Hie of the few top-notch movies 
that showed any hint of style in a year in which too many 
movies — including Robert Redford's OnHmay People, 
nominated for Best Director and Best Picture — seemej 
highly derivative. 

What kept MeMn and Hovmd out of dia Best Pictittv 
nominations was that it lacked what most of the nooiinees 
had: expensive, well-planned, and imeniive promoticmal 
campaigns. It*s not so important that a movie haw any 
merits of its own. What matters is where it shows, who s^ 
it. You get a lot of people to sec a movie by playing it up in 
the media; you get the influential to see it 1^ showing it in 
the big markets. The two most **arty" of the Best Picture 
nominees — Raging Bull and Tess — havoi't even made it 
to Tallahassee yet. All the nominees, except maybe Coal 
Miner's Daughter, enjoyed well-managed, well-financed 
advertising campaigns, as well as sizable amounts of pre- 
release publicity. Elephant Man had an eager audience 
waiting by the time it was released, thanks to media 
attention of the sort surrounding John Jurt's makeup job, 
publicity that was generated while the film was being shot. ^ 
For proof it's not the movie but the promotion that 
counts, one need only recall the Heaven's Gate fiasco. Even 
before one foot of film had been screened in public, 
Michael Cimino's four-hour, $40-million epic western was 
considered a shoe-in for a Best Picture nomination. 
Paramount released the film in late November, in time to 
qualify for the 1980 Oscars. But after just a few press 
screenings, Heaven's Gate was so universally and 
emphatically panned that Paramount frantically pulled it 
out of distribution for extensive recutting. Even then it was 
doubtful the thing could be salvaged. All this fuss over a 
film that everybody, going on mecha hype and not having 
seen the movie, said might take Best Picture.

Avery's worlc most closely resembles that of 
Bumiel. Like Bunuel, his work will 
Ireinaineteraally fresh, insane, and brilliant. 

Avery's first directorial efforts were at 
hamer Brothers, where from 1936 to 1941 
p developed his no-hoids-barnd, fourth 
jdiinensional sense of humor, challenging 
p changing forever the Disney style of 
laimation His Warners works are well 
feprescnied by nine of his shorts, including 
pis first Bugs Bunny effort, A Wild Hare 
|('^), which remains a classic of 
pimation. Other Warners' titles to be 
pwn include Thugs With Dirty Mugs 
a relentlessly crazy spoof of 




gangster films, and the charming and 
inventive Porky 's Preview (1941), in which 
Porky presents a program of his own hand- 
drawn animations. His 50-odd Warners 
films seem to anticipate his beguiling, way- 
out MGM shorts, which are the crux of the 
program. 

Avery's MGM work is typified by only 
four shorts. These four cartoons best 
explain the astonishing, inside-out quality 
of his humor. It is in these masterful 
animations that Avery allowed his now- 
refined sense of pacing, comedy, and 
surrealism to blossom, resulting in works 
that both baffle and amuse the viewer. 

The best of the four is The Cat That 
Hated People (1948), a masterpiece of a 
cartoon. It concerns a misanthropic feline 
who, in an attempt to escape from human 
beings, boards a rocket to the moon. There 
he is overwhehned by a variety of Daliesque 
creatures, prompting him to propel himself 
home via a handy golfcourse backdrop, 
where he thankfully embraces the sidewalk 
as he is trampled on by careless pedestrians. 
This otherworldly short accomplishes in 
eight minutes what many other films fail to 
do in two hours, creating a variety of 
differing, well-defined locations, bringing 
forth a variety of moods fully experienced 
by both the character onscreen and the 
audience. •
